2. The draft will he taken into considera¬ 
tion on the 15th August 1936, and any objec¬ 
tion or suggestion received by the undersigned 
through the District Magistrate and the Divi¬ 
sional Commissioner before that date will he 
duly considered— 

Draft by-laws. 

By-laws regarding standardization of weights 
and measures (section 417 of the Bengal 
Municipal Art , 1932). 

1. In these by-laws the word “vendor" in¬ 
cludes a shop-keeper, stall-holder, squatter or 
other salesman in any market or in any other- 
place within the municipality. 

2. All vendors within the municipality 
shall use— 

(/) Government standard weights, that is 
to say, a inaund consisting of forty 
seers, a seer consisting of eighty 
tolas and a tola consisting ol one 
hundred and eighty grains; and 

(ii) a standard cubit consisting of eighteen 
inches for the measure of commodi¬ 
ties other than land. 

3. The Commissioners shall require the 
Superintendents of the municipal market ^ or 
any other officers duly authorised by them in 
that behalf, and may require the owner, 
manager or other person in charge of a pri\atc 
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market to keep in their custody standards of 
weights and measures conforming with the 
standard prescribed in by-law 2 for the pur¬ 
pose of verifying the weights and measures 
used by any vendor for the sale of articles in 
any market or in any other place. Such 
Superintendents or other officers duly 
authorised by the Commissioners shall keep in 
i heir custody a die for the purpose of stamp¬ 
ing weights and measures which have been 
duly verified in the manner provided in by¬ 
law 4. 

4. The Superintendent of a municipal 
market or any other officer duly authorized by 
the Commissioners in that behalf, shall, not 
less than once in every three months, test and 
verify the weights and measures used by each 
vendor in every market or other place by com¬ 
parison with the aforesaid standards and shall 
also similarly test and verify every weight or 
measure that may be brought to him by any 
person at his office for the purpose of verifica¬ 
tion ; and if, in either case, lie finds the same 
to be correct, shall stamp it with the die men¬ 
tioned in by-law 3 by way of verification on 
payment of such fee not exceeding annas four 
in each case as the Commissioners may from 
time to time direct. 

Provided that weights and measures once 
stamped shall not be stamped with the die a 
second time unless the stamp has become faint 
or obliterated.

2. The draft will be taken into considera¬ 
tion on the 24th June 1936, and any objection 
or suggestion received Ivy the undersigned 
through the District Magistrate and the 
Divisional Commissioner before that date will 
be duly considered: — 

Draft by-laws. 

By-laws under section 414 of the Bengal 
Municipal Act , regulating slaughter¬ 
houses for the slaughter of animals meant 
for human consumption . 

1. Animals shall be slaughtered as 
humanely as possible. 

2. No dogs shall he permitted within the 
si aug hter-house. 

3. Hours of work .—The hours of work 
fixed by the Commissioners shall be con¬ 
spicuously printed on a board with the name 
of the lessee and displayed in a conspicuous 
place in the slaughter-house. 


4. The slaughter-house shall he sufficiently 
lighted to allow for work after dusk. 

5. Trees shall not be permitted to over¬ 
hang the premises. The slaughter-house may 
he enclosed by wire-netting to prevent the 
entrance of birds. 

6. No portion of the slaughter-house shall 
he used for living or sleeping unless it is 
separated from the place where animals are 
slaughtered by a substantial wall and contains 
a window or windows opening directly to the 
air and of dimensions not less than one-tenth 
of the superficial area of the floor space. 

7. No person suffering from any contagious 
or infectious disease shall he employed or 
allowed to enter the slaughter-house. 

8. Bones, offal, gut, hoofs, horns and other 
refuse shall be kept in properly constructed, 
covered and removable vessels made of non- 
absorbent material until arrangements can be 
made to remove them. 

9. At the close of every working day every 
floor or pavement shall be thoroughly w T ashod 
and all fragments of gut, blood or other 
matters detached in the process of diseinl>owil¬ 
ling and skinning shall be collected and placed 
in suitable vessels or receptacles to be forth¬ 
with removed With their covers from the 
slaughter-house for disposal in a manner 
approved by the Commissioners. Each such 
vessel shall be constructed of non-absorbent 
material and shall have a closely fitting cover 
and shall contain a sufficient quantity of 
deodorant or disinfectant. 

10. At the close of every working day 
every bench, table, tub, vessel, utensil or 
implement, which has been in use during the 
day, shall be thoroughly cleansed with water 
containing a deodorant or disinfectant. 

11. At the close of every working day all 
filth, blood or refuse which may have been 
splashed upon any inside portion of the 
slaughter-house shall be removed by scraping 
or other effectual means. 

12. Every vessel or receptacle when not in 
use shall be kept thoroughly clean.

21. Munieipal rates and faxes — 1. Incidence 
and pap men t of taxes on buildings other 
than residential . 

(a) As a general rule, municipal rates and 
taxes on non-residential buildings paid by, or 
passed on to, a department, occupying the 
whole or part of the building is charged to 
contingencies of the department concerned. 
Where, however, the wdiole or part of the tax 
is paid by the Public Works Department or 
by any other department, in administrative 
con troll of the building, the payments may be 
charged to the maintenance estimate of the 
huilaings concerned. 


(b) Taxes on non-residential buildings if 
paid by department nominated bv Govern¬ 
ment in this behalf and not passed on to the 
occupying departments are charged to “47— 
Miscellaneous—Rents, Rates and Taxes.” 

(c) If the building is in the occ upation of 
a single department, the taxes should be 
paid by that department. 

(d) If the building is in the occupation of 
more than one department, or if the taxes 
are payable in a lump sum for a number of 
buildings in a municipal area, the taxes may 
be paid, in the first instance, by any one 
department nominated in this behalf by 
Government. When one of the several 
departments occupying a building or build¬ 
ings assesses! to lump sum taxes is a commer¬ 
cial department, a portion of the taxes cal¬ 
culated pro rata , in proportion to the accom¬ 
modation actually occupied by each of the 
several departments, should be passed on to 
the commercial department concerned. The 
balance thereafter remaining, if it relates to 
a single non-commercial department occupy¬ 
ing the rest of the building, should be passed 
on to that department; if it relates to more 
than one non-commercial department, it 
should not be passed on. 

Note 7.—Before payment is made by a 
department w'hich is not in occupation of 
tin* entire building concerned or if payment 
cannot be delayed, as soon after payment as 
possible, an acceptance should be obtained 
from every department which is in occupa¬ 
tion of any portion of it. 

Note 2. —No municipal taxes are payable 
on public buildings situated in cantonments. 

//. Incidence and pai/rnent of taxes on 
buildings occupied as residences. 

(a) Taxes on residential buildings if pay¬ 
able by Government, whether the buildings 
are under the administrative control of the 
Public Works Department or any other 
department, are charged to the maintenance 
estimates of the buildings concerned. 

Note. —In cases where the whole or any 
portion of the taxes, which, by local rule or 
custom, arc ordinarily leviable from the 
tenant, is paid by a department other than 
the department in administrative control of 
the building, the charge may be treated as 
contingent expenditure of the paying depart¬ 
ment. 

(b) Except as provided in the note below 
this rule, taxes which are, by local rule or 
custom, ordinarily leviable from tenants 
should be paid, in respect of the term of his 
occupancy, by the occupant of the building, 
even though he be entitled to rent-free 
quarters. 

Note. —If in any case it has been decided 
by competent authority that the whole or any 
portion of the taxes should he borne by Gov¬ 
ernment and not by the occupant of the 
building, the whole tax should be paid in the 
first instance by the department in adminis¬ 
trative control ’of the building, and the por¬ 
tion, if any, payable bv the occupant should 
then be recovered from liim. 
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Decision of competent authority (local 
Government). 

(/) Officers on a pay not exceeding Us. 150 
per mensem.—The local Government exempt 
from the payment of the occupier’s share of 
municipal taxes (whether the amount is 
based upon the rental or on the actual amount 
of service rendered) or from the payment of 
municipal taxes which are payable by Govern¬ 
ment in respect of the rt^sidenee not being in 
the nature of house or property tax all officers 
occupying Government residences whose pay 
does not exceed 11s. 150 per mensem. 

N.B. —In these cases the occupier’s taxes 
or taxes payable by Government in respect of 
the residence not being of the nature of house 
or property tax will be paid by the heads of 
offices concerned. 

(it) Officers other than those mentioned in 
(/) above who occupy Government residences 
within the Calcutta'and Howrah municipal 
area< -JLTlie local Government reduce the 
amount of taxes based on the rental value of 
the house and payable by the occupier to an 
amount equivalent to 1 per cent, of the 
officer’s pay. Tn these cases the occupier’s 
taxes will be paid in the first instance by the 
head of the department or head of office con¬ 
cerned and the amount payable by the occu¬ 
pier under this rule will be recovered monthly 
from the occupier by deduction from his pay. 
The heads of departments or the heads of 
offices concerned will be responsible for seeing 
that, these recoveries are regularly and correct¬ 
ly made. 

N .B. —(1) Where the taxes are less than 1 
per cent, of the officer’s pay the actual taxes 
should be recovered. 

N.B. —(2) The exemption in (ii) above does 
not apply to charges which are levied, not 
on the basis of rental, but as payment for a 
definite amount of service rendered, c.g., 
quantity of water or electric current supplied. 
Charges of the latter nature must be borne by 
the tenant, unless specifically exempted there¬ 
from by orders of Government. 

(Hi) All officers not included in ( i) and (ii) 
above, who occupy Government residences, 
are liable to pay the entire amount of the 
municipal taxes payable by Government in 
respect of the residence not being .of the 
nature of house or property taxes, i.e., occu¬ 
pier’s share of municipal taxes which were 
before the passing of the Bengal Municipal 
Act, 1932, payable by them to the muni¬ 
cipalities under the Bengal Municipal Act of 
1884. The detailed instructions for the pay¬ 
ment of these taxes, consequent on the passing 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, will be 
found in Appendix 3-A. 

N.B. —(1) The local Government have from 
time to time exempted certain officers from 
the payment of the occupier’s share of the 
taxes on residences which they are compelled 
to occupy solely for the proper performance 
of their duties. These exemptions will remain 
in force so long as these officers occupy the 
posts, or exactly similar posts to which the 
exemptions at present apply. 


N.B. —(2) If the residence occupied by an 
officer falling under (ii) and (Hi) above forms 
part of a building which is partly used as a 
residence and partly as an office and the like, 
and if the residential portion is not separately 
assessed to taxes, the total taxes payable by 
the occupier shall be apportioned between the 
portion occupied by the officer as residence 
and the portion occupied as office or the like, 
by the head of the department concerned in 
consultation with the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment and the Accountant-General, Bengal. 

(iv) The following procedure will be fol¬ 
lowed by departments responsible for the 
recovery of taxes in (ii) above: — 

(A) Each head of a department or head of 
an office will maintain a register in P.W.A. 
Form 49. The word “rents*’ in the heading 
will be chauged to “taxes” and for the column 
showing “standard rent” will be substituted 
a column showing the occupier’s share of taxes 
as assessed on the building. 

(B) Recoveries will be made by monthly 
deductions from the pay bills of the officers 
concerned. The head of the department or 
the head of the office will. before the close ot 
each month, send a statement, in duplicate in 
P.W.A. Form 48 (the heading of which will 
be changed to “Statement of taxes recoverable 
from pay bills”) to tin* Accountant-General, 
Bengal, or the Treasury Officer concerned, 
who will make necessary recoveries and return 
one copy of the statement duly completed. 

N.B. —(1) Treasury Officers will recover 
the amounts specified without prior reference 
to the tenants. 

N.B. —(2) Tf the pay of an officer falling 
under paragraph (//) above be changed retros¬ 
pectively the amount of taxes payable will 
also be changed retrospectively. 

(c) Taxes which arc, by local rule or 
custom, not leviable from tenants should be 
paid by the department in administrative 
control of the building, the portion represent¬ 
ing taxes in the nature of property or house 
tax being treated as part of the cost of main¬ 
tenance of such building and the rest, if any, 
being recovered from the occupants concerned. 

111. —.W rth od o f pay tn cn t. 

Payment of taxes by Government depart¬ 
ments to local funds may be paid in cash or 
by book transfer as may be decided by the 
principal auditor in consultation with the 
local Government. 


IV. Certifinite to accompany payment. 

(a) Charges for municipal taxes in respect 
of buildings which are borne on the books of 
the Public Works Department should he sup¬ 
ported by a certificate from the Public Works 
Divisional Officer concerned in which he states 
either that he accepts the assessment, or if he 
considers any assessment to be excessive, that 
all means have been or are being taken to 
secure its reduction. In respect of other Gov¬ 
ernment, buildings, the certificate should be 
given by the departmental officer concerned. 
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(6) If an assessment appears to be exces¬ 
sive, proceedings should be taken to obtain 
redress under the ordinary municipal law. 

Recourse to the special provisions of Act 
XI of 1881 (the Municipal Taxation Act) 
may, however, be had when it has been found 
impossible to effect an amicable, though 
possibly arbitrary settlement with the local 
authority of a case in which the property to 
be assessed is, from its nature, such as not to 
admit of the application of ordinary principles 
in assessing the payment thereon of any parti¬ 
cular tax. An example would be a case in 
which, whereas the assessment should be on 
(he letting value, the property is of such 
a nature that, it is difficult to conceive of its 
being let or impossible to form an estimate of 
the rent, which would be obtained if Govern¬ 
ment offered to let it. 

Page l$d.—Insert the following as F. R. 
Appendix 3A : — 

Instructions regarding payment of “occu¬ 
pier’s share” of municipal taxes consequent 
on the passing of the Bengal Municipal Act, 
1932, which provides that all taxes on hold¬ 
ings are payable b\ the owner of the holding. 

The following instructions should be follow¬ 
ed wherever the above Act applies, namely, in 
all municipal areas except the following: — 

(1) Calcutta.

A. Nov’‘residential buildings turned by 
Go vern went . 

These fall into two classes— 

(1) those borne on the hooks of the Public 
Works Department, and 

(2) those borne on the books of other 
departments. 

In the former ease tlie Public Works Depart¬ 
ment has paid the “owner’s share” and the 
occupying department has paid the “occu¬ 
pier's shun 1 .'’ This arrangement, should be 
continued in consultation with the muni¬ 
cipalities, w t Iio will, it is presumed, experi¬ 
ence no difficulty in continuing to present tw T o 
bills.

(2) those borne on the books of other depart¬ 
ments; but both are sub-divided into (a) those 
whose occupants are charged rent, and (b) 
those whose occupants are not charged rent. 

I. Residences on the books of the Public 
Works Department whose occupants are 
charged rent.—The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment has hitherto paid the “owner's share", 


and recovered rent from the occupant. Lt. 
will henceforth pay both shares of the tax, 
and recover both rent and the “occupier’s 
share” from the occupant. 

II. Residences on the books of the Public 
Works Department whose occupants an? m>! 
charged rent.—The Public, Works Depart merit 
has hitherto paid the “owner’s share” and 
the administrative department in which the 
officer is serving has paid the “occupier’s 
share” when the occupying Government 
servant has been a person exempted from flu* 
payment of the “occupier’s share,” e.g., a 
person on a pay not exceeding Its. lot) per 
mensem. The Public Works Department 
wdll continue to pay the “owner’s share”, and 
the administrative department wil 1 in futun* 
pay the “occupier's share" in all casts, 
recovering the “occupier’s share" from Gov¬ 
ernment servants not exempted from liability 
to pay that tax, e.g., those whose pay exceeds 
Rs. 150 per mensem. 

III. Residences on the books of other 
departments whose occupants are charged 
rent.—The administrative department, has 
hitherto recovered the rent from the officer, 
paid the “owner's share” of the tax and 
paid the “occupier's share” of the tax in the 
case of exempted officers. It udll in future 
pay the “owner’s” and the “occupier’s” share 
in all eases, recover rent as heretofore and 
recover the “occupier's share” in the ease of 
i ion-exempted officers. 

IV. Residences on the books of other 
departments whose occupants are not ( barged 
rent.- The administrative department has 
hitherto paid the “owner's share" of the tax 
and paid the “occupier's share" in the ease oi 
exempted officers. Tt will in future pay both 
shares of the tax in all cases and recover the 
“occupier's share" in the ease of non- 
exempted officers. 

('. Method oj recovery. 

The method of recovery of “occupier's 
share” of tax from non-exempted officers will 
be the same as the method of recovery of rent 
from rent-paying officers, namely, by monthly 
deductions from pay hills. The duty of the 
Executive 1 Engineer in eases in which it is 
stated that the Public Works Department will 
recover the tax, and of the head of depart¬ 
ment or head of office in the other eases, w ill 
he as follows: — 

(1) lie will maintain a register in P. W. 
Account Form 49. The word “rent" in the 
heading will be changed to “taxes" ami for 
the column showing standard rent will be 
substituted a column showing “occupier's 
share” of the municipal taxes assessed on the 
building. 

(2) He will, before the close of each mouth, 
send to the Treasury Officer concerned a state¬ 
ment in duplicate in P. W. Account Form 48 
(the beading of which will be changed to 
“Statement of taxes recoverable iron) pay 
bills”) and also send an extract of the state¬ 
ment to each of the drawing officers con¬ 
cerned, who should deduct the requisite 
amount from the pay hills. The Treasury 
Officer w T ill see that the recovery is made and 
will return one copy of the statement duly 
completed to the officer from whom he receiv¬ 
ed it. 
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D. Buildings leased by Government . 

In cases in which the “occupier’s share” 
of the tax has hitherto been paid not by the 
landlord but by Government or the occupying 
Government servant, it should be arranged 
that, the “occupier’s share” is henceforth paid 
to the landlord by Government, the muni¬ 
cipality billing the landlord for the tax; and 
in the case of residences the recovery of the 
tax from occupants who are not in the exempt¬ 
ed category should be made in the manner 
provided above for Government-owned resi¬ 
dences. 

A\ Classification of expenditure . 

Payments on account of municipal taxes arc 
to be debited as contingent charges of the 
paying department. 

F. Credit of recoveries. 

Recoveries made by the Public Works 
Department, i.e. 9 at the instance of Executive 
Engineers, should be credited to the head 
1 ‘XXX—Civil Works’ ’. Re eoveries made by 
other departments, i.c at the instance of 
heads of administrative departments and 
heads of offices, should be credited to the 
corresponding receipts head of their budget.

or for pistols or revolvers of *441,

going armed with such rifles, muskets, 
pistols or revolvers unless such rifles, 
muskets, pistols or revolvers or such 
ammunition have been lawfully im¬

of hailed ammunition for rifles of

musket is lawfully possessed by the 
owner thereof for sporting purposes 
or that such pistol or revolver has

Rules for tho guidance of studonts Making admission into tha Madical 

Collage, Calcutta. 


1. Two classes of students are admitted to the college: — 

(/) Civil pupils 9 class .—Admission to this class is restricted to 
students, male or female, who were born within or whose parents aro 
domiciled within the territorial jurisdiction of the Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from the Dacca University 
area and three from the Dacca Intermediate Board. Students from 
other provinces and from Indian States for whom places have been 
reserved are also eligible for admission to the college. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examination of the 
Calcutta University are admitted to this class. 

(2) Military pupils' class .—Only European or Anglo-Indian students 
are admitted to this class (see separate prospectus for military pupils 
whose admission is regulated by the Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service). 

Note.— Casual students aro nut admitted. No students are admitted other than 
those in one or other of the above cIursos. 


2. The minimum preliminary qualification for admission is the 
First Class Pass certificate of the I. Sc. examination of the Calcutta 
University with Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics or an examina¬ 
tion recognised as equivalent to it. This rule may be relaxed in favour 
of Muhammadan students and such candidates having passed the said 
examination in the second division may be admitted, provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable, to make up the number allotted for the 
Muhammadan students. In assessing the claims of those eligible for 
admission special weight will be attached to proficiency in English. 

3. (a) Female students qualified under rules 1 and 2 will be 
admitted to the college, provided there is a vacancy in the Swarnamoyee 
Hostel in which all female students must reside. For special reasons 
to be recorded in writing, the Principal may allow any female student 
to reside outside this Hostel. 

(b) Female students studying in the college but belonging to pro¬ 
vinces other than Bengal and not domiciled in Bengal will pay rents 
for accommodation in the Swarnamoyee Hostel. 

4. The session commences with the summer term which begins on 
the loth June and ends on the day before the commencement of tho 
Durga Puja holidays. The winter term commences on the day after 
close of the Durga Puja holidays and ends on the 31st March. 

5. All applications direct from new students in Bengal for admis¬ 
sion to the college should be accompanied by a fee of Its. 4 which will 
not bo refunded. 

All new students must apply for admission to the Principal, Medical 
College, Calcutta, in the prescribed form, available in his office before 
the 2oth May except in the following cases: — 

(a) Students from other provinces for which places are reserved 
should apply to the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, of those pro¬ 
vinces for admission within such dates as that officer may prescribe.

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Preference for admission will usually be given to candidates who 
have superior qualifications, but the final selection lies entirely with 
the Selection Committee appointed by Government. 

(a) Besides the students nominated by the Indian States under rule 
5 (ft), one student will be nominated by the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals, Central Provinces, six students (including one female 
student) by the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six by 
the authorities mentioned in rule 5 (c). 

These students must possess the qualifications mentioned in rule 2 
and the nomination must reach the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, 
before the 10th June each year, failing which the vacancies will be 
filled with local candidates.

(a) A student who without leave absents himself from the College 
or his hostel for more than one month, shall he removed from the rolls 
of the College, if the College Council so recommend. No refund of fees 
paid can be claimed in such cases. 

Fees other than caution money once paid cannot be refunded except 
to those whose claim for refund is tenable under rule 17. The levy, 
accounting and disposal of caution money will be governed by the

9. Forms of application for admission will be issued from the 15th 
April and received up to the 25th May every year. 

10. Failed students must apply for admission and pay the fees 
within the date prescribed by the Principal, otherwise their claim will 
lapse.

required to pay the annual fee of Rs. 200 for the year in which they 
hold such scholarships if they are natives of Bengal or if their parents 
are domiciled in Bengal. All holders of other scholarships, whether 
granted by other Local Governments, Local Bodies or the Dufferin 
Fund, shall pay the same fees as Civil Students. 

18. The following is the curriculum of the college: — 

Civil students . 

First Year (one summer term and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on Physics, Chemistry (Inorganic and Organic), Botan\ 
and Zoology and Practical Classes in all these subjects— 

Test Examinations in each of these subjects will be held during the 
course of the First Year Class and students who fail in these exami¬ 
nations wdll not be sent up for the Preliminary Scientific M. B. 
Examination. Those students who are sent up for the Preliminary 
Scientific M. B. Examination but failed twice in one year in the said 
examination will be transferred to the Membership course of the State 
Medical Faculty of Bengal after the second failure.] 

$ 2) _First year’s course also includes Anatomy. In the summer term there 

will be’demonstrations in which 75 per cent, of attendance is compulsory. In 
the winter torm the superior extremity is to be dissected by the loth ot January. 

Second Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on Anatomy, Physiology, Practical Classes in Physiology 
and Dissections to be followed by Test Examinations m these subjects 
during the course. Students failing to pass the Test Examinations m 
Anatomy and Physiology will not be eligible for any scholarship and 
will not be promoted to the Third Year Class.] 
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Third Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on Anatomy, Physiology and Materia Medica and 
Pharmacology, Dissections and Practical Classes in Anatomy, Physio¬ 
logy, and Pharmacy followed by Test Examinations in Anatomy and 
Physiology. Students who fail in these Test Examinations will not 
be sent up for the First M. B. Examination. Students who fail four 
times in two years at the First M. B. Examination will not be allowed 
to go on with the M. B. Course but will be transferred to the Member¬ 
ship course of the State Medical Faculty, Bengal.] 

Fourth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on Pharmacology and Materia Medica, Elementary 
Bacteriology and General Pathology, Medicine, Surgery and Clinical 
Medicine and Practical Classes in Elementary Bacteriology and Patho¬ 
logy. Test Examinations in Elementary Bacteriology and General 
Pathology, Pharmacology and Materia Medica will be held during the 
course. Students who fail in these Test Examinations will not be sent 
up for the Second M. B. Examination. This year’s curriculum also 
includes Hospital Practice for 12 months and 20 practical classes in 
Clinical Methods and 30 Demonstrations in Practical Surgery and 
Bandaging.] 

Fifth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on Forensic Medicine and attendance at twelve Medico¬ 
legal Post-mortem Examinations and Lectures on Hygiene and Public 
Health with Practical Demonstrations. Test Examinations in these 
subjects will be held during the course. Students who fail in these Test 
Examinations will not be sent up for the Third M. B. Examination. 
This year’s curriculum also includes lectures on Medicine, Clinical 
Medicine, Surgery, Dental Surgery (notional), Midwifery, 20 Demon¬ 
strations in Practical Midwifery and Hospital Practice for 12 months.] 

Sixth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on advanced Midwifery, Ophthalmic Surgery, Clinical and 
Operative Surgery, Mental Diseases, Hospital Practice for 12 months, 
including attendance in the special departments for diseases of the eye, 
ear, nose and throat and venereal diseases, elementary instruction in 
radiology and classes in special Pathology and in Surgical Anatomy.] 

19. In order to qualify for signature for lectures and Practical 
Classes and attendance at Hospital 75 per cent, of possible attendance 
at lectures, demonstrations, Practical Classes and working days in the 
wards of the Hospital is compulsory. Absence with or without leave 
is calculated as non-attendance. 

20. The following are the scholarships and rewards obtained by 
students:— 

(a) Ten college scholarships of Its. 12 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test 
Examination of the first year class, provided such students also pass the 
Preliminary Scientific M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University 
at the first attempt. 

(h) Ten college scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the 
second year’s Test Examinations, provided they have not attended more 
than one course in the second year. 

(c) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition awarded to 
the first ten students on the results of the Test Examinations of the 
third year class, provided such students also pass the First M. B. 
Examination of the Calcutta University at the fiist attempt. 

(d) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition tenable for one 
year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test Exami¬ 
nation of the fourth year class, provided such students also pass the 
Second M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

(e) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition tenable for 
one year awarded to the first ten students o© the results of the Test 
Examination of the fifth year class, provided such students also pass 
the Third M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

Notr.— Only students of Bengal are allowed to oompete for these schdarships. 
40 per cent, is the pass mark for Text Examinations, 60 per oent. in the aggregate 
must be obtained by a candidate to be eligible for a scholarship. All scholarships 
are granted subject to good conduct and satisfactory progress. 
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(/) Six Government scholarships (one for each year) of the value 
of Us. 25 will be awarded to the female students of the regular classes 
who do not hold Dufferin or other scholarships except Mrs. Mary 
Chandra’s Scholarship. 

(g) Mohsin scholarships .—Six stipends of the value of Its. 15 each 
tenable in the Medical College, Calcutta, are annually awarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction from the Mohsin Endowment Fund to 
deserving poor Bengali Muhammadan students in the following 
manner: — 

Two scholarshps on admission tenable for one year only on the 
result of the I. Sc. Examination. 

Two scholarships tenable for two years on the result of the Preli¬ 
minary Scientific M. B. Examination. 

Two scholarships on admission tenable for three years on the result 
of the First M. B. Examination subject to their passing the Second 
and Third M. B. Examinations in regular course. 

(/<) A limited number of stipends will be granted to Muhammadan 
students in straitened circumstances who must prove to the satisfaction 
of the Principal that they are poor and deserving Bengali Muhammadan 
students. 

21. If on account of the death, resignation or dismissal of any 
college scholar a scholarship falls vacant, such a scholarship for the 
remainder of its tenure will be awarded to the next best student in 
the list of the first scholarship examination or to such other students 
as the Principal may consider fit. 

22. Holders of college scholarships, any other Government scholar¬ 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government are not 
eligible for the Durga Charan Laha Scholarship. Similarly a student 
already holding a scholarship, either on the results of the University 
Examination or granted by Government, is not eligible to compete for 
the college scholarships. 

23. Civil students who at any time are kept back for a second year 
of study, in all the subjects of one curriculum, are thereby rendered 
ineligible for any of the* stipendiary scholarships awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal. They are, however, eligible for the special scholar¬ 
ships and class prizes and medals and certificates of honour of the 
college excej>t the Sir Frank Connor Memorial Prize for which only 
the regular students are eligible. 

24. Certificates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be awarded by the Professor, subject to the sanction of the 
Principal, to students who have not obtained the medal but are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result of the test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Examination held for the purpose).

Submission of Text-hooks for Matriculation 

Examination under Revised Regulations . 

Enquiries are being received on various 
points arising out of the University’s notifica¬ 
tion, dated the 4th April 1936, on the subject 
of submission of text-books for the Matricula¬ 
tion Examination under the New Regulations. 
The following decisions of the University, it 
is expected, will clarify the situation and 
enable intending authors to submit their 
books to the University with the least incon¬ 
venience either to themselves or to the Uni¬ 
versity. It may be noted here that although 
the University’s notification was issued about 
a month ago, the new syllabuses have been 
before the public since August 1935; they 
were published in the Calcutta Gazette on 
1st August 1935. 

The University is anxious to hold the first 
Mat riculation Examination under the New 
Regulations in 1940. Many of the subjects, 
it appears, are taught in schools in accordance 
with the requirements of the University in 
classes IX and X. In the lower classes the 
same subjects are taught on a comparatively 
lower standard and text-books for those classes 
are not as a rule prescribed or recommended 
by the University. These subjects will there¬ 
fore be taught in schools in classes IX and X 
in 193S and 1939, respectively, for the Matri¬ 
culation Examination to be held in 1940. 
There are, however, two subjects which it is 
felt, should be taught from at least class 
VIII; they are Mathematics and Elementary 
Scientific Knowledge. With regard to these 
two subjects, books should be approved by the 
University before* the end of this year. The 
dates of submission already prescribed and 
announced will therefore hold good for 
Mathematics (barring Algebra written in 
Bengali) and Elementary Scientific 
Knowledge. It may be noted here that Ele¬ 
mentary Scientific Knowledge will remain an 
optional subject for three years beginning 
from the year in which the first Matricula¬ 
tion Examination will be held. Accordingly, 
it is not expected that a large number of 
schools will find it necessary or possible to 
take up the teaching of this subject imme¬ 
diately. But there will be some schools 
which will arrange for such teaching and 
every effort should be made to prescribe books 
on this subject before the end of this year. 

Books on Public Administration in India 
should be made up to date and include the 
new constitution. This will be in addition to 
what is contained in the syllabus. 

As regards all other subjects, the last date 
for submission of books is extended to 31st 
March 1937. Books on Mathematics (barring 
Algebra written in Bengali) and on Elemen¬ 
tary Scientific Knowledge, if received 
between 1st November 1936 and 31st March 
1937 will be considered for the examination 
to be held in 1941. 


The question of the University prescribing 
books which will be inconsistent with the list 
as already approved by the Education Depart¬ 
ment till December 1937 will not seriously 
arise. Elementary Scientific Knowledge is 'a 
new subject and no books according to the 
syllabus as prescribed by the University are 
now to be found on the list.. As regards 
Mathematics, individual authors, who desire 
that their books already appearing in the 
departmental list should also be included in 
the University’s list may submit their hooks 
to the University for such inclusion and the 
University will give the matter its full consi¬ 
deration. This is subject to what has been 
stated above regarding Algebra written in 
Bengali. The departmental list however 
does not include any book on Algebra writlen 
in Bengali.

(•/) The Court shall cause the account to he audited 
in such manner as it thinks fit and for the 
purpose of the audit the liquidator shall 
furnish the Court with such vouchers and in¬ 
formation as the Court may require, and the 
Court may at any time require the production 
of and inspect any books or accounts kept ny 
the liquidator. 

(o) When the account has been audited, one copy 
thereof shall he filed and kept by the Court, 
and the other copy shall he delivered to the 
registrar for filing, ami each copy shall be 
open to the inspection of any creditor, or of 
any person interested."

or in addition thereto, participate in the profits of or 
receive any other benefit from the transferee company. 

(2) Any sale or arrangement in pursuance of this 
section shall be binding on the members of the transferor 
company. 

(J) If any member of the transferor company who 
did not vote in favour of the special resolution expresses 
his dissent therefrom in writing addressed to the 
liquidator and left at the registered office of the company 
within seven days after the confirmation of the special 
resolution, he may require the liquidator either to 
abstain from carrying the resolution into effect or to 
purchase his interest at a price to be determined by 
agreement or by arbitration in manner hereafter pro¬ 
vided. 

(4) If the liquidator elects to purchase the member’s 
interest, the purchase money must be paid before the 
company is dissolved, and be raised by the liquidator 
in such manner as may be determined by special reso¬ 
lution. 

(*5) A special resolution shall not be invalid for the

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

For some considerable time Government has had under consideration the overhaul 
of the law relating to companies. 

2. Substantial material has accumulated in tlie form of communications and sug¬ 
gestions from Local Governments, public bodies and individuals, supplemented by 
publications in the press, indicating unanimity of opinion that the Indian Companies 
Aft requires fairly extensive changes. The opinions received disclose a demand for 
power to deal with mushroom and fraudulent companies, for changes in the provisions 
7elating to the issue and contents of prospectuses, for increased disclosure to share¬ 
holders of the financial position of companies and for increased rights to shareholders 
in connection with the management of companies, for modification of the present law 
applicable to managing agents, for changes in the provisions applicable to winding up, 
for spo -ial provisions to govern hanking companies and for numerous other improve¬ 
ments. 

8. Tim Indian Companies Act, 1918, was based on the English ('omjuinies Con¬ 
solidation Act of 1908 and followed generally the provisions of that Act. Its revision 
in onlei* to overtake subsequent developments in the law is overdue. 

4 The English Act of .1908 was examined by a committtv presided over by Lord 
AVienhury in 1918, and again by a committee presided over by Mr. Greene, K.C., in 
1920. The latter committee made extensive recommendations many of which were 
subsequently incorporated with or without modification in the Companies Consolidation 
Act, 1929. The guidance afforded by that Act is now available in the task of revising 
the company law of British India. 

5. In September, 1984, the Government of India placed a lawyer with experience 
in the administration of company law on special duty to examine the material collected 
and to make proposals for the amendment of the Indian law. Those proposals were 
further discussed by a small committee of business experts specially convened for the 
purpose. Out of these proposals and discussions there have crystallized the amend¬ 
ments now proposed. 

b. The revision of the law in England took the form of a consolidating Act 
which completely replaced the Act of 1908. This course has not been followed here. 
The arrangement adopted in the new English Act has attracted unfavourable criticism 
to an extent which Joes not encourage its adoption, and there ure manifest advantages 
in retaining the form of the existing Indian Act with th<» administration of which the 
Courts are now familiar, even though the additions to it by this Bill are extensive. 

7. In the amendments proposed, the lines followed in the overhaul of the English 
law have in accordance with the policy followed in the past been adopted in the amend¬ 
ments now proposed where the problems dealt with are problems common to India and 
England. Tndia has however problems peculiar to itself, for example, those connected 
with the managing agency system. 

8. Ihe special provisions relating to hanking companies have been included 
because there is no immediate prospect of legislation dealing solely with this subject 
being undertaken. Ihe recommendations of the Central Banking fenqui#y Committee 
have been carefully considered m drafting these provisions.

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Notes on Clauses. 

Clause 2 .—Ths introduction of certain new terms in the Ac t has rendered further 
definitions necessary. The revised definition of “private company” follows the defini¬ 
tion in section 26 of the English Act. 

Clause 3 provides the sanction for enforcing observance of the provisions of 
section 4. 

Clause 4 applies to a memorandum the requirements laid down by section 9 of the 
English Act for articles. 

Clause 5. —The alteration mads is suggested by the wording of section 17 of the 
English Act. 

Clause 6*.—In certain decisions it has been doubted whether in the absence of 
express provision in the memorandum a company is competent to alter its objects so 
as to enable it to perform the acts here referred to. Section 5 of the English Act 
makes express provision for this purpose and has been adopted by this clause. 

Clause 7. —Tt is desired to make generally applicable certain provisions usually 
made by the articles of properly managed companies as to polls, absence of restrictions 
on form of proxies, retirement of directors by rotation, inspection of accounts, details 
shown in profit and loss accounts and the giving of notice to members. This clause 
makes the adoption of tlie model regulations on this subject contained in Table A 
compulsory. 

Clause <S. —The amendment limits, on the lines of section 22 of tha English Act, 
the liability of a member of a company under alterations made in the memorandum 
after he has become a member of the company. 

Clause !) follows section 24 of the English Act in providing that the memorandum 
should slnnv all changes made therein. 

Clause V) follows section 18 of the English Act in limiting the exemptions now 
enjoyed by certain associations formed not for profit. 

Clause 11 follows section 90 of the English Art in requiring an index of the names 
of members of a company in certain rases. 

Clause 12. _Sub-section (1) of section 32 does not clearly show' when the first list 

of members is to Iv prepared if a company is incorporated towards the end of a year. 
The words “first nr only ordinary general meeting" have also given rise to contusion. 
The amendment is designed to remove this uncertainty and confusion. 

( 1 Jau*e 13— The Act do.*s not lav down the procedure for the transfer of shares 
and this is generally provided for in the articles of the company. Endue restrictions 
upon transfers and’ undue delay in registering transfers are not uncommon. 1 be 
section now introduced while leaving a discretion with the directors to refuse transfer 
requires for a transfer application either by the transferor or the transferee notice by 

transit*ret* in the ease of an application by the transferor the use of the proper 
instrument of transfer required by the eompany m the ease of an application h\ the 
transferee, and notice within a limited time to a proposed transferee. Tt also preset bes 
the time limit within which an objection by a transferee may he made or a relusal to 
register a transfer must be communicated. 

Clause 14.—Vn der the English law it, is a misfeasance on the part of directors 
knowingly to allot shares to an infant, while shares held by an infant by an order of 
Court and shares held bv n lunatic can only be transferred pursuant to an order in 
lunacy. The proposed new section aims at preventing such person from coming into 

possession of shares. 

Clause M follows the English Aet. section 98, sub-section (2), in laying down a 
time limit within which u requirement by a member must he complied with. 

Clause 16 provides a time limit for a rectification of the register of members 
ordered by the Court. 

Clays,. 17 .--The issue of hearer share warrants is not compatible with the provision 
contained in new section Section 48 should not, therefore, apply to private 

companies. 

Clause IS _The Act at present allows alteration of capital to he effected l>\ the 

directors 'and retiuires on 1 v an alteration involving sub-division of shares to he made 

neneml mee S One'consequence is that the registrar’s office has no record of 
altmi'tions of capital made by directors. This clause brings the law into accord with 
aeetion 50 of the English Art. 

Clause* 19 and 20 .—The utilisation of the funds of a company in the pun liase o 

% ££« 

(/) A of existing section 55 is transferred to the new section now introduced. 

Clause 21 -The new section introduced reproduces section 61 of the English Act. 
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Clause 22 .—The existing section of the Act does not lay down any time within 
which the registered office is to be sat up or notice of its situation or any change of its 
situation is to be given. This clause adopts section 92 of the English Act. 

Clause 23 .—Compare section 112 of the English Act and clause .12 of this Bill. 

Clause 24 .—The new section follows generally the lines of section 113 of the English 
Act. Tt extends the obligation to hold a statutory general meeting to all companies 
having a share capital. “Ten days” has b^en substituted for “seven days’ as the 
period for which the report is to be in the hands of members under sub-section (2), and 
further requirements have been added by clauses (/) and ({/) of sub-section (3). 
IJrovision has also beeen introduced authorising certification of the report by the chair¬ 
man of the directors. 

Clause 23 .—Compare section 114, sub-section (1), of the English Act. 

Clause 2 ().—The new section is based on section 1.15 of the English Act, but whereas 
that section allows of its provisions being overridden by the provisions mada in the 
articles of the company* the section here makes certain provisions such as those govern¬ 
ing the notice to he given for special resolution, the manner of service of notices, the 
number of members entitled to demand a poll and the form of proxy instruments 
incapable of variation. 

Clause 27 amends section 81 of the Act on the lines of section 117 of the English 
Act, that is to say, it abolishes the necessity for the confirmation of a special resolution 
by a second general meeting, but requires 21 days’ notice to be given of the meeting at 
‘which the special resolution is passed. 

Clause 28 .—The object of this amendment is to secure the correctness of the 
records preserved in the registrar’s office. 

Clause 20 follows section 121 of the English Act. 

Clause 30 increases the minimum number of directors of a company. 

Clause 31 .—This amendment is intended to secure greater independence to the 
directors by limiting the number of nominated or e.r-officio directors. 

Clause 32 .—The first amendment slightly widens the application of the section, 
the second makes it applicable to companies which have no separate articles of associa¬ 
tion of their own but adopt Table A; the third renders it inapplicable to companies 
which began as private companies. 

Clause 33 .—The clause introduces certain new sections for the control of direc tors. 
Section 8(5A reproduces section 142 of the English Act. Section 8(JB follows sec tion 151 
of the English Act in controlling the practice of direc tors assigning their responsibili¬ 
ties. Section 8(>C follows section 152 of the English Act. Section 891) prohibits or 
limits the making of loans to directors and provides that any loans made shall be 
disclosed in the balance-sheet, the form of which as laid down in the Third Schedule 
has been correspondingly amended by clause 100. Section 8(>K prevents directors from 
holding offices of profit under the company while .section HOF disqualifies them from 
acting as trustees for debenture holders. Section 8(5(1 follows section 148 of the 
English Act in requiring directors’ remuneration to be disclosed. Section 8(>H and 
section 801 include in + I 13 Act provision for removal of or vacation of office by directors 
instead of leaving these matters to be provided for in the articles by some such regula¬ 
tions as regulation 80 and regulation 77 of Table A. 

Clause 34. —TI 13 substituted section 87 follows section 144 of the English Act. It 

P rovides that the register of directors and managers shall be kept corrected and shall 
e open to inspection. 

Clause 33 .—This clause introduces a scries of new sections dealing with managing 
agents. Section 87A limits the terms for which they may be appointed and may 
continue to act without re-appointment. Section 87B provides for their removal* 
controls tlu transfer of office by them, prohibits assignment of their remuneration and 
gives the company certain powers of control over them. Section 87C lays down the 
method by which the remuneration of managing agents shall be fixed in companiea 
other than insurance companies. Section 871) makes provision in respect of managing 
agents, similar to that made by new section 8fiD in respect of directors, for controlling 
loans by the company to its managing agents. Section 87E controls the making of 
loans between companies under the same management. Sections 87F, 87G and 87H 
introduce further provisions for control of managing agents. 

Clause /^inserts a time limit within which the information required by section 
91C is to be given to mambers of a company. 

Clause 37 provides that copies of contracts by agents of the company in which the 
company is an undisclosed principal shall be sent to the directors and auditors- in 
advance. 
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Clause 38 provides for the disclosure in the prospectus of a company of certain 
details, indicated in the amendments contained in the clause, which have not hitherto 
been required to be so disclosed. 

Clause 39 inserts a penalty for the issue of a prospectus which fails to comply with 
the provisions of section 93. 

Clause 40 introduces section 38 of the English Act by which a document containing* 
an offer of shares is to b»? deemed a prospectus. 

Clause 41 introduces the provisions of section 39 of the English Act and is aimed 
at discouraging flotation of companies with insufficient capital. 

Clause 42. —The amendment excludes forfeited shares subsequently re-issued from 
the purview of the section. 

Clause 43. —The amendment is consequential. 

Clause 44 inserts section 47 and section 40 of the English Act. 

Clause 43. —Under the existing provisions of the Act a charge or mortgage created 
over movable property of the company other than book debts or the uncalled share 
capital ne*d not be registered. The first amendment requires such charges or mort¬ 
gages to he registered with certain qualifications. The second amendment is designed 
to affect transferees with notice as from the dut.* of registration. 

Clause 46 inserts section 81 of the English Act. 

Clause 47 provides for the registration of charges when modified. 

Clause 48 inserts tlm provisions of section 308 of the English Act. 

Clauses 49, 30 and 31. —Section 121 of the Act us it stands empowers the registrar 
on proof of satisfaction of a mortgage or charge to record the satisfaction in the 
register. It is not, however, obligatory on a company or the mortgagee to have such 
satisfaction recorded, and the records of the registrar may accordingly remain incom¬ 
plete. The amendments made by these clauses remedy this defect. 

Clause 32. —Ti has been doubted whether tlm provisions of section 123 apply to 
floating charges in view of the fact that such charges do not affect property until the 
charges are ciystallized. The amendment makes the intention of the section (dear. 

Clause 33 substitutes section 122 of the English Act for the existing section. 

Clause 34 introduces the substance of sub-section (1) of section 123 of the English 
Act and makes the section applicable to all companies. 

Clause 33 inserts the provisions contained in sub-section (2) of section 123 of the 
English Act regarding the report by the directors. 

Clause 36 introduces a provision requiring disclosure in the profit and loss account, 
now made compulsory by clause 54, of certain information of importance to share¬ 
holders. 

Clause 37 adopts the provisions of section 12b of the English Act. 

Clause 38 applies the penalty provided by sub-section (4) of section 131 of the 
existing Act to defaults under that section and sections 132 and 132A. 

Clause 39. —The amendment is consequential. 

Clause 60.— The first amendment provides for intervention by the Court to secure 
production of documents foi the information of the registrar; the second extends the 
powers of the registrar and makes the section applicable to documents required by a 
liquidator. 

Clause 61 introduces provisions based on section 136 of the English Act. 

Clause 62 provides inter alia for charging the expenses of an investigation under¬ 
taken in consequence of a report by the registrar to the company itself. 

(lause 63 supplements the duties of auditors and gives them power of attending 
meetings to explain the accounts. 

Clause 64 gives the trustees for debenture-holders the right to receive and inspect 
the balance-sheets and auditors’ reports. 

Clause 63 allows stay of suits while a compromise or arrangement between a com¬ 
pany and its creditors is pending. 

Clause 66 inserts sections 154 and 155 of the English Act dealing with arrange¬ 
ments and reconstructions. 
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Clause 67 substitutes a section in the terms of section 27 of the English Act for 
the existing section. 

Clause 68 amends the provisions relating to the manner of serving on a company 
a demand for payment of debts. 

Clause 69 gives power to the registrar to apply for the winding up of a company 
and defiues the circumstances in which the power may be exercised. 

Clause 70 provides that notice of a Court’s order for winding up shall be sent to 
the official receiver. 

Clause 71. —ITnder the existing law it is only after a winding up order haB been 
made that proceedings against a company are stayed. The amendment follows tha 
English Act in providing that the appointment of a provisional liquidator should 
operate as a stay. 

Clause 72. —Inconvenience has been experienced through the office of official 
liquidator remaining vacant after a winding up order has been made. This clause is 
designed to secure that a public official shall automatically become the liquidator until 
some other person is appointed by the Court and can undertake the work. 

Clause 73. —Tinder section 172, as it stands, the duty of filing with the registrar 
a copy of the winding up order is laid on the company. It is now laid on the petitioner. 

Clauses 74 , 75 and 77 are consequential on clause 71. 

Clause 76 inserts sections 181 and 182 of the English Act. 

Clause 78. —The new section 178A is based on section 199 of the English Act. 

Clause 79. —The sub-sections added to section 182 reproduce section 195 of the 
English Act. 

Clauses 80 and 81. —The amendments are consequential. 

Clause 82 substitutes for 13 sections of the existing Act dealing with the winding 
up of companies the provisions of sections 230 to 255 of the English Act. New section 
215E, corresponding to section 253 of the English Act, has however been slightly 
expanded. 

Clause 83. —It is eqifitable that compensation payable under the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Act should not be treated as an ordinary debt provable in the winding up 
but should have priority. This view is taken in England. The expenses of an investi¬ 
gation held in pursuance of clause (iv) of section 138 are now ( barged to the company, 
vide clause G2. 

Clause 84 inserts section 2G7 of the English Act which gives a liquidator power, 
corresponding to that of a trustee in bankruptcy, to disclaim land burdened with con- 
venants, unprofitable contracts and property which is unsaleable. 

(danse 85 .—The existing section lias been construed as not covering sales held after 
the winding up. The amendment is designed to forbid such sale. 

Clause 86. —Sub-section (3) of the existing section by applying to an application 
under the section the limitation imposed on a suit allows delinquent directors in many 
cases to evade their civil liabilities. The amendment allows three years for the making 
of an application dating from the first appointment of a liquidator. 

Clause 87 substitutes tha more adequate provisions of section 277 of the English 
Act for existing section 237. 

Clause 88 follows section 271 of the English Act in providing for the punishment 
of offences antecedent to or in the course of a winding up. 

Clause 89 provides that the interim report of the liquidator shall be submitted to 
the Court or the registrar, as the case may be, but that a copy should in any case be 
given to the registrar and defines the times when the report shall be mad.\ The form, 
and the particulars to be contained in these statements are prescribed by the High 
Courts, which have followed rules 193 to 195 of the English Companies (Winding Tip) 
Rules, and have prescribed a form similar to the English Form 92 drawn up under 
those Rules. 

Clause 90 inserts a section based on section 194 of the English Act requiring the 
liquidator to lodge moneys received during a winding up in the Imperial Bank and 
prohibiting him from paying any such moneys into his private accounts. 

Clause 91 rectifies an omission in ilia rule making powers of High Courts. 

Clause 92 reproduces section 135 of the English Act dealing with the enforcement 
of the duty of a company to submit returns and documents to the registrar. 
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, Claute 93 inserts the previsions contained in section 338(2) of the English Aot 
providing for the winding up of companies incorporated outside British India. 


Claute 94 inserts the provisions of section 347 of the English Act and requires the 
balance-sheets oi companies incorporated outside British India to comply with the 
requirements as those of companies registered in British India. 


Claute 95 .—New sections 277A and 277B reproduce sections 354 and 355 of the 
English Act and regulate the issue of prospectuses on behalf of companies incorporated 
outside British India. Sections 277C and 277D follow section 90 of the English Act 
in making applicabla to such companies the provisions of the Act which relate to regis¬ 
tration of charges and registration of the appointment of a receiver. 


Claute 96 inserts a new Part containing special provisions applicable to banking 
companies. Section 277E defines what a “banking company” is. Section 277F restricts 
the activities of such companies to ordinary banking transactions. Section 277G 
forbids for the future the employment of managing agents. Section 277H ensures 
adequate working capital before business is commenced. Sections 2771 and 277J 
require, respectively, a reserve fund and an adequate cash reserved to be maintained. 
Section 277K gives effect to the recommendations of the Central Banking Enquiry 
Committee that provision should be made for a moratorium to save from liquidation a 
banking company in temporary difficulties. 

Claute 97 introduces a new section penalising misapplication of the property of a 
company by an officer or employee and a section designed to prevent misuse of securities 
lodged with a company by its employees under their contracts of service, and to safe¬ 
guard provident funds. 

Claute 98 makes amendments in certain of' the model regulations in Table A which 
under the amendment made by clause 7 must be adopted by all companies. 

Claute 99 substitutes for the existing form of a statement in lieu of prospectus the 
form now contained in the English Act. 

Clause 100 incorporates in the form of balance-sheet the additional particulars 
which are considered necessary in order that, the balance-sheet shall fully disclose the 
position of the company’s affairs.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS ANI) REASONS. 


Since the passing of the Indian Tariff (Amendment) Act. 1936, the Government 
of India have maintained a careful watch on the position of rice and wheat in Indio 
and other world markets.. They are satisfied that in the interests of the Indian rice 
grower the existing duty of twelve, annas oyer maund on broken rice should continue 
for a further period of one year. As regards wheat, they have come to the conclusion 
that the continuance of the operation of the import duty for another year^ is 
essential in the interests of the Indian wheat grower. The statistical position, 
however, has shown further improvement and it is consequently proposed to continue 
the import duty on wheat and wheat flour at a reduced rate of Re. 1 per ewt. for 
another year.

STATEMENT OF OBJEOTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to continue the Salt (Additional Import Duty) Act, 
1931, for two more years, subject to a reduction of the rate of duty to li annas. 

2. This reduction is a continuation of the process which was begun in 1933, 
when the rate of duty was lowered from 4i annas to 2A annas. It is considered that 
this step can be taken without detriment to the indigenous producers of salt parti¬ 
cularly in the absence—temporary though it may possibly be—of competition from 
Italian sources. 

3. The Indian salt industry has complained that it has been unduly handicapped 

by the uncertainty created by the practice, hitherto followed, of renewing the Act 
only on a year to year basis. On this occasion, it is proposed to meet this complaint 

to some extent by making the reduced duty last for at any rate two years instead of 

the usual one. 

4. It is not proposed that the buying-in price should be further reduced at 

present. There is reason to believe that the competition between Indian sources is 
now keen enough to provide reasonable security against the exaction of unduly high 
profits from the consumer particularly in view of the reduction of duty now’ proposed; 

while, on the other hand, recent experience has shown that there may he quite 

legitimate advances of price in Calcutta ow’ing to changes in freight rates.

Clause 2 seeks to enlarge the powers at present vested in the Inspector to issue 
orders applicable to individual mines where danger is apprehended. Any orders 
made under this section by an Inspector will be subject to appeal to the Chief 
Inspector and in all cases the right of appeal to a Committee is provided. The powerB 
are granted temporarily and can be limited to particular areas. It is intended that 
the whole question of danger from fires in mines should be subjected to expert 
examination before the period of two 3 T ears expires. 

Clause 3 seeks to enlarge in certain respects the power, vested in the Governor 
General in Council, to make regulations for safety purposes. 

Clause 4 is designed to secure that central rescue stations will be established 
where they are required. 

Clause 3 is designed to enable safety regulations to be made promptly when 
necessary. Under the present law, not only is previous publication necessary in all 
cases, but such publication can only be made after the draft has been referred to all 
the Mining Boards concerned and they have had the opportunity of expressing their 
views. It is proposed that regulations so made shall be of a temporary character. 
They will normally be superseded by regulations made in the ordinary way.

STATEMENT OK OBJEtTTS AND REASONS. 

The Bill is intended to permit of more effective and deterrent action being taken 
than is possible under the existing law when persons are found travelling by railway 
without proper tickets. Although Railways have provided on elaborate and expensive 
organisation for the check of tickets both at stations and in trains, the number of 
cases detected of passengers travelling without proper tickets has tended to increase, 
and the amount recovered from them approximates to the amount spent on the 
organisation lor check in trains. Experience has shown that any expenditure 
incurred on additional checks by the appointment of more travelling ticket checkers 
results in an increase of revenue proportionate to the increased expenditure. This 
indicates to some extent the seriousness of the evil which, it has been estimated, causes 
a loss of about 50 lakhs annually. 

2. The sections of the Act under which action can be taken at present are 112 
iT i * ormer re * ers 1° f ’ a 8ps in which there is intent to defraud a Railway 

and the latter to cases where there is no such intent. Tn cases in which action is 
taken under section 112 the onus of proving intent to defraud rests on the railway 
staff, the discharge of which is not always practicable. It is proposed, therefore, that 
the onus of proving that there was no intent to defraud should rest on the person 
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found travelling without a proper ticket. The penalty of a fine extending to Rs. 100 
prescribed under section 112 has proved, in practice, to be ineffective and the Bill 
therefore provides for a sentence of imprisonment to he inflicted. 

3. Most cases in which passengers found travelling without proper tickets are, 
however, dealt with under section 113 under which a passenger is liable to pay in 
addition to the fare due an excess charge equal to the amount of the fare hut not 
exceeding the maxima provided in section 113, sub-section (J). The maximum excess 
charge in the case of a third class passenger is one rupee when he is detected before 
he has notified his liability, and two annas otherwise. A passenger who declines to 
pay the amount demanded can, under the present law, only be asked to give his name 
and address. If these are disbelieved, arrangements have to be made to hand the 
man over to the police to he placed before a magistrate. Tn many cases, such 
passengers arc found to have no assets and are discharged. Where a distress warrant 
is issued against any person, the results are usually quite incommensurate with the 
time, trouble and expense involved in court proceedings, etc., as the amount payable 
is frequently not realised. To deal effectively with such cases, it is necessary that 
railway servants should he empowered to arrest such persons as refuse to pay the 
charges due if there is reason to believe that it will not be possible to get them to 
appear before a magistrate without undue delay, trouble or expense. Provision for 
this has been made in the proposed amendment to section 131 of the Act.

The number of municipalities and 
revision of. boundaries. —The number of 
municipalities remained unchanged at 
117. There was no noticeable variation 
in actual limits of any municipality dur¬ 
ing the year. The boundaries of some 


of the townships in the district of the 
24-Parganas were, however, revised 
mainly in order to correct discrepancies 
noticed during the recent survey and 
settlement operation between the notified 
boundaries of the municipalities and 
the boundaries of the areas actually 
administered. 

Elections. —The first general elections 
under the provisions of the Bengal Muni¬ 
cipal Act, 1932, were held in 50 muni¬ 
cipalities. The general election which 
occurred in the hill municipality of 
Kurseong was under the old Act of 1884, 
as the new Act had yet to come into 
force in the district of Darjeeling. 
These elections did not pass without in¬ 
cidents. The general election of the 
small borough of Gobordanga had to be 
set aside on account of irregularities. 
Election in the South Suburban Munici¬ 
pality had to be postponed under special 
orders of Government on account of 
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defective procedure. The election of 
commissioners of the Chittagong Muni¬ 
cipality had also to be put off on account 
of serious defects in the preparation of 
electoral rolls. 

The elections showed, on the whole, a 
very keen interest on the part of the rate¬ 
payers in the exercise of municipal 
franchise. Polling was unnecessary 
only in two municipalities, namely, 
Barrackpore and Khardah, and in cer¬ 
tain stray wards of other municipalities. 
Four wards sent over 90 per cent, of the 
voters to the polls while 38 wards spread 
over 20 municipalities polled 80 per cent, 
of the total number of voters. Only in 
two wards did the percentage fall below 
50, the lowest being 45 T in a ward in 
the Bhatpara Municipality. The Com¬ 
missioner of the Rajshahi Division 
reports that there were no contests or 
only lukewarm contests in respect of 
seats reserved for the Muhammadan 
community. 

Municipal meetings. —The total 
number of meetings held fell from 2,809 
to 2,524. While the municipalities in 
the other divisions record slight in¬ 
creases in the number of ineetings, those 
in the Burdwan Division convened only 
348 meetings, as against 778 in the 
previous year. The Commissioner has 
found himself unable to find any reason 
for this very marked falling off in muni¬ 
cipal activity; it will however be hardly 
fair to draw any moral as unnecessary 
multiplication of meetings far in excess 
of the statutory minimum of 12 is not 
always an indication of real interest in 
public affairs. 

The small township of Bansberia in 
Hooghly continues to hold the largest 
number of meetings held by any munici¬ 
pality, while at the other extreme the 
two municipalities of Murshidabad and 
Netrokona held the smallest number of 
meetings. 

The attendance of commissioners at 
meetings was on the whole fairly satis¬ 
factory. The average attendance in 
three municipalities exceeded 80 per 
cent., while in 16 others the percentage 
was over 70. In 15 municipalities only 
half the number of members failed to 
attend on an average. / 

Thirty out of the 40 meetings held by 
the municipality of Pirojpur had to be 
adjourned or failed for want of quorum. 
The municipality of Pabna which held 
41 meetings had to put off 13 of them for 
one reason or another. 


The number of adjourned meetings 
increased from 210 to 309 and the number 
of meetings which failed to do business 
for want of quorum also rose from 90 to 
113. 

Ratepayers and population.— The 

total number of ratepayers fell from 
346,520 to 344,747, the ratio to total 
urban population, according to the 
census of 1931, being 15 01 against 15 09 
in the preceding year. While slight 
increase in the number of ratepayers, 
and consequently in the percentage of 
ratepayers to population, is reported 
from the Burdwan and Presidency Divi¬ 
sions, the other three divisions record a 
falling-off. The decrease in the number 
of ratepayers in Jalpaiguri is reported 
to be due to the introduction for the first 
time of the rate on holdings under the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, in lieu of 
the rate on persons. The percentage of 
ratepayers to population was highest at 
Kumarkhali (43;6 per cent.) and lowest 
at Bhatpara (3*2 per cent.). 

As usual the mill municipalities of the 
Burdwan and Presidency Divisions 
constitute the majority of the townships 
in which rates are paid by less than a 
tenth of the population. 

Rates and taxes. —The yield of rates 
and taxes rose from Rs. 68*81 lakhs to 
Rs. 71*16 lakhs. The incidence of taxa¬ 
tion per head of the total municipal 
population was Rs. 3-1-2. In 1923-24, 
the incidence was Rs. 2-12-5. It rose 
gradually reaching the peak figure of 
Rs. 3-8-10 in 1929-30. Thence it fell 
gradually down to Rs. 2-15-11 in the 
year preceding that under review. 
There were large variations in the 
actual incidence of taxation in indivi¬ 
dual municipalities. Darjeeling, as 
usual, headed the list with an average 
of Rs. 13-0-6; the other hill municipality 
of Kurseong returned an average of 
Rs. 8-11-9. In the plains, Howrah- 
returned the figure of Rs. 7-10-4 followed 
by Dum Dum with Rg. 6-13-10. At the 
other end can be cited the petty borough 
of Sonamukhi with an average of 
Re. 0-9-9 and Debhatta which taxed its 
residents to the extent of only Re. 0-5-7 
per head. 

Revision of assessment was made in a 
number of municipalities with mixed 
results. In Howrah, a consolidated 
rate was levied under the provisions of 
the Calcutta Municipal Act as extended 
to this municipality. The tax on 
persons was replaced by a rate on hold- 
* H*g» according to the provisions of the 
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New Municipal Act in Kotchandpur, 
Barisal, Jalpaiguri and Bogra. The 
result in the last two municipalities was 
a marked loss of income. The general 
revision of assessment in certain other 
municipalities produced notable gains. 
Bankura added Rs. 17,964 to its income 
followed by Midnapore with Rs. 8,103. 
By imposition of a conservancy rate, 
Bally made an increased income of Rs. 
13,032. Addition of Rs. 11,775 to the 
municipal revenue of Bhatpara was due 
to the full benefit of the lighting tax im¬ 
posed in the latter half of the preceding 
year. 

Partial revision of assessment 
accounted for an increase of Rs. 13,096 
in Dacca. In Oomilla, however, such 
partial revision resulted in a loss of 
Rs. 6,143 attributed to fall in the value 
of holdings owing to economic distress. 

Collections. —Some improvement was 
noticeable in the matter of collection of 
dues by municipalities. The total 
collection increased from Rs. 66-65 lakhs 
to Rs. 69-28 lakhs; the percentage of 
collections to current demand also rose 
from 88-8 to 92-8. The accumulated 
arrears of past years, however, take 
away from the value of this improve¬ 
ment. The increased income was shared 
by all divisions, the increase in the muni¬ 
cipalities of the Burdwan Division 
(Rs. 124 lakhs) being most marked. 
The number of boards which collected 
more than 100 per cent, of their demand 
was 18 while the percentage fell below 
80 in 13 municipalities. 

The small municipality of Sherpur 
collected 131 1 per cent, of its demand, 
being followed by Bajitpur (120-4 per 
cent.) and the small borough of Old 
Malda (118-3 per cent.). 

Among the larger municipalities, 
Dacca with a percentage of 110-9 holds 
pride of place. Asansol, English 
Bazar and Kurseong also shared the 
distinction of collecting 100 per cent, 
and over. 

The mill municipality of Garulia as in 
the previous year collected the whole 
demand and left no outstanding balance. 

The record is marked by lamentable 
failures in many other towns. Noa- 
khali collected no more than 68-4 per 
cent, of the current demand. Among 
those townships which showed notice¬ 
able deterioration were Rangpur, 
R&jshahi and Comilla. 


Various excuses are put forward on 
behalf of municipalities for bad collec¬ 
tions. Satisfactory collection in a 
number of municipalities furnishes the 
strongest refutation of these excuses. 
The total remission of rates, arrear and 
current, rose by nearly half a lakh to 
Rs. 5-1 lakhs. The percentage of remis¬ 
sions on the current demand for the 
whole province was 6-8 against 6-2 in 
1932-33 and 6 0 in 1931-32. Large 
remissions were granted by Howrah 
(Rs. 1,66,197). Dacca (Rs. 38,947). 
Bally (Rs. 13,671), and Bankura 
(Rs. 11,803); a few others also exceeded 
the ten thousand mark. The ratio of 
total remissions to current demand 
varied largely. The municipality of 
Raj pur remitted more than one-third of 
its current demand; Serajganj with its 
record of remissions ran it close with a 
percentage of 30-7. The small munici¬ 
pality of Dehhatta wrote off one-fifth of 
the demand and the remissions in 
Chandrakona, Sherpur (Mymensingh), 
Kotchandpur and Satkhira amounted to 
considerably more than one-fourth. On 
the other hand, Garulia made no 
remissions and the municipalities of 
Meherpur and Joynagar remitted less 
than 1 per cent. The wastage of muni¬ 
cipal revenues which these figures of re¬ 
missions indicate is obvious particularly 
as remissions have been reported to be 
not infrequently made on flimsy or inade 
quate grounds. 


The outstanding balances increased 
from Rs. 28-53 lakhs to Rs. 28-82 lakhs. 
The only municipalities which showed 
no outstanding balance were Garulia, 
Bliadreswar and Dhulian. Baraset, on 
the other hand, had outstanding arrears 
which exceeded the amount of its 
current demand. Panihati closed the 
year with arrears representing 95 per 
cent, of its current demand after remis¬ 
sion of more than 16 per cent, of the 
demand. Rangpur carried over 
Rs. 60,402 or 91-29 per cent, of the 
annual demand. The Howrah Munici 
pality, as usual, had the largest out¬ 
standing balance, namely, Rs. 9,14,277. 
Next comes Dacca with Rs. 1,83,695. 
Arrears in Mymensingh and Chinsura 
also exceeded Rs. 1 lakh. A list of all 
the municipalities which had undoubted¬ 
ly large balances would be too heavy for 
inclusion in this review. Accumulation 
of these heavy balances can only be 
partially attributed to the continued 
economic depression and is often due to 
inefficiency in collection. 
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Income and expenditure. —The total 
receipts, with the opening balances, 
amounted to Rs. 114 9 lakhs against 
Rs. 112-9 lakhs in the preceding year, 
the increase occurring mainly under the 
head “Municipal rates and taxes”. 
The total Municipal expenditure also 
rose from Rs. 99-7 lakhs to Rs. 101-6 
lakhs, the increase being distributed 
over the heads “Public instruction” and 
‘ ‘ Miscellaneous ’ ’. The aggregate 

balance to the credit of the municipali¬ 
ties at the close of the year was Rs. 13-29 
lakhs as against Rs. 13-24 lakhs in the 
previous year. Conspicuously large 
balances were held by Darjeeling 
(Rs. 1,51,770), Dacca (Rs. 1,48,740), 
Baranagar (Rs. 58,995), Burdwan (Rs. 
56,352), Budge-Budge (Rs. 49.155), 
South Dum-Dum (Rs. 26,957). 
Bhatpara (Rs. 26,415) and Khulna (Rs. 
23,121). Baranagar has the bulk of the 
balance earmarked for its water-supply 
scheme while the balances nursed by 
the latter four municipalities are really 
funds set apart for town improvement. 
Numerous municipal bodies failed to keep 
the minimum working balances, and a 
number ended with little or nothing in 
hand. For instance, Sonamukhi closed 
the year with Rs. 3 in its till. Bhola 
had Rs. 66 only left while several others 
had equally insignificant reserves. A 
very disquieting feature is that the out¬ 
standing liabilities of a large number of 
these townships far exceeded the closing 
balances, which would have been wiped 
out in some cases several times over had 
any attempt been made to meet these 
debts. Baraset closed the year with a 
few hundred rupees while its liabilities 
amounted to 78T per cent, of its current 
hundred rupees while its liabilities 
demand. Several others had debts 
which exceeded or nearly equalled half 
of their demand. 

Among the larger municipalities 
Mymensingh had a balance of Rs. 9,653 
while its liabilities were as much as 
Rs. 62,518 or 45-17 per cent, of the 
annual demand. Dinaipur owed 
Rs. 21,243 on current bills but. wound up 
the year with an actual balance of 
Rs. 7,923 only. 

The financial difficulties of these 
boards are not due to capital outlay bbt 
to the tendency of recurring charges to 
exceed the recurring income while arrear 
bills are allowed to accumulate. The 
obvious remedy, as the Commissioner of 
the Rajshahi Division suggests, is to 
take stock of the position as regards out¬ 
standings at the time of framing the 
budget and make systematic provision 


for at least part payment of old debts 
and arrear bills even if this means 
drastic cuts in expenditure in other 
directions. 

Education. —The educational ex¬ 
penditure including a Government sub¬ 
vention of Rs. 1-28 lakhs, rose from 
Rs. 5-25 lakhs to Rs. 5-53 lakhs. This 
general rise was shared by all divisions. 
The expenditure on primary education 
also showed a corresponding increase of 
about Rs. 21,000. The Howrah Muni¬ 
cipality which is in a class of its own 
spent Rs. 67,686 on elementary educa¬ 
tion. Dacca spent Rs. 27,645 which 
included a contribution of Rs. 14,006 
towards primary schools. The 
Narayanganj Municipality spent 
Rs. 16,442 for education and maintain¬ 
ed a free public library and seven free 
primary schools. The marked increase 
in expenditure in Burdwan was due to a 
grant of Rs. 5,000 to the local municipal 
high school. Asansol paid a lump 
grant of Rs. 1,000 towards construction 
of buildings for primary schools. 

The Rajshahi Municipality introduced 
a system of free primary education and 
opened two primary schools during the 
year. 

The municipality of Naihati opened a 
municipal school for girls. The South 
Suburban Municipality made increased 
grants to primary schools and spent 
more on free primary schools. 

The Chittagong Municipality the 
most progressive of all municipalities in 
the matter of education deserves separate 
and honourable mention. It spent 
31-2 per cent, of its ordinary income on 
education. Out of an aggregate ex¬ 
penditure of Rs. 68,996 on education, 
the commissioners contributed 
Rs. ‘ 27,355 from their own fund. 
Primary education cost Rs. 39,408 of 
which Rs. 22,242 was spent by the 
municipality. 

The scheme of the municipality for 
primary education for girls received the 
sanction of Government last year. 
Female education received, as the Com¬ 
missioner puts it, such a powerful sti¬ 
mulus that the only high school for girls 
was unable to absorb the overflow and 
make-shift classes up to the Matricula¬ 
tion Standard had to be opened in two 
primary schools to accommodate the 
surplus. 

On the whole elementary education, 
which is the concern of municipal bodies, 
received adequate attention. Only 5 
municipalities (viz., Darjeeling, 
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Mymensingh, Uttarpara, Garulia and 
Dum-Dum) failed to achieve the mini¬ 
mum proportion of 3 2 per cent. 

Water-supply. —The .. total expendi¬ 
ture on water-supply was Rs. 10-90 
lakhs against Rs. 14-90 lakhs in 1932-33 
showing a decrease of Rs. 4 lakhs. 

These figures vary markedly as indi¬ 
vidual schemes are completed or 
accounted for. Adjustment of the 
advance made to the Public Health 
Department in Midnapore (Rs. 3-38 
lakhs) accounts for the bulk of the 
decrease. Narayanganj also shared in 
the decrease to the extent of Rs. 34,252 
having completed the waterworks on the 
east bank of the Lakhya in the previous 
year. The expenditure in Barisal was 
less by Rs. 15,761 owing to heavier pay¬ 
ments made last year by way of adjust¬ 
ment of accounts with the Public Health 
Department. A number of municipali¬ 
ties in the Presidency Division increased 
their expenditure on water-supply main¬ 
ly by sinking tube-wells. 

The Tollygunge and South Suburban 
Municipalities continued to obtain 
supplies of filtered water from the 
Calcutta Corporation main at fixed 
charges; but the supplies being inade¬ 
quate to meet the increasing demand, 
they had to be supplemented by tube- 
wells. In Bhatpara the water-supply 
scheme forms part of the town improve¬ 
ment scheme. Differences arising over 
the terms of agreement with the mill 
authorities about granting of private 
connections are reported to have been 
settled. The commissioners have also 
accepted Mr. Griffin’s decentralised 
storage scheme. But the revised rules 
regarding private house connections are 
still to be adopted. A revised scheme 
for water-supply in Halishahar based on 
the assistance guaranteed by the 
authorities of the Hukum Chand Mills 
has been drawn up and is under consi¬ 
deration. 

The Baranagar Jute Mills supply 
filtered water to a part of the town of 
Baranagar. This supply being insuffi¬ 
cient tube-wells have been sunk in 
different parts of the town. This muni¬ 
cipality has under examination an 
independent water-supply scheme. 

The Dacca waterworks with 51 miles 
of pipe line supplied 16 gallons per day 
per head of population. There was an 
increase in the number of street hydrants 
and private house connections. At 


Narayangunj, while the new water¬ 
works solved the problem of water- 
supply on the east bank, the whole 
scheme of improvement of the west bank 
could not be taken up for want of funds; 
a part of the scheme has however been 
completed. A scheme for the improve¬ 
ment of Mymensingh waterworks is 
under detailed examination by Govern¬ 
ment. 

The Chandpur Municipality submitt¬ 
ed a project for improvement of the 
waterworks in a section of the town but 
failed to obtain administrative approval 
of Government owing to defects in the 
scheme. 

The scheme for Jalpaiguri (Mr. 
Griffin’s decentralised storage scheme) 
was under execution and made consider¬ 
able progress under the supervision of 
the Public Health Department. The 
Electric Company which is to supply the 
power failed however to keep pace but 
has made up lost ground since the close 
of the year. Pipe laying and erection 
of distributing tanks were nearly com¬ 
pleted in the main streets. Government 
paid their subsidy and the district board 
will complete their quota during the 
current year. A loan of Rs. 20,000 is 
under notification. 

The Rajshahi waterworks scheme 
made little headway. The principal 
donor, Maharani Hemanta Kumari of 
Puthia, being unable to contribute the 
balance of the promised contribu¬ 
tion, has entered into an arrangement to 
pay an annual contribution of Rs. 5,000 
agreeing to increase the payment as soon 
as the economic depression lifts. 

The scheme for pipe water-supply at 
Pabna also remained at a standstill as 
the zeminders of Taras who had promis¬ 
ed a contribution of half a lakh express¬ 
ed their inability to pay anything for the 
present. The Public Health Depart¬ 
ment has since drawn up a reduced 
scheme estimated to cost Rs. 83,000. 
The finances of the municipality are in 
too unsatisfactory a state to make the 
project of a loan from Government or 
in the open market feasible. 

A scheme for improvement of water- 
supply of the Dow Hill area in the 
Kurseong Municipality has been pre- 
pared by the Public Health Department 
at an estimated cost of Rs. 12,000. It 
is now under the consideration of the 
commissioners. 

The waterworks in all municipalities 
worked satisfactorily on the whole. 
Frequent inspections were held by the 
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Chief Engineer and his staff. The 
water was subjected to frequent analysis 
and invariably found safe for drinking. 

The water-supply at places other than 
those at which there is pipe water-supply 
is by means of masonry wells, tube- 
wells and tanks. Several municipali¬ 
ties sank small tube-wells and construct¬ 
ed masonry wells to improve their water- 
supply. 

Conservancy and drainage. —The 

total expenditure on conservancy rose 
from Rs. 22 64 lakhs to Rs. 28*99 lakhs 
and exceeded the receipts on this 
account by Rs. 14-26 lakhs. The deficit 
was met as usual from the general fund 
by most municipal bodies which appear 
generally to shirk any serious effort to 
make these special funds self-supporting 
by raising the rates or cutting down ex¬ 
penditure. There is however this much 
to be said for them that while the old 
latrine fees bore only the charges for 
cleansing the private privies and cess¬ 
pools, the rest of the expenditure for 
conservancy being met from the general 
fund, the consolidated rate has now to 
defray all expenses of cleansing latrines, 
urinals and cesspools as well as those of 
general conservancy. It is also a fact 
that in most municipalities the arrange¬ 
ments for conservancy cannot by any 
means be said to be lavish or even 
moderately satisfactory. 

Nevertheless the conservancy rates 
have been pitched unduly low in many 
cases and the commissioners should not 
hesitate to increase the rates whenever 
possible even up to the maximum limit 
in order to prevent the drain on the 
general funds which involves sacrifice of 
other vital services. 

The largest increase in expenditure 
occurred in Bhatpara (Rs. 6,35,565), 
but this was due to transfei* of drainage 
charges to this head. Titagarh, on the 
other hand, showed a decrease of 
Rs. 12,316 owing to larger expenditure 
incurred during the previous year for the 
sewerage extension scheme. In the 
Burdwan Division there was a decrease 
in expenditure amounting to Rs. 30,765 
which was mainly due to economy and 
retrenchment by some municipalities. 
There were however increases in expen¬ 
diture in Baidyabati and Uttarpara 
Municipalities due to extension of con¬ 
servancy provisions throughout the 
municipal area. Bally purchased more 
carts and cattle during the year. No 


satisfactory explanation has been fur¬ 
nished for the heavy increase of 
Rs. 20,784 in Dacca. The payment of 
arrear bills of fodder, purchase of a 
motor lorry and making of additional 
arrangements for the removal of night- 
soil from the Military Camp were res¬ 
ponsible for an increase of Rs. 7,849 in 
Mymensingh. The expenditure rose by 
Rs. 2,530 in Barisal due to the purchase 
of a new motor lorry for watering the 
streets. On the other hand, the 
decrease of Rs. 3,081 in Faridpur was 
due to the fact that some bills could not 
be paid for want of funds. In Chitta¬ 
gong the contract system of removal of 
night-soil by bullock carts worked satis¬ 
factorily. Two motor lorries also on 
contract system were engaged for the 
removal of town refuse at a cost of 
Rs. 8,500 per annum. This munici¬ 
pality also reconstructed a public latrine 
on sanitary lines and metalled a portion 
of the road leading to the trenching 
ground. The Darjeeling Municipality 
spent Rs. 7,187 more than in the previ 
ous year on original conservancy works. 
Road-watering by motor lorry was in 
vogue in the Rangpur and Jalpaiguri 
Municipalities and the municipality of 
Dinajpur sank a number of shallow tube 
wells for road-watering purposes. The 
township of Malda still continued with¬ 
out a latrine system although it had 
passed long ago a resolution to introduce 
latrines. 

The reports of public health experts 
of Government indicate that in most 
municipalities conservancy work is far 
from efficient. The trenching grounds 
are either insufficient or sewage sick. 
The provision for night-soil depots is un 
satisfactory and inadequate. The 
methar service is also said to be far from 
adequate for the needs of these towns. 
The methar problem is difficult to solve, 
the supply being unequal to the demand. 
Besides, this monopolist labour is hardly 
tractable. But other improvements in 
order to remedy the present unwhole¬ 
some state of things and to increase 
sanitary amenities can be effected with¬ 
out difficulty. 

Drainage. —The total expenditure on 
drainage fell from Rs. 7*09 lakhs to Rs. 
3*27 lakhs. Of this decrease Bhatpara. 
alone accounts for Rs. 3,31,760. The 
reason given js that the charges on 
account of drainage were debited to the 
conservancy rate fund and figured under 
head “Conservancy.” This decrease 
was therefore rather apparent than real. 
As the Commissioner has pointed out 
separate account should have been kept 
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for purposes of statistics. Naihati 
showed a marked decline in expenditure 
as it had constructed extensive drains in 
the preceding year. Payment of an out¬ 
standing bill and arrangement for 
flushing drains in the previous year are 
ascribed as the reasons for the big fall 
in expenditure on drainage in the Suri 
Municipality. Noticeable increases 
occurred in Krishnagar, which extend 
ed its drainage to another ward, and in 
Ranaghat, which built pucca drains. 
The increase of Rs. 7,589 in Dacca is 
attributed to the payment of outstand¬ 
ing bills and construction of some drains. 
While all divisions shared the decrease 
in expenditure Rajshahi alone showed a 
small increase on its generally small 
outlay. 

Nothing was however done towards 
carrying out any of the large schemes 
which some of the important municipali¬ 
ties have had in view for some time. 

The drainage scheme for Dinajpur 
remains where it was. The latest 
reduced scheme is roughly estimated to 
cost slightly over a lakh. The commis¬ 
sioners of this municipality in which the 
drainage has been described by Mr. 
Robertson as a blot on civilisation 
declared themselves unable to bear any 
share of the cost and asked Government 
to make a gift of the whole cost of the 
scheme. 

The English Bazar Municipality has 
practically abandoned the project for 
improvement of drainage owing to lack 
of funds. Lack of resources no doubt 
stands in the way of ambitious schemes 
of drainage in most municipalities, but 
as pointed out by the Commissioner of 
the Rajshahi Division the commissioners- 
and executives of municipalities would be 
well advised to pay greater attention to 
small remedial measures involving only 
moderate outlay and not much skilled 
supervision which would improve the 
public health and amenities of the town 
much more than other more spectacular 
schemes. What is needed chiefly in the 
rural municipalities is not the substitu¬ 
tion of pucca for kutcha drains but a 
careful taking of levels with a view to 
preventing drains becoming water¬ 
logged. 

Lighting. —The expenditure under 
this head amounted to Rs. 6,90,335 
against Rs. 7,03,308 in the previous 
year, Increases of expenditure in 
Bally (Rs. 4,504) and Asansol 
(Rs. 1,463) were due to electric lighting, 


while in Hooghly-Chinsura and Seram- 
pore they were due to the payment of 
pending bills. Darjeeling is the only 
municipality which holds its own licence. 
The new 3 phase 50 cycle supply is 
reported to have led to decided improve¬ 
ment and attracted industrial loads. 
Works of further improvement have also 
been taken up and are progressing 
rapidly. Electric lighting was extend¬ 
ed in the Kurseong Municipality and 
this is reported to have resulted in a 
great improvement in the amenities of 
the town. The electrification of Jalpai- 
guri is making good progress and is 
reported to be nearing completion. The 
principal streets of Rangpur continued 
to be lit by electric lights, there being 
kerosene lights, in lanes and by-lanes. 
There is electric lighting in the centre of 
Serajgunj town, but the prospects of 
the private company are reported to be 
far from satisfactory owing to dearth 
of private custom. At Pabna the 
prospect of electrification of the town 
had made no headway since the licensee 
liecame bankrupt. Khulna has a 
scheme of electrification in hand. The 
Dacca Municipality increased its electric; 
lights from 807 to 926. The Chittagong 
Municipality also added to its electric 
lights. Lighting arrangements conti¬ 
nued to be unsatisfactory in some im¬ 
portant parts of the town of Com ilia. 

Public health.— The municipal bodies 
gave increasing attention to the import¬ 
ant municipal duty of taking suitable 
measures for the improvement of public 
health especially for preventing and 
controlling epidemics. Most towns 
returned a fairly clean bill of health. 

Epidemics of smallpox, generally 
mild, are reported to have broken out in 
a few towns and the municipalities claim 
to have checked them by prompt and 
adequate measures. The epidemic was 
however severe in Bogra and the district 
board had to come to the aid of the 
municipality, practically taking over 
the work of fighting the epidemic. 

Vaccination and revaccination were 
carried out systematically and measures 
were taken by most municipalities to 
vaccinate and revaccinate children. 
Free home vaccination was resorted to 
by a large number of municipalities in 
the 24-Parganas most of which employ 
ed permanent vaccinators. A few 
municipalities employed female vaccina¬ 
tors for purdah ladies. Temporary 
vaccinators were also employed by some 
municipalities when occasion demanded. 
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As regards malaria and kala-azar, 
there are reports from all parts of the 
province of activity in filling up insani¬ 
tary tanks, cutting down jungles and 
kerosinising of ditches, pools and tanks. 
The wider powers conferred by the new 
Act on municipalities in this direction 
were brought into use by several bodies 
with more or less satisfactory results. 
Measures were also taken by several 
municipalities of which Jessore deserves 
special mention in eradicating water- 
hyacinth. In the Presidency Division 
the anti-malarial societies did excellent 
work in co-operation with local munici¬ 
palities. The Palli Mandali of Bir- 
nagar undertook preventive and cura¬ 
tive schemes against malaria as in 
previous years with the co-operation of 
the local municipality and with financial 
assistance from Government. 

Berhampore continued to maintain 
one leprosy and two kala-azar centres 
for free treatment of patients and the 
leprosy clinics at Krishnagar and 
Nabadwip were fairly well attended. 
The Dacca and Chittagong Municipali¬ 
ties also started free leprosy treatment 
centres. 

The Nabadwip Municipality by open¬ 
ing a maternity home and orphanage in 
connection with the local Lodging 
House Committee continued to do useful 
work. Training classes for dais were 
maintained at Krishnagar and 
Nabadwip. 

The Burdwan Municipality organis¬ 
ed a Baby Show with the help of the 
district board and also held a Health 
Welfare Exhibition. The municipality 
of Kurseong started a health association 
for health education and propaganda 
among the ratepayers. The town has 
been divided into 13 groups, each group 
being placed under the control of an 
honorary organiser. The municipal 
Sanitary Inspector visits each group by 
turn and hold talks by means of charts 
and posters and distributes leaflets. 
This example may lie profitably followed 
in the larger plains municipalities. 

There were 68 prosecutions under the 
Food Adulteration Act in the Presi¬ 
dency Division of which 66 ended in 
conviction, while in the Dacca Munici¬ 
pality alone 393 prosecutions were 
instituted. Eighty-seven prosecutions 
were instituted in that town against, 
vendors for exposing food-stuffs of con¬ 
tamination by dust and insects. In 
Chittagong there was a noticeable im¬ 
provement in the quality of food-stuffs 


as a result of strict administration of Hie 
Food Adulteration Act. Varying 
interest in this respect was displayed by 
the municipalities in the Rajshahi Divi¬ 
sion where the number of prosecutions 
totalled 73 of which 71 ended in convic¬ 
tion. Darjeeling Municipality insti¬ 
tuted 34 cases. The small municipality 
of Gaibandha prosecuted 18 cases while 
Rangpur and Jalpaiguri had only 6 
cases each to their credit. The above 
record shows, with few exceptions, half¬ 
hearted work in place of an unrelenting 
drive against adulteration of food-stuffs. 

Public works.— Expenditure on public 
works which had shown a slight rise 
in the previous year increased from 
Rs. 10-40 lakhs' to Rs. 11-75 lakhs. 
The local bodies were allotted shares 
from the proceeds of the Motor Vehicles 
Tax for the first time during the year, 
to supplement their normal expenditure 
on roads. 

The shares were- calculated on the 
basis of metalled and unmetalled roads 
within each municipality adhering at 
the same time to a fixed ratio of dis¬ 
tribution between municipalities and 
district boards. Individual shares 
varied from Rs. 25,000 given to Howrah 
in the shape of a special grant, to 
Rs. 100 in respect of the smallest muni¬ 
cipal bodies. A not inconsiderable 
amount in the aggregate was however 
made available for improvement of roads 
and this addition to the receipts explains 
the bulk of the increased expenditure 
during the year. 

The municipality of Daeefc spent 
Rs. 46 906 more than in the preceding 
year aided by a grant of Rs. 11,438 from 
the Motor Vehicles Tax Fund and a 
• further subsidy of Rs. 6,000 for tarma- 
cadanftsing the roads in the residential 
area of Purana Paltan Khasmahal. 

Tollygunj and Baranagore, the two 
important suburban municipalities, 
assisted by the auxiliary grant from 
the Motor Vehicles Tax Fund paid more 
attention to communications which had 
been allowed to deteriorate. Payment 
of outstanding bills accounted for 
an increase of Rs. 9,251 in Comilla. 

I he large increase in expenditure under 
this head m Chandpur (Rs. 12,813) was 
owing to adjustment of advance for 
land acquisition and thorough repairs of 
metalled roads and metalling of earth 
roads. 

The Darjeeling Municipality meat a 
large amount on painting its roads 
Jalpaiguri tarred and shingled the 
principal roads of the town. Raj shah i 
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treated some of its roads with bitumen- 
ous emulsion. Dinajpur took up a pro¬ 
gramme of colfixing some of its princi¬ 
pal streets. 

Noticeable increase in expenditure on 
buildings occurred only in South Subur¬ 
ban Municipality which built a new 
municipal office. 

Audit. —The Accountant-General’s 

Local Audit Department audited during 
the year under review the accounts of all 
municipalities in the Presidency with 
the exception of 5, viz., Debhatta, 
Netrokona, Kishoregunj, Noakhali and 
Faridpur. 

There was the usual crop of embezzle¬ 
ments or defalcations. In South Subur¬ 
ban Municipality a collecting sircar 
misappropriated lis. 10,000 and was 
convicted on trial. 

Two cases of embezzlement by collect¬ 
ing sircars were discovered in Dacca. 
In one case the amount was recovered 
and the offender dismissed. In the 
other the culprit has been suspended and 
attempts are being made to realise the 
money. At Khirpai, a case of temporary 
embezzlement was detected in audit. 
The tax daroga and the accountant were 
lined. At Vishnupur, an embezzlement 
of a petty sum was discovered and the 
prosecution ended in conviction. 

The embezzlement case in Netrokona 
reported last year is still proceeding. 

The case of defalcation at Si ra j gun ] 
is interesting. The modus operand i 
adopted was to issue receipts to rate¬ 
payers for the correct amount but to 
write up the carbon copy by a clever 
manipulation showing a realisation of a 
much smaller amount due from a 
different ratepayer who may not have 
paid anything at all. The realisations 
of subsequent quarters were also shown 
as pertaining to the immediately pre¬ 
ceding quarters in the carbon copy by 
some sort of ingenious adjustment. 
Similar defalcation by the same method 
has been committed by two sircars only 
a few vears ago. 

v O 

There was a serious case of theft in 
the Darjeeling Municipality. The 
office of the Market Superintendent was 
broken into and a fairly large sum of 
money, viz., Rs. 1,144-11, being collec¬ 
tions from the market, stolen. There 
was, it appeared, no arrangement for 
guarding the office. The amount has 
been written off. Arrangements have 
since been made for daily remittances to 
the bank or the central office and for 
better custody of the market safe. 


The audit notes, while they show con¬ 
siderable variations in the efficiency of 
different municipal offices, repeat' the 
same story of easily remediable defects 
and irregularities from year to year. 

The value of these audit notes, which 
serve to show up the slack and weak 
points of administration and often 
indicates the line of improvement, can 
hardly be said to be appreciated by most 
municipalities. On the other hand 
their indifference to accounts is illustrat¬ 
ed by the chronic delay in dealing with 
these audit reports. 

The machinery for accounting and 
financial control is below the normal 
standard in most of these local bodies. 
Considering the simple nature of muni¬ 
cipal accounts, the carefully prepared 
account rules and the system of regular 
audits, there is no reason why improve¬ 
ment. in this respect should not be 
possible by means of regular and care¬ 
ful supervision. 

General remarks.—The lirst chapter 
of municipal history under the Bengal 
Municipal Act of 19112 has but barely 
commenced, the year under review lteing 
the first complete year in which munici¬ 
pal bodies worked under the new Act. 
As was natural in such a large piece of 
legislation, points of varied importance 
calling for adjustment or interpreta¬ 
tion presented themselves. An urgent¬ 
ly needed amendment regarding the 
franchise was put through during the 
year. 

Thft boards are passing through diffi¬ 
cult times. Finance is the greatest 
obstacle which lies in their path, and 
lack of funds has prevented, with few 
exceptions, any striking advance in the 
activities of municipalities. 

Government, while appreciating that 
the routine administration of the muni¬ 
cipalities has been carried on fairly well, 
view with some apprehension the 
reports of the local officers commenting on 
the reluctance of the municipal autho¬ 
rities to undertake unpopular duties 
such as necessary increase in taxation, 
on the prevailing neglect of rules and 
canons of finance, and on the failure of 
a very large number of these bodies to 
recover taxes and arrears or to meet 
outstanding debts. 

It was considered inevitably necessary 
to assume control of the budget in some 
municipalities and to take over collec¬ 
tion and assessment departments in a 
few others. Warnings had also to be 
administered to some other municipa¬ 
lities that Government would be compell¬ 
ed to have recourse to supersession unless 
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they put their affairs in order within 
a given time. While Government are 
naturally reluctant to interfere in the 
internal adminstration of these self-gov¬ 
erning bodies, they have a definite res¬ 
ponsibility in the matter and cannot but 
step in in case of continued and serious 
maladm ini stration.

Annual Reports of the Civil Veterinary Depart men!, Bengal, and 
of the Bengal Veterinary College for the year 1934-35. 

I. Civil Veterinary Department. 

The year under review was one of the eyelir years in which the 
incidence of mortality of cattle from epidemic diseases was high. 
Rinderpest alone was responsible for IS,old deaths, the number of 
outbreaks being 732. The disease was fairly widespread in North and 
West Bengal while with the exception of Bakarganj, East Bengal was 
practically free. There was also a substunl ial increase in tin* death 
rate from Anthrax, the number being J.-437 against 329 jii the year 
1933-34. 

The usual programme of preventive inoculation was carried out in 
890 outbreaks and about 2 lakhs animals were inoculated with satis¬ 
factory results; the dmth rate among the protected animals being as 
low as 0*82 per cent, for the whole province. 

The striking results which have been obtained by tin* substitution 
of the Goat Tissue Vaccine method for the “Serum alone” method 
have proved beyond doubt that this method is the most effective for a 
campaign against Rinderpest. The Vaccine Depot which was started 
temporarily in 1933 was continued throughout the year. It is hoped 
that with the establishment of the depot on a permanent and organised 
basis, it will he possible to ensure an unfailing supply of Goat Tissue 
Vuccine, which is gaining in popularity amongst the cattle owners. 

In addition to the inoculations carried out during the y *ar, the 
veterinary assistant surgeons working in the mul'assal visited 17,BOO 
villages and treated 153,780 cases against 16,068 and 152,073 in the 
preceding year. 

During the year under review 4,604 scrub bulls unsuitable for 
breeding purposes were castrated against 3,193 in the previous year. 
The increase in the number is an indication of the interest taken by 
the people in the improvement of their stock of cattle. 

IIis Excellency acting with the 1V1 inisiei-in-charge notices with 
pleasure the names of officers of the department who did good work 
during the year and desires to acknowledge the efficient way in which 
Mr. Kerr and Khan Sahib S. S. Alnnad discharged their duties. 

II. Bengal Veterinary College. 

The popularity of this College which is the only institution in 
Bengal for the training of veterinary practitioners continued unabated 
as can he seen from the increasing demand for admission into the 
College. The number of students on the rolls at the beginning of th<* 
session was 203 of whom 170 prolonged their studies throughout the 
session, the number for Bengal being 66 against 60 in the year 1933-34. 
The results of the diploma and annual examinations were satisfactory. 

The Governor acting with the Minister-in-charge is pleased to 
acknowledge the services rendered by Mr. MacGregor in the adminis¬ 
tration of the College and notes with pleasure the names of members 
of the College staff who did good work during the year. His thanks 
are also due to the non-official members of the Committee of Manage¬ 
ment for the services rendered by them.

Report of the Committee appointed to enquire into the charges for 
electrical energy levied by the Calcutta Electric Supply Cor¬ 
poration, Limited. 

In its resolution No. 776(>Com., dated the 26th July 1935, the Govern- 
it of Bengal appointed a Committee to enquire into and to advise 
/eminent on the question of the charges levied by the Calcutta Electric 
iplv Corporation, Limited, for electrical energy. 

The report of the Committee has been printed and is now obtainable 
m the Superintendent, Government Printing, Bengal Government Press, 
pore. 


2. The Governor in Council desires to record his appreciation of the 
e and thoroughness with which the Committee has conducted its 
estigation. 

3. The conclusions of the Committee regarding the charges levied 
the Company in connection with supplies of electrical energy to con- 
lers are summarised in Chapter VII of the report. For the information 
those to whom the report oi the Committee is not immediately available 

summary of the Committee’s conclusions is reproduced below— 

(1) The present charges levied by the Company for energy supplied to 
ge industrial power users are controlled by competition and we have no 
>posals to make in regard to these charges. 

(2) The nett charge for energy supplied for domestic pm poses, for 
hts, fans, house service pump motors and lifts should lie reduced from 
■ annas to 2 annas per unit. 

(3) The nett charge for energy for heating, cooking and refrigeration 
.1 all domestic purposes other than lights, fans, house service pumps and 
Is should be reduced from 1 anna to 0 75 anna per unit. 

(4) The charges for energy supplied for advertising signs, theatres 
i cinemas are related to the charges for domestic supplies and adjusl- 
nts may be necessary if reductions are made in the charges for domestic 
pplies. 

(5) The charge for energy for battery charging should lie reduced from 
15 annas to 1 anna per unit. 
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(6) Reductions in the charge for energy supplied under special agree¬ 
ments and for public lighting will follow the reductions proposed in the 
charges for domestic supplies. 

(7) The present scale of rebate or discount allowed by the Company 
should be revised and so adjusted that the difference between the nett and 
gross rates does not exceed 10 per cent, approximately. 

(8) The present minimum charge of Rs. 1-8 per month should be 
reduced to 12 annas per month if it is not possible to abolish the charge 
altogether. 

(9) The charges levied for energy supplied to small industrial power 
users should be reduced. The revision which the Company propose to 
make in the rate applicable to this class of consumers will reduce the 
average charge to 1 anna per unit. 

(10) The possibility of making some reductions in the cost of service 
connections should be considered by the Company. 

(11) The monthly hire charge for ordinary consumers’ meters should 
be reduced from 8 annas to 4 annas, but higher charges may be made for 
exceptionally expensive meters. 

(12) We are of opinion that the reduction in the rates and charges 
which we have summarised above can be made at once and for the reasons 
given in our report, we consider that further reductions will be possible in 
the near future. 

4. Advance proof copies of the report were forwarded to the Com¬ 
pany with the request that Government might be informed to what extent 
the Company were prepared to give effect to the reductions recommended 
by the Committee. A memorandum containing the observations of the 
Board of Directors of the Company has been received bv air-mail and is 
published as an annexure to this resolution. 

5. It will be seen that the Company propose to give immediate effect to 
the following reductions :— 

(1) The nett charge for energy supplied for domestic purposes, for 
lights, fans, house service pump motors and lifts will be reduced from 2 -5 
annas to 2 25 annas a unit. 

(2) There will be a corresponding reduction in the charges for energy 
supplied for advertising signs, theatres and cinemas. 

(3) The charge for energy for battery charging will be reduced from 
1 25 annas to 1 anna a unit. 

(4) Reductions in the charges for energy supplied under special agree¬ 
ment and for public; lighting will follow the change in the domestic rate. 

(5) The present minimum charge of Rs. 1-8 per month will be 
abolished. 

(6) The revised rate referred to in paragraph 97 of the Committee's 
report for small industrial power users will be mt e duced as soon as the 
maximum demand meters are available. 

The estimated sacrifice of revenue entailed in the reductions detailed 
above amounts to nearly £150,000 a year against £225,000 that the Com¬ 
mittee estimated as the total fall in revenue which would result from the 
complete acceptance of its proposals.

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ANNEXURE. 

Memorandum from the Board of the Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation Limited. 

/.—I ntroductory . 

1. The Board of Directors of the Calcutta Electric Supply Corporal ion, Limited, 
in submitting the following observations on tin* report of the Committee which was 
appointed to enquire into the charges levied by the Company for electrical energy, 
desire in the first place to express their recognition of the care and thoroughness of 
the enquiry, and the ample opportunity which the Committee afforded to the represen¬ 
tatives of the Company to explain the working of the Company and to deal with the 
outside evidence which the Committee received. It is a matter of much gratification 
to the Board that the Committee has recorded so favourable a verdict on the conduct 
and methods of the Company’s business, and particularly that it has rejected many 
irresponsible and unfounded charges which had been brought against the Company. 
In addition to dealing with the main question referred to them, viz., the charges levied 
by the Company for the supply of electrical energy, the Committee lias made a number 
of suggestions for the future administration of the Company’s business., Some of 
these have already been engaging the attention of the Board; others will demand and 
receive examination. The Directors will not delay their reply for a full examination 
of all the suggestions and criticisms made by the Committee, but submit at once this 
expression of opinion on their conclusions with regard to the charges levied by the 
Company. The present memorandum is accordingly confined to the question of those 
charges, including all matters which have a hearing thereon. 

2. The kernel of the problem which was before the Committee was the propriety 
or otherwise of the net flat rate charged to domestic consumers. The present domestic 
flat rate of 2i annas per unit was attacked in evidence before the Committee as 
excessive. The contention of the Company on the other hand was that, whether 
intrinsically or in comparison with other similar undertakings anywhere, the rate is 
extremely moderate. The Committee apparently concurred in the view that the rate 
is moderate, but they held that on the normal profits of the Company calculated on 
the basis of the 19*14 accounts, there is room for further reduction, and they recom¬ 
mended that the domestic flui rate should he reduced at once to 2 annas per unit. 

d. As a general comment on this conclusion, the Board wish to make their position 
clear. It has been their continuous policy to reduce their charges concurrently with 
the growth of the business; ample evidence of this can be seen in the past history of 
the Company. Before any question of an enquiry arose, three 1 lines of advance in this 
direction were engaging the consideration of the Board. Along one of these lines 
indeed a distinct advance had already been made. The Board had submitted for the 
sanction of the Government, a proposal for the revision of the tariff applicable to the 
industrialist who uses electrical energy of low or medium pressure (Bate “E in the 
Company's Bate Book). The Board subsequently extended the scope of this proposal 
to cover concerns operating under Bate “D”. They are glad to note that the Committee 
lias endorsed these proposals and accepted them as a sufficient and satisfactory measure 
of relief in the case of tin; smaller industries. As the majority of possible consumers 
of this class are already connected to the Company’s system, it will be recognised that 
the measure entails a considerable sacrifice of revenue. 

4. The second line of advance has reference to the domestic fiat rate. Although 
this bad been reduced from 2ij annas to 2«> annas per unit on the 1st January 
it had become evident that, by reason of the great increase in the industrial high 
tension load, a further reduction was in sight. Had it not been for the appointment 
of the Committee of Enquiry, which naturally precluded any changes in the Company's 
tariff, this reduction would have been made before now. The third measure centred 
round the establishment of a new super-station at Mulajore. With a reduction of the 
high tension rates (Bate “A” in the Company's Bate Book) which are now being 
considered, the Company looks forward to tin expansion of its business with a large 
increase in output, all of which would tend to the lowering of the domestic rate. The 
quest ion of the high tension rates will be referred to again later in tit is memorandum. 
Meanwhile, the Government will observe that the Company has been mindful of the 
interests of all its consumers. Cheaper electricity to the industries, both great and 
small on which the prosperity of Calcutta depends, is as much a service to the com¬ 
munity as a small concession ni the price of the domestic supply. And the more the 
industrial load develops, the greater is its contribution towards the cheapening of the 
domestic supply. 


//.— TJ iC Committee's Recommendations . 

5 The Committee has taken a somewhat different view, both of the Board’s duty 
and of the public, interest, and its method of approaching the question is as follows. 
In the first place, it establishes a figure of immediate surplus profits.such as would, 
in its opinion justify a roduction in charges by approximately .£220,000 a year, as 
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compared with the tariff of 1934 (when the flat rate was still 2J annas). In the second 
place, the Committee advises that this reduction should be devoted exclusively, though 
in various forms, to the relief of the domestic consumer and the small power user. 

6. In working out what it considers ought to be the annual profits of the Company 
on the present tariffs, the Committee takes the actual accounts of 1934, and makes a 
number of alterations which will be examined in some detail below. It then assesses 
the yield which it considers the Company may fairly expect on the capital sunk in 
the business: and by whatever amount its notional figure of profits exceeds this figure, 
it regards that amount as a surplus which can and should be returned to the consumer 
by reductions in the charges. The theoretical yield which the Committee considers 
fair is 7 per cent, on the net capital (paragraph 78); and the net capital it takes as 
being equivalent to the fixed assets of the Company, less its depreciation account 
balances (paragraph 31), or approximately £4 :3 millions. The considerations which 
led the Committee to adopt these figures are not stated. Based upon existing money 
rates—and seemingly this was the underlying consideration—there might be some 
justification for a ratio of 7 per cent. But it must not be overlooked that the bulk of 
the (Vunpany's capital was raised during the past 25 years at rates far in excess of 
those prevailing to-day. A rate suitable for a Company established under present day 
conditions is hardly suitable for a Company long established and developed under 
conditions materially different from those now obtaining. The Board are informed 
that, for electrical undertakings in England, 7 per cent, is an average normal figure, 
with 3 per cent, as the minimum. If allowance he made for the additional risks of 
an electrical undertaking in India, 9 per cent, is the lowest rate which could fairly he 
assumed in the case of this Company. (In the recent Lahore enquiry, it would appear 
that upon a calculation similar to that which is now being discussed, the ratio accepted 
as suitable was 7 A per cent, free of income tmr.) 

7. The second reason why the Directors cannot accept the calculation of the 
Committee is that a Company cannot live on its fixed assets alone. For the purposes 
of the calculation which the Committee had in mind, it is imperative to allow' for 
working capital, debtors, stores, etc., as well as for sums raised in connexion with 
plans for early expansion of the business, and not yet invested in it. According to 
the Board’s estimate, at least half a million sterling must be added for these purposes; 
and thus the fair return to which the Company considers itself entitled, is 9 per cent, 
on £5*1 millions and not 7 per cent, on t'4 -3 millions (paragraph 78), or nearer 
£430,000 than the £323,000 on which the Committee found its conclusions. The 
difference is serious and affects the whole argument; but the Board cannot conceive 
that the arbitrary prononmeinent of the Committee and the summary and imperfect 
reasons in support of it in paragraph 78 will meet with the approval of the Govern¬ 
ment. Should the Government concur in the contention of the Company on this point, 
the Board are prepared to adopt it as the basis of their policy in the future. 

8. An examination must now be made of the method by which the Committee 
arrived at ns conclusion that as much as £225,000 of the existing surplus, based on the 
1934 figures, can be utilised for the purpose of reducing charges. This figure they 
lvach by making certain changes in the accounts; the revenue is written up, and the 
expendiluie and appropriations from revenue are written down. In dealing with the 
revenue the Committee rightly excluded one abnormal item; but the Board do not con¬ 
sider that there is justification for disallowing any provision for bad debts. The Com¬ 
mittee seemed to be under the impression that there is some hidden reserve or fund to 
meet the losses on this account, which is not the case. With about 34,000 consumers, 
a large proportion of whom are constantly changing residence, had debts are inevitable, 
notwithstanding all the safeguards, and in the Board’s opinion some allowance must 
be made. The figure of £5,000 a year is not unreasonable. In dealing with the 
expenditure, the main items which the Committee have written down relate to obsoles¬ 
cence and general reserve. As regards the obsolescence of spare parts in stores, the 
Board cannot understand wh^ a lecurring charge ol this nature should be entirely 
disallowed, especially as the Committee advises it being spread over several years. 
The reasoning here is confused, and the Board must maintain a provision of at least 
£5,000 under this head. 

9. The question of General Obsolescence is more serious The Committee con¬ 
siders the normal provision for depreciation to he “in no way excessive” (paragraph 
55 ) and recognises that it has “failed to meet fully the requirements in the past” (para¬ 
graph 58). But it regards the additional provision for obsolescence as over-generous. 
The Board cannot share that view'. The reasons for the Company’s present policy were 
set out in a document which the Committee has printed in Appendix III of its report 
(vide pages 75-3). The statement of the case was brief, and does not seem to have 
impressed the Committee. It appears necessary therefore now to explain the policy in 
inoie detail. 

10. At the outset it should be understood that the provision made for depreciation 
and obsolescence is settled, year by year, on the requisition of the auditors of the 
Company. To them accordingly the Board have referred the Committee’s proposals 
for opinion. The reply, so far as it is directly relevant, may be quoted :—“The sugges¬ 
tion of charging the \ per cent, obsolescence fund on written-down values shows a 
failure to appreciate tHe outstanding necessity for a flat rate on original cost to correct 
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llie inherent weakness of depreciation on written-down values.” (This being the 
system now practised.) “llather than advise adoption of a cut in the obsolescence 
allocation, we would recommend, wherever possible, depreciation on a percentage of 

prime cost...As to the allocation of .£20,000 made last year in respect of 

Cossipore, the Directors of the Company will probably find it absolutely necessary to 
set a similar amount aside again, as it is known now that Cossipore must be reduced to 
a lower status.” 

11. As is implied in this quotation, the depreciation and the obsolescence provi¬ 
sions hang together; and their adequacy is not a matter of expediency or of secondary 
importance to any of the other claims on the business. Still less are they, as some of 
the Committee’s witnesses argued, a device for hiding away profits. The first essential 
of a sound undertaking is that its manufacturing capacity should not be allowed to 
deteriorate, and the provision of ample funds for this purpose is a primary responsibi¬ 
lity resting on those who are answerable for the conduct of tin* business and who alone 
arc in a position to decide whether the provision is adequate or not. In this Company, 
that responsibility has been a constant anxiety with the Directors; for the special lisks 
to which delicate? electrical plant is exposed by the Calcutta climate have to be added 
to the rapidity with which the machinery generally is superannuated by the develop¬ 
ments in electrieal science. The expectation of life on which our depreciation per¬ 
centages arc based has, in several important instances, proved unduly sanguine, and in 
particular it is becoming plain that the percentages should be struck on the original 
cost of plant and not, as is the present practice, on its written-down value. 

12. The whole question of the adequacy of the accumulated depreciation account 
is being examined: hut it is a long and difficult question. In order therefore to meet 
the more obvious imperfections of the system, the obsolescence provisions wore started 
a few years ago. The fact stressed by the Committee that the actually realised obsoles¬ 
cence averages only £21,000 a year is no possible guide to the proper allowance for 
plant which is still in commission and is rapidly approaching the end of its economic 
life. As it is now a practical certainty that the large and fully equipped Cossipore 
Station will have to he reduced to a stand-by, special provision for amortising the 
initial cost of its equipment has become an absolute necessity; the ordinary ratios of 
depreciation would be wholly inappropriate. It may be that, when the* whole subject 
lias been thrashed out by the Company's accountants, there will be a readjustment 
between the depreciation and the obsolescence figures; but any diminution of the total 
aggregate* at present would be* false economy in the interests hot!) of the Company and 
of the consumer; and the Board cannot agree to it. 

Id. Examining next the General "Reserve, the Committee considers further 
appropriations to it to be unnecessary on the grounds that the Company's total reserves 
arc* nearly 25 per rent, of the Block Account, and that, after this year, they will he 
“much more than what is normally provided for undertakings of this kind.” For this 
latter judgment tlie Board have been unable to find confirmation. Electrical under¬ 
takings with extended tenures may build up their reserves more* slowly; but in the 
circumstances of this Company tin* ideal of a 25 per cent, reserve is a matter of simple 
commercial prudence: and its policy in this respect has carried weight in financial 
circles in London and has materially helped in the obtaining of cheap and abundant 
capital for tbe business, a point to which the Board must invite the Government’s 
special ennsideration. 

14. To the Committee's argument that a point has almost been reached where 
our reserve** are equivalent to 25 per cent, of our Block Account, the Board emphati¬ 
cally demur. A pari from flu* plain fact that the Block Account is rapidly growing, 
the Committee only reached its conclusion by lumping together (I) the General 
Reserve, (TTj the* reserve against ieduction of rates, and (TID the debentures sinking 
fund. As regards the first item, it has recently, in the Company’s balance sheets, 
included a sum of £*515*040 which represents premiums that were* paid on ordinary 
shares This sum lias been entirely utilised in financing the Company's development. 
The propriety of including these premiums in the Reserve Fund has now* been 
questioned by the Company's auditors, who hold that this amount is just as much a 
part of the capital ot tin* Company as are the shares and loan. On thi,. view—which 
accords with recognised practice in England—the General Reserve at the end of 1044 
amounted to only £720,050. The second item is obviously meant to serve a specific 
purpose, and is earmarked for that purpose. The fluid item is not available for any 
purpose whatsoever except the redemption of the debentures: and although, oil 
redemption, it will 1m* transferred to one or other of the reserves, that, may not happen 
for a considerable number of years, and it is wholly premature to regard tile sinking 
fund as available, now or in the near future, for any emergency which would make* 
a call on our General Reserve. The Board cannot, therefore, whether in the interests 
of the proprietors or of the consumer, eease to build up the General Reserve at present# 
They are willing, however, to adopt a slower paee of accretion, and to adopt as a 
standard appropriation a figure of approximately £25,000 after the present year. 

15. There remain the Insurance and Retiring Gratuity Funds. To tin* former 
the Board do not propose further appropriations until necessity arises for strengthen¬ 
ing the fund. But the Committee's suggested reduction of appropriations to the 
Retiring Gratuity Fund is inadvisable. As time goes on and tne business grows, the 
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number of senior officials, both British and Indian, steadily increases; and the Board 
are satisfied that the normal annual charges on the fund will average, in the near 
future, at least £6,500 a year. It would be unwise to attempt a nominal saving here. 

16. It will be seen from the foregoing that it is not possible, working on the 
figures for 1934, to make available for reduction in rates a sum of the magnitude 
proposed by the Committee, and thus to reduce the domestic rate to 2 annas a unit. 
The Board, however, recognise, and they are sure that the Government will appreciate, 
that in a concern like this, where both the operations and the policy are steadily 
developing, too much stress cannot be laid on the figures of any single year, though 
the method employed in this respect by the Committee was clearly safer and fairer 
than the attempting of forecasts. The Board, however, are engaged, and will continue, 
in endeavours to budget for the future, with a view to deciding when, and what, 
further relief can be given to consumers generally. 

17. This leads to a consideration of the scope of relief. The Committee definitely 
excluded the II. T. power rate from participation in any benefits now to be distributed. 
Its conclusion in this respect does not give sufficient consideration to the part played 
by the industrial load in the development of the Company’s business. There seems to 
he a considerable impression that the profits from the II. T. supply are negligible in 
(*omparison with those derived from the domestic flat rate; and indeed it was alleged 
in evidence that the domestic consumer is penalized for the benefit of the large power 
user. The Board desire to remove these misconceptions. Recent years have shown 
a marked development in the receipts from H. T. power consumers and a gradual 
reduction in the domestic rale; from which it might he inferred that the profits 
derived from the industrial supply have been constantly rising and constitute an 
increasingly large proportion of the annual profits. The Board, however, have 
minutely examined the facts and analysed the results; and a statistical examination 
shows that there is a striking closeness between the percentage of profit derived from 
the power unit and that which is derived from the domestic unit. True it is that the 
profit on the H. T. unit is hut a small fraction of an anna; but that small fraction 
multiplied many million times means many lakhs of rupees. In truth the profits from 
the flat rate paid by domestic consumers come to little more than half of the total 
profits. This in itself is sufficient justification for declining to assent to the Com¬ 
mittee's recommendation in favour of refusing to the TT. T. consumer any share in 
such relief in rates as is possible. Furthermore if the Committee's suggestion means 
that the immediate financial future of the Company is to be mortgaged solely for the 
benefit of consumers other than the large industries, then il would involve a serious 
misconception and a narVow outlook. The prosperity of Calcutta and its people 
depends so much on the large industries that all assistance given to them is a service 
to the community far exceeding small concessions here and there in the price of 
domestic necessities. And furthermore, it cannot be too forcibly represented that 
important extensions of our supply, such as go to the big industries, mean increased out¬ 
put, reduced overheads, and consequently a powerful contribution towards the cheapening 
of the private consumers’ supply. This has been demonstrated so often and so clearly 
in the history of the Company that it hardly needs emphasizing, were it not for the 
general refusal to recognise it in the evidence taken by the Oommittee. The Board 
must therefore continue to regard their plans for a reduction in IT. T. power rates as 
soon as the developments now in progress are sufficiently advanced, as essential to the 
interests of the Company and all classes of consumers. 


777.— The Board's Proposals'. 

18. With this necessary explanation, the Board can now represent to the Govern¬ 
ment how far they consider it reasonable and safe that they should go in meeting the 
recommendations of the Committee as .summarised in paragraph 142 of the report. 

(a) Domestic fiat rate. —This rate liaR already been reduced to 2A annas per unit, 
with effect from the 1st January 1935. The Board are prepared to reduce it further 
to 2] annas per unit at once, as well as to make certain other reductions in charges 
which will be set out below. Bu< to take the further plunge and go down to 2 annas 
is more than the Board consider can safely be undertaken until they see their way 
more clearly than they do at present. 

(h) Special charges and public lighting. —As is elsewhere explained, certain 
reductions in special contract charges and public lighting charges will automatically 
follow the change in ihe domestic rate. 

(c) Cooking , heating , etc. —The charge for cooking, heating, refrigeration, etc., 

B resents difficulties which were not brought before the Oommittee. Plans for meeting 
lese difficulties are actively engaging the Calcutta staff, and as soon as they are suc¬ 
cessful, the Board will readily bring the rate down to *75 of an anna. In the mean¬ 
time, they would prefer that the question of reduction be deferred until they have had 
a further opportunity of investigating the matter. 

(d) Battery charging. —Although no argument is advanced for the change the 
Board have no objection to reducing the rate for battery charging from 1J annas to 1 
anna per unit, ^ 
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(e) Minimum charge .—The Board have also no objection to abolishing the mini¬ 
mum charge of Its. 1-8 per month levied under clause 27 of their Kate Book. 

(/) Rebates .—The complaint against the rebate on the gross rates of the Kate Book 
was the most unreal of all the grievances which the Committee entertained. The gross 
rates and the rebates are simply a means of encouraging consumers to pay, with reason¬ 
able punctuality, for electric energy which they have already used. 

The Committee suggests 10 per cent, as an adequate margin between gross ami net 
rates; but the Board can hardly believe that a rebate? of f anna, for example, would be 
an effective incentive to the punctual payment of a net charge of 21 annas. The Board, 
however, have no desire to be obstructive in the matter, and are ready to accept a gross 
rate which will always be one-half anna higher than the net rate for the time being. 

(//) Meter rents .— The only other important conclusion is a reduction in meter 
rents. To what the Committee has said in its examination of this question (paragraphs 
100-109) the Board have little to add, except that the figures in paragraph 100 include 
nothing for supervision charges or a share in the general management expenses. The 
Board have no desire to make a profit out of meter hiring*; but the proposed reduction 
of the monthly rental from 8 annas to 4 annas will mean that the department for test¬ 
ing and conditioning meters will be working at a loss. If, however, it will tend to 
greater contentment, and if the Government are satisfied that it will not establish an 
embarrassing precedent for smaller Indian undertakings which are more dependent on 
meter rents than this Company is, the reduction may be made at once. 

(h) Small power users.- The important reduction in the rates for small power 
users, which apparently meets with the Committee's approval, is being introduced as 
soon as the instruments for recording the maximum demand can be procured and 
installed. 

19. The Hoard have no desire whatever to appear obstructive or to postpone 
measures for tin* relief of the consumers as and when such measures can be safely 
introduced. The lines on which the Committee would have them proceed are inconsist¬ 
ent with the safety at which the Company has always aimed. The Committee makes 
inadequate provision for possible contingencies—rise in prices, wages, cost of coal, 
shorter houis in industrial working, fluctuations in exchange, etc. etc. It gives no 
recognition to the fact that capital while money is cheap is being raided for extensive 
developments which will take several years to come into bearing. It differentiates un¬ 
reasonably between consumers. There is some danger of its proposals shaking the 
credit which the Company, for the good of all concerned, occupies in the investment 
market. This position has been built up over a scries of years, with the result that the 
Company has a reputation for stability which stands it in good stead when cheap and 
abundant- capital has to be obtained. It- would be a serious matter both for (he Com¬ 
pany and the Calcutta public if the Company’s good name in this respect were 
imperilled by any precipitate change. Wi 111 their more intimate knowledge of the 
Company's business and affairs, it is not unreasonable to assume that the Board must 
be in the best position to arrive at responsible decisions regarding the general policy 
of the Company’s undertaking, while striking a fair and even balance between all 
interested parties. But it is the considered opinion of the Board that the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee, so far as they exceed the limits to which the Board have inti¬ 
mated their willingness to go, arc inadvisable and risky, having regard to all facts and 
circumstances relative to tlie Company's position at the present time.

1. General. —In these by-laws “patient” 
means a person suffering from or suspected to 
be suffering from any dangerous disease or 
likely to suffer from any such disease owing 
to exposure to infection or contagion. 

2. On the outbreak of any dangerous 
disea.se in any building other than a public 
hospital the persons referred to in section 377 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932, shall, 
within 12 liourH after he becomes cognizant of 
the existence of the disease, give information 
respecting the existence of such disease, 
together with a brief history, the 
cause so far as it can be ascertained, the dura¬ 
tion and the number of persons affected 
thereby, either personally or in writing, to the 
Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector or any 
other officer appointed by the Commissioners 
in this behalf.

3. If any— 

(a) mill, 

(b) factory, 

(c) work si i op, 

(d) tea-garden, or 

(c) other place, 

where more than 50 persons are employed is 
situated—

or other place;

other officer appointed by the Municipal Com¬ 
missioners in this behalf in the manner and 
within the time specified in by-law 2.

5. On receipt of the report of the outbreak 
of any dangerous disease in the family of any 
scholar, the head of the institution shall grant 
quarantine leave to the scholar concerned and 
shall not allow him to rejoin the school unless 
and until such scholar produces a eertifioab* 
from the Health Officer or a registered medical 
practitioner to the effect that he is free from 
infection.

6. On the outbreak of any dangerous 
disease the Commissioners shall—

behalf to investigate into the causes of 
the outbreak in such manner as they 
deem suitable: 

Provided that no officer shall enter any 
building for such investigation between sunset 
and sunrise and all such investigations shall 
be conducted with due regard to the social and 
religious customs of the family affected. 

7. Isolation and segregation .—When in the 
opinion of the Health Officer or of a Sanitary 
Inspector or of any registered medical practi¬ 
tioner specifically con suited by the Commis¬ 
sioners in this behalf, the isolation of a 
patient is a precaution necessary foi the pre¬ 
vention of infection or contagion to the 
neighbouring population, the Commissioners 
shall order the patient to observe isolation and 
may direct the nearest relative in attendance 
on the patient, or the occupier of the building 
in which the patient is staying to arrange for 
the isolation of the patient in such manner and 
for such a period as may he approved by the 
Healtli Offieer, Sanitary Inspector or tbe 
registered medical practitioner: 

Provided that Commissioners shall not direct 
the patient to be removed from the building 
unless, in the opinion of the Health Officer or 
Sanitary Inspector or the registered medical 
practitioner, it is impossible to make proper 
arrangements for his isolation therein.

occupier of the building in which the patient 
is staying, specifying the time of removal and 
have the patient removed to a hospital or treat¬ 
ment camp in such manner as may be directed 
by the Health Officer or a registeied medical 
practitioner selected by the Commissioners for 
the purpose. 

9. Persons suffering from small-pox shall 
be segregated for six weeks from the date of 
appearance of the eruptions on the skin and in 
the case of Cholera, Plague, Diphtheria, 
Cerehro-spinal Meningitis and any other 
disease declared to he a dangerous disease by 
notification under section 3(n) (5) until the 
Health Officer or any registered medical prac¬ 
titioner certifies the patient to be free from 
infection. 

10. No person shall enter any place 
wherein a patient is isolated without the per¬ 
mission of ’the Health Officer or a registered 
medical practitioner.

11. Miscellaneous .—The Commissioners 
may order that any person who has, in their 
opinion or in the opinion of the Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or any registered medical 
practitioner, been exposed to infection from 
any dangerous disease shall take such drugs 
in "such quantities as may be specified bj the 
Health Officer or any registered medical practi¬ 
tioner, or shall submit himself to such vaccina¬ 
tion or inoculation, at such time, and place, as 
may be specified in the order.

Fine, Rs. 50. 

18. If the relatives or attendants of a per¬ 
son who has died of a dangerous disease are 
unable to adopt the measures referred to in by¬ 
law No. 16 for the removal of the corpse, the 
Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector or other 
persons referred to in that by-law shall himself 
arrange for the removal of the corpse in the 
manner directed by him and realize* the cost 
from the relatives or attendants of the dead 
person: 

Provided that in the case of the dead body 
of a pauper or if the relatives of the dead are 
too poor to pay, the cost shall be met from the 
municipal fund. 

19. The Health Officer, Sanitary Inspector 
or any other person authorized by the Commis¬ 
sioners in this behalf may, by a notice in 
writing, require any person to carry out or to 
allow to be carried out by such agency and 
within such time as may be specified in the 
notice, such measures for the disinfection or 
evacuation of any premises exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion from a dangerous disease in 
the occupation of such person or for the disin¬ 
fection or destruction of any of the personal 
effects of a patient as the said Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector or person may consider 
necessary. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

20. The Health Officer, Sanitary Inspector 
or any person authorized by the Commis¬ 
sioners in this behalf may, by a notice in 
writing, require the removal under such pre¬ 
cautions and within such period as may be 
specified in the notice of articles from a build¬ 
ing, where a dangerous disease has broken out, 
to a place for washing and disinfection pro¬ 
vided by the Commissioners. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

21. Where a public disinfecting station or 
a place for disinfection or washing of infected 
articles has not been provided by the Commis¬ 
sioners, clothes used by persons suffering from 
a dangerous disease other than those which 
can be burnt shall be stored in a separate 
room. Such clothes shall not be sent to a 
dhobi or washerman to be washed nor shall 
they he washed in any source of water-supply, 
before they have been disinfected to the satis¬ 
faction oI the Health Officer or Sanitary 
Inspector, 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

22. A dhobi or washerman shall not know¬ 
ingly take clothes from a house where any 
person is suffering from a dangerous disease. 
He^flhall cease from carrying on his profession 
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n the occurrence of any dangerous disease in 
he building occupied by him and shall not 
resume his profession till the building has 
een declared free from infection by the Health 
(fficer, Sanitary Inspector or any other person 
ppointed by the Commissioners in this behalf. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

23. On the occurrence of a dangerous 
disease in the building occupied by a dhobi, he 
shall keep with him all the clothes previously 
sent to him for washing till the written per¬ 
mission of the Health Officer, Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor or any other person appointed by the Com¬ 
missioners in this behalf haB been obtained for 
returning them to the owners after being dis¬ 
infected. 

Fine, Rs. 50. 

24. A dealer in food-stuffs, clothing or 
other articles shall cease from carrying on his 
occupation on the occurrence of any dangerous 
disease in the building occupied by lnm and 
shall not resume his occupation until he is pel- 
rnitted to do so by the Health Officer, Sanitary 
Inspector or any other person authorised by 
the Commissioners in this behalf. 

Fine, Its. 50. 

25. When the Commissioners are satisfied 
that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain 
sewer or cesspool is such as to cause the risk 
of an outbreak of any dangerous disease to the 
inhabitants of the neighbourhood, they may 
direct the occupier of the land or building on 
which such privy, urinal, drain sewer 
or cesspool is situated to disinfect 
or to allow an officer of the 
Commissioners to disinfect the same with such 
disinfectants in such quantities and at such 
times as may bo specified by them.

Hi/-laws for the prevention of the spread of 

plague and the destruction of rodents , etc. 

1. Rat-proof bins or receptacles .—When 
required by the Commissioners to do so for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of plague, 
every owner or occupier of a building shall 
provide therein a rat-proof bin or receptacle 
for the temporary deposit of food residue, cups, 
plates and other utensils prior to washing. 

2. Rat-pro of dust bins .—The Commis¬ 
si oners may provide rat-proof dust bins for the 
depositing of sewage, rubbish and offensive 
matter. 

3. Notification of rat mortality .—When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by boat of 
drums prompt notification of cases of mortality 
among rats in any building or on any land; 
whereupon the owner or occupier of such build¬ 
ing or land shall forthwith give information 
of any such occurrence to the Health Officer or 
the Commissioners either personally or in 
writing. 

4. Rat destruction .—Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
destruction of rats as a measure to prevent the 
outbreak or spread of plague within the muni¬ 
cipality, it shall be lawful for the Commis¬ 
sioners to make necessary arrangements for 


such destruction by smoking rat holes and by 
placing rat traps and rat poison baits in any 
building, or laud consistently with the safety 
of the building and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rats. —When required 
by the Commissioners to do so for 
the prevention of any outbreak or 
spread of plague, the owner or 
occupier of every building or land in which 
a dead rat is found shall forthwith place it in 
kerosene oil, until its disposal by burning can 
he arranged. 

6. Disinfection. —When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
the outbreak or spread of plague, the owner or 
occupier of a building shall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at such intervals as 
may be fixed by the Commissioners, of the floor 
and walls (up to a height of three feet from 
the floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosene oil emulsion prepared by boiling half 
a pound of hard soap in half a gallon of water, 
to which four gallons of kerosene oil have been 
subsequently mixed. 

7. Disinfection .—The owner or occupier ol 
a building in which a case of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and dis¬ 
charges from buboes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of one 
teaspoonful to a pint of water or in any other 
active germicidal solution. 

8. Disinfection of room of pneumonic 
plague cases. —The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of the room in 
which a case of pneumonic plague has occur¬ 
red with formalin, gas or with other suitable 
disinfectants. 

9. Arrangement for immunisation .—The 
Commissioners may by heat of drum announce 
the arrangements made for anti-plague inocu¬ 
lation; whereupon every person shall be bound 
to get himself inoculated; provided that no 
person shall be bound to take inoculation who 
owing to constitutional disability or on medi¬ 
cal grounds is certified by a registered medical 
practitioner to be unlit for such inoculation. 

10. Penalty. —Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 
shall he punishable with a fine which may 
extend to Its. 50. 

By-laws for the prevention of rahies in men 
and animals. 

1. The Commissioners may require by beat 
of drum ill at all dogs, wherever led or taken 
out into a public street, or a public place shall 
bo properly muzzled with a leather strap or any 
other similar contrivance. 

2. Any person who has in his possession 
any dog which he knows or has reason to 
believe to be suffering from rabies or to have 
boon bitten or snapped at by any dog, jackal 
or any other animal suffering from rahies or 
suspected to be suffering from rabies shall 
immediately intimate the fact in writing to the 
Commissioners and also to the Health Officer. 

3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering#from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may he required by the Commissioners. 
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4 Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the' by-laws shall he punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Es. 50. 

By-laws for the control of malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting*, it shall be law¬ 
ful for the Commissioners to treat all tanks, 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with larvucides. 

2. The owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall when required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing treat such drain or 
cesspool with proper larvacides as a measure 
for the destruction of mosquitoes at intervals 
of not more than 10 days, provided that the 
necessary materials are supplied by the Com¬ 
missioners. The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves arrange for such measure being taken 
by their own staff. 

3. The Commissioners may by notice in 
writing require the owner of any land to pro¬ 
vide subsoil drains in order to improve its sani¬ 
tary conditions provided that there is a suit¬ 
able outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to be speci¬ 
fied in Hindi notice, provide mosquito-pool 
coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall construct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 

5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for storage of water in his pre¬ 
mises to he made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern or 
reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions : — 

(a) The lid shall he well fitted and of a 

pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, Pul die Health 
Department, and shall he kept (dosed 
by strong bolts and nuts or shall he 
secured by lock and key. The lids 
should not he opened until required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Commissioners in that behalf 
or for repair works. 

(b) The warning pipe or the overflow pipe 

attached to the cistern or reserve 
tank a hall be protected by a per¬ 
forated metal cap of a standard 
pattern approved by the Health Offi¬ 
cer or the Municipal Engineer or the 
Chief Engineer of the Public Health 
Department. 

(c) The punch holes in tJhe cisterns or 

reserve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall be either utilised for 
connecting pipes or properly closed. 

(d) Water gauges necessitating an aperture 

in the roof or the sides of the cistern 
or reserve tank shall be mosquito- 
proof. 

(e) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 

water closets should be of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 


(/) If the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid as an alternative, every 
opening shall be covered with a 
mosquito-proof screen consisting of 
wire-netting of at least sixteen 
meshes to the inch each way or any 
other material which will effectively 
prevent ingress or egress of mosqui¬ 
toes. In the case of non-provision 
of mosquito screen all unscreened 
containers shall be completely 
emptied every sevon days and 
thoroughly cleaned and dried. 

G. No new water connection shall be given 
to any building until the storage cisterns 
installed therein have been inspected and 
certified to he mosquito-proof by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or any 
other competent person authorized by the 
Commissioners in tJhis behalf. 

7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be numbered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 

8. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush cis¬ 
tern shall he kept in good repair or shall be 
replaced by new ones when necessary. 

9. If any cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern he found on examination by the Health 
Officer or any other officer appointed by the 
Commissioners to do such work, to be non- 
mosquito-proof or otherwise not in conformity 
with any of the aforesaid conditions he may by 
written notice require the owner or occupier 
of the premises-— 

(a) to replace the same, or 

(b) to make such alteration therein as may 

he specified in the notice. 

10. If any notice issued under by-law 9 
is not complied with within seven days from 
the date of service thereof, the Commissioners 
may forthwith carry out (lie work ami the 
costs thereof shall be payable by the person on 
whom the notice was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any de¬ 
partment of Government have constructed 
any work with the object of prevention of 
breeding of mosquitoes, the owner or occupier 
of the premises on which such works stand 
shall prevent Hindi premises being used in any 
manner whatsoever that is likely to cause the 
deterioration or lessening of the efficiency of 
such work. 

12. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
tlie foregoing by-laws, viz., 2, 4, 5, 8, 10 and 
]] shall be liable to a fine which may extend 
to Its. 50. 

13. Any person who without the consent 
of the Commissioners interferes with, or in¬ 
jures or destroys or renders useless any works 
executed or any materials or things placed in, 
under or upon any premises, by or under the 
authority of the Commissioners referred to in 
by-luws 1, 2 ami 10 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to Hs. 50. 

By-laws for prevention of the spread of disease 
by flies or other insects, 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other pre¬ 
pared articles of food and every vendor or 
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hawker of such articles shall keep the same in 
a glass-case or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 

2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by a notice iD writing, make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, provide fly-proof recep¬ 
tacles for the collection of rubbish and other 
offensive matter until these can he deposited in 
such place as may he provided by the Commis¬ 
sioners for the purpose. 

4. Whoever commits u breach of any of 
the by-laws 1 to 3 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees, and in the 
case of a continuing offence to an additional 
fine which may extend to five rupees per diem. 

Jhj-laws regulating rag-flock manufacture and 
trade in rags and bones. 

1. Tn these by-laws—“rag-flock” means 
flock which has I men produced wholly or part¬ 
ly by tearing up woven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but does not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process of 
scouring and finishing or newly woven or 
newly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 

2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for side any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags or use for the making of any article of 
upholstery, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it, conforms to the standard pres¬ 
cribed below and unless such flock has been 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The amount of soluble chlorine (as chlorides) 
removed by thorough washing with distilled 
water at a temperature not exceeding 25° 
centigrade from not less than JO grammes of 
a well-mixed sample of rag-flock shall not 
exceed 31) parts of chlorine in ]00,000 parts of 
the flock. 

3. No person shall trade in rags or in 
second hand clothing nr bedding, unless the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners are satis¬ 
fied about the cleanliness of such articles and 
also about the freedom of such articles from 
infection of any dangerous disease. 

4. No person shall trade in hones or pro¬ 
ducts of bones unless such articles have been 
disinfected before importation or exposure 
of sale, to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners. 

5. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 2 to 4 shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to fifty rupees. 

lig-huv regard mg disposal of refuse or waste 
matter or other matter or thing contami¬ 
nated with or exposed to infection or 
contagion . 

No person shall dispose of any refuse, waste 
matter nr other matter or tiling, which has 
been contaminated with or exposed to infec¬ 
tion or contagion, except by burning or 
burial, after proper disinfection, at a safe 
distance from sources of water-supply.

Draft Rules. 

Definitions. 

(1) “Health Officer” means any person appointed by Government, 

either by name or by virtue of his office, to be Health Officer 
of a port, and includes an Additional or Assistant Port 
Health Officer, and any officer appointed by Government, 
either by name or by virtue of his office, to perform any of 
the duties of a Health Officer of a port. 

(2) The term “infected” when used with reference to any articles 

includes all articles considered by the Health Officer to be 
infected with any of the diseases specified in these rules. 

(3) The term “infected port” means any port which Government 

may, by notification, declare to be infected with any of the 
diseases specified in rule 1 of these rules. 

(4) “Medical Officer" (of a vessel) means any person holding modi* 

cal charge of a vessel. 

in) “Calling at port". —A vessel shall be regarded as having called 
at a port if either it berthed at a quay at that port for anv 
purpose whatsoever or if having berthed elsewhere in the 
said port, it was in communication with the shore for a pur¬ 
pose other than was strictly necessary for the landing of 
mails or passengers and their luggage, or for the embarking 
of mails or passengers with or without their luggage, who 
had not in any way communicated with such port and wffio 
had disembarked from a healthy vessel and had not been 
exposed to infection in such port.” 

(fi) Observation .—The word “observation” signifies the isolation of 
persons whether on board vessel or at a sanitary station 
before they obtained free pratique. 

(7) Surveillance .—The word “surveillance” means that persons are 

not isolated, that they receive free pratique immediately, 
but the authorities of the several- places whither they are 
bound are informed of their coming and they are subjected 
to a medical examination with a view f to ascertaining their 
state of health. 

(8) ( 1 reu \—The word “crew” includes any person who is not on 

board for (he sole purpose of travelling from one country to 
another, but who is employed in some way in the vessel’s 
service or by persons on board or in con M*et.ion with the 
cargo. 

(9^ lhi\j .—The word “day” means an interval of 24 hours. 
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Part I. 

Rules to be observed at ports in India on the arrival of vessels. 

1. The diseases to which the rules in this part apply are:—(1) 
Plague, (2) Cholera, (3) Y r ellow Fever, (4) Typhus, (ft) Small-pox, (6) 
Chicken-pox, (7) Oorohro-spimtl Meningitis, (8) Diphtheria, (9) Relap¬ 
sing fever, (10) Jigger, and (11) Influenzal pneumonia. 

2. The master of every vessel arriving at any port subject to these 
rules shall show, until the vessel is free from control under these rules, 
a signal which shall he whichever of the undermentioned signals is 
appropriate: 

(a) by day, during the whole of the time between sunrise and sun¬ 
set, when the ship is within three miles of the coast or is 
within the limits of a district,— 

(i) the Flag Signal Q: meaning- -‘buy ship is healthy and 1 
request free pratique”, 

(ii) the Two Flag Signal CJQ : meaning— “my ship is suspected”, 
vide Rules 17, 22, 27, 32, 34 and 38, or 

(Hi) the Two Flag Signal QL: meaning—‘buy ship is infected”, 
ride llu!os 17, 22, 27. 82, .‘14, 38. 40 and 40. 

(h) by night, during the whole of the time between sunset and sun¬ 
rise but only when the vessel is within three miles of coast 
a signal comprising a red light over a white light, the lights 
being not more than six feet apart, and meaning— 4 T have 
not free pratique”. 

The night signal shall he shown at the peak or other conspicuous 
place where it can best be seen. 

Provided that the authorities at a port may. with the previous 
approval of Government, notify supplementary signals not conflicting 
with the Tnlernational Code, for use by vessels visiting the port, 
frequently. 

3. The master of any vessel fitted with a suitable wireless trans¬ 
mitting apparatus shall, when not less than 12 hours out from any 
port, send to the Health Officer, either directly or through an agent 
approved by the Health Officer, a wireless message, embodying all such 
of the items of information set out in the Standard Quarantine ess- 
ages of the International Code of Signals as are applicable: 

provided that the authorities at a port may, with the previous 
approval of Government, notify supplementary signals not 
conflicting with the International Code, for use by vessels 
visiting the port frequently. 

4. Cases of sickness or death occurring subsequent to the transmis¬ 
sion of an earlier message shall be notified separately before the ai rival 
of the vessel in the port. 
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Note. —The telegraphic address of the various Health Officers is 
“Quarantine” and the items of the Standard Quarantine Messages of 
the International Code of Signals are reproduced below: —

Mb!RAT—My crew (jonsjsts of number indicated passengers. 

Item IX. 

ME SEC—I do not propose to disembark any passengers. 

METIK—1 propose to disembark number indicated passengers of 
class indicated. 
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5. On arrival at a port, the master shall, at the earlist opportunity, 
report to the pilot or other boarding officer all matters that have occur¬ 
red during the voyage which might affect the classification of the 
vessel as “infected”, “suspected” or “healthy” and any sickness or 
deaths from any cause, and the pilot or other boarding officer shall 
promptly communicate such report, to the Health Officer, provided that 
in the case of healthy vessels and vessels that are classed as “suspect¬ 
ed”, not on account of the occurrence of any disease on board hut mere¬ 
ly by reason that they have sailed from or touched at a particular port, 
it shall be permissible for the pilot or other hoarding officer if acting 
on the general or special advice of the Health Officer to treat the vessel 
as “healthy” and allow pratique. 

6. If after a vessel has arrived within port limits a case or suspect¬ 
ed case of any of the diseases enumerated in Rule 1 occurs on board, 
the master shall hoist the signal prescribed in Rule 2 for “infected 
vessels”, shall stop all com muni cat ion with the shore and shall immedi¬ 
ately report the circumstances to the Health Officer. 

7. Every medical profit inner, who becomes cognizant that any 
passenger on hoard or recently disembarked from any vessel or any 
member of the crew or any person employed on hoard any vessel in the 
port is suffering from any of the diseases mentioned in Rule 1, shall 
immediately give notice thereof by telephone and in writing to the 
Health Officer. 

8. All infected or suspected vessels shall stop at such place os 
Government shall by order provide and shall not enter any dock or 
come alongside any wharf nr have communication with the shore until 
authorised to do so by the Health Officer nr in the conditions specified 
in the proviso to Rule by the pilot or other hoarding officer. 

9. So long as the signals showing that the vessel is “infected” or 
“suspected” are shown, no tindal or other person in charge of or navi¬ 
gating any boat shall attempt to take it alongside such vessel except 
with the permission of the Health Officer, and no person other than a 
pilot or an official acting in the execution of these Rules shall board 
or leave any “infected” or “suspected” vessel without the written per¬ 
mission of the Health Officer. 

10. Healthy vessels which, while in port, desire to have no com¬ 
munication with the shore shall, on arrival, hoist the code over Q flag 
by day and by night the “International Code Signal” meaning—“T 
have not free prut it pie” specified in Rule 2; provided that a vessel shall 
only he treated as having no communication with the shore under this 
rule if making a call of 12 hours or less, and provided that the vessel 
remains out in the stream and does not enter locked areas or moor along¬ 
side any quay. 

Such vessels shall he subject to such restrictions as the Health Offi¬ 
cer may direct and he guarded by the port sanitary police until 
departure. 

11. In the ease of all infected vessels the Health Officer shall, and 
in the case of all other vessels tin* Health Officer may proceed on hoard 
and examine the vessel, and the master shall give him every facility 
for the examination of the passengers, crew, personal effects, cargo, 
provisions, water supply and any part of the vessel the Health Officer 
considers it necessary to examine. The Health Officer may require a 
declaration, written or on oath, from the medical officer (if any) of the 
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vessel or from the master or from both, whether any death or sickness 
from an unknown or suspicious cause or any case of any of the diseases 
enumerated in Rule 1 has occurred on board the vessel either during 
llie voyage or before her departure, and with reference to plague, 
whether any unusual mortality has been observed among rats. If the 
Health Officer is satisfied that such deaths or cases of sickness as may 
have occurred were not due to any of the diseases enumerated in Rule 
1, he shall permit the vessel to proceed to the usual place of anchorage 
or berth in harbour and to discharge passengers and cargo without any 
further restriction. If he is not so satisfied, he shall proceed as pro¬ 
vided in these rules. Inspection by the Health Officer under this Rule 
will not ho undertaken between sunset nnd sunrise except in such un¬ 
usual circumstances as justify a departure from the usual rule. 

12. As file result of every inspect ion the Health Officer shall finally 
classify the vessel as infected, suspected or healthy, in accordance with 
the definitions given hereafter. 

13. All enftos of Plague, Cholera, Yellow Fever, Typhus and Small¬ 
pox shall be removed from a vessel on diagnosis by the Health Officer. 
Tltt* removal of persons who have been in contact with such cases may 
he enforced by the Health Officer if after full consideration of the cir¬ 
cumstances he considers that such removal is necessary to prevent the 
sjnead of tiie disease. 

In the case of 1 lie other diseases mentioned in Rule l, the removal 
of such sick persons and their contacts as are bound for an onward port 
shall be enforced by the Health Officer only if he considers such action 
necessary on account of luck of facilities for isolation or treatment on 
hoard the vessel. 

Whenever a person suffering from one of the diseases mentioned in 
Rule 1 remains on* hoard, the Health Officer may at his discretion, limit 
communication with the shore. 

14. The Health Officer shall inform the Municipal or Corporation 
Health Officer in all cases in which lie arranges for the conveyance of 
a patient to a sanatorium or hospital or other place within municipal 
or corporation limits, and shall furnish the Municipal or Corporation 
Health Officer with the address of any private residence to which he 
permits the removal of a patient. 

Iff. Where plague, cholera, or small-pox, is the disease on account 
of which the vessel is deemed to be infected, the Health Officer shall 
offer free of charge inoculation, vaccination or re-vaccination to all 
prisons willing to be operated upon and shall cause to he inoculated or 
vaccinated, if their guardians or those in cluirgc of them consent, all 
minors whom he may consider to he in a suitable physical condition 
for such operation. 

Lb. In the case of a vessel infected or suspected to he infected with 
any of the diseases enumerated jti Rule 1, the Health Officer muy, when¬ 
ever he considers it necessary and practicable, intimate by letter or 
telegram to the health authorities of the Presidency, Province or 
Indian State concerned, the date of departure, route, number of per¬ 
sons and ultimate destination in the respective Presidency, Province 
or Indian State of the passengers from the Bttid vessel. 
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SrECIAL HULES ON ACCOUNT OF PLAGUE. 

17. Infected vessel . —A vessel shall be regarded as infected— 

M) if it has a case of human plague on board; 

(2) or if a case of human plague broke out more than six days 

after embarkation; 

(3) or if plague-infected rats are found on board. 

Suspected vessel, —A vessel shall be regarded as suspected: — 

(1) if a case of human plague broke out in the first six days after 

embarkation; 

(2) or if investigations regarding rats have shown the existence of 

an unusual mortality without determining the cause thereof. 

The vessel shall continue to be regarded as suspected until it has 
been subjected to the measures prescribed by these* rules at a suitably 
equipped port. 

Healthy vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as healthy, notwith¬ 
standing its having come from an infected port, if there has been no 
human or rat plague on board eillier at the time of departure, or during 
the voyage, or on arrival and tin* investigations regarding rats have 
not shown the existence of an unusual mortality ami, when unusual 
mortality among rats has been observed, expert examination has proved 
that this mortality was not due to plague. 

18. In the case of plague-infected vessels, the following measures 
shall be taken before pratique is given: — 

(1) The vessel shall bo inspected and all persons on board shall be 

medically examined; 

(2) All persons suffering from plague or suspected to be suffering 

from plague shall be disembarked and isolated. 

(d) In the case of persons who have been in contact with,a case of 
plague, the medical officer, after taking into consideration 
the date of the last case, the condition of the vessel, and all 
the circumstances, may either— 

(a) isolate any such person; or 
(h) place him under surveillance; or 

(c) first isolate him and then place him under surveillance: 

provided that no person shall be isolated or left under surveil¬ 
lance for a period extending in the aggregate beyond six 
dayB after the date of the arrival of the vessel in the port. 

During any period of isolation or surveillance the members of 
the crew may be prohibited from leaving the vessel, 
except for the purposes of their duty, and after notifica¬ 
tion to the Health Officer. 

(4) Bedding which lias been used, soiled linen, wearing apparel 

and other articles which, in the opinion of the Health Offi¬ 
cer, are infected shall be disinfected and, if necessary, dis¬ 
infected ; 
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(5) The parts of the vessel which have been occupied by persons 

suffering from plague or which, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer, are infected shall be disinsected and, if necessary, 
disinfected. 

(6) The Health Officer may require deratisation before the dis¬ 

charge of cargo, if he is of opinion, having regard to the 
nature of the cargo and the way in which it is loaded that 
it is possible to effect a total destruction of rats before dis¬ 
charge. In this case, the vessel may not be subjected to a 
further deratisation after discharge. In other eases the 
complete destruction of rodents on board shall be effected 
when the holds are empty. In the case of vessels in ballast, 
this process shall be carried out as soon as possible before 
taking cargo. 

(7) When before or during the course of discharge of cargo, plague- 

infected rats are found on board, or when it has been estab¬ 
lished that there exists on board an unusual mortality 
among rats, the cause which has not been determined, 
the Health Officer may require the fumigation of the ship 
before, or during the discharge of cargo, and if during the 
course of discharge, or after the discharge of cargo, live 
rats are again found, a fresh fumigation may be carried out 
if the master approves; but only one of the fumigations 
thus effected shall be done at the expense of the vessel. 


If a vessel is to discharge a part of its cargo only, and if the Health 
Officer considers that it is impossible to carry out complete deratisation, 
the said vessel may remain fk the port for the time required to dis¬ 
charge that part of its cargo,'provided that all precautions, including 
isolation, are taken to the satisfaction of the Health Officer to prevent, 
rats from passing from the vessel to the shore, either during unloading 
oi otherwise. 

The discharge of cargo shall be carried out under the control of 
the Health Officer, who shall take all measures necessary to prevent the 
staff employed on this duty from becoming infected. The staff shall be 
subjected to observation or to surveillance for a period not exceeding 
six days from the time when they have ceased to work at the unloading 
of the vessel. 

19. When the measures prescribed in Rule 18 have been duly taken 
in respect of any infected vessel tlm Health Officer shall, by written 
older, grant pratique: provided that, if a case of plague or of illness 
suspected to be plague, occurs on board subsequent to the grant of the 
above certificate, the certificate shall become invalid and the vessel 
again becomes subject to the requirements of the rule" regarding in¬ 
fected vessels. 

20. In the case of plague-suspected vessels, the measures specified 
in (1), (4), (5) and (6) of Rule 18 shall be taken at the discretion of the 
Health Officer before pratique is given. In addition, the crew and 
passengers may be subjected to surveillance or observation, the duration 
of which, dating from tho arrival of the vessel, shall not exceed six 
days. The crew may, during the same period, be prevented from 
leaving the vessel except on duty notified to the Health Officer, 
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21. Healthy vessels shall bo admitted to free pratique. The only 
measures which the Health Officer may take as regards these vessels are 
the following: — 

(0 medical inspection as prescribed in Rule 11; 

(h) destruction of rats on board in exceptional cases and for well- 
founded reasons which shall be communicated in writing to 
the master of the vessel; 

(iii) the crew and passengers may be subjected to surveillance 
during a period which shall not exceed bix days reckoned 
from the date on which the vessel loft the infected port. 
The crew may (luring the same period be prevented from 
leaving the vessel except on duty notified to the Health 
Officer. 


SrKciAL Hulks on account of Cholera. 

22. Infected vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as infected if 
there is a case of cholera on board or if there has been a case of cholera 
during the five days previous to the arrival of the vessel in port. 

Suspected vessel ,—A vessel shall be regarded as suspected if there 
has been a case of cholera at the time of departure or during the voy¬ 
age, but no fresh case in the five days previous to arrival. The vessel 
shall continue to be regarded as suspected until it has beer subjected to 
the measures prescribed by these rules. 

Healthy vessel .—A vessel shall be considered healthy, although 
arriving from an infected port or having on board persons proceeding 
from an infected area, if there has been no case of cholera either at the 
time of departure, during the voyage, or on arrival. 

Cases presenting th« clinical symptoms of cholera, in which no 
cholera vibrios have been found or in which vibrios not strictly con¬ 
forming to the character of cholera vibrios have been found, shrill be 
subject to all measures required in the ease of cholera. 

23, In the case of cholera-infected vessels, the following measures 
shall Intaken before pratique is given: — 

(1) The vessel shall be inspected and all persons on board shall be 

medically examined. 

(2) All persons suffering from cholera, or suspected to be suffering 

from cholera shall be disembarked and isolated. 

(3) The members of the crew and the passengers may he disembark¬ 

ed and either be kept under observation or subjected to sur¬ 
veillance for a period not exceeding* five clear days from the 
(lute of arrival of the vessel, provided that persons satisfy¬ 
ing the Health Officer that they have been protected against 
cholera by vaccination effected within the preceding six 
months excluding the last six days thereof may be subject¬ 
ed to surveillance but not to observation. 

(4) Bedding whi-li has been used, soiled linen, wearing apparel 

and oilier articles, including foodstuffs, which, in the 
opinion of the Health Officer of the port, have been recently 
contaminated, shall be disinfected. 
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(5) The parts of the ship that have been occupied by persons in¬ 
fected with cholera or that the Health Officer regards as in¬ 
fected, shall be disinfected. 

(fi) Unloading shall be carried out under the supervision of the 
Health Officer who shall take nil measures necessary to pre¬ 
vent the spread of infection, including the placing of the 
personnel employed on the unloading under observation or 
surveillance for a period not exceeding five days from the 
time when they ceased unloading. 

(7) If the drinking water stored on board is suspected by Hie Health 
Officer, he shall cause it to be emptied out after it has been 
disinfected, and to be replaced afler disinfection of the tanks 
and filters by a supply of wholesome drinking water, 

(\H) The Health Officer may prohibit the emptying of water ballast 
in port without previous disinfection if it has been taken 
in at an infected port. 

(9) The Health Officer may require human dejecta and the waste 
water of the vessel to be disinfected before they are discharged 
from the vessel. 


24. Choi era-suspected vessels. —In the case of cholera-suspected 
vessels, the measures specified in (1), (4), (T>), (7), (8) and (9) of Rule 
23 shall be taken at the discretion of the Health Officer before pratique 
is given. 

In addition, the crow and passengers may be subjected to surveillance 
the duration of which, dating from the arrival of the vessel, and shall 
not exceed five days. The crew may, during the same period, be pre¬ 
vented from leaving the vessel except on duty notified to the Health 
Officer. 

25. Clinical Cholera. —Tf the vessel lias been declared infected or 
suspected on account only of a ease on board presenting the clinical 
features of cholera, and two bacteriological examinations, made with an 
interval of not less than 24 hours between them, have not revealed the 
presence of cholera or other suspected vibrios, the vessel shall be con¬ 
sidered healthy. 

2(\. Healthy vessels shall be admitted to free pratique. The only 
measures which the Health Officer may take as regards these vessels are 
those specified in (1), (3), (7), (8) and (9) of Rule 23. 


Special Rules on account of Yellow Fever. 

27, Infected vessel. —A vessel shall be regarded as infected if there 
is a case of yellow fever on hoard, or if there was one at the time (tf 
departure or during the voyage. 

Suspected vessel. —A vessel shall ]be regarded as suspected, if, 
although there has been no case of yellow fever, it arrives after a voyage 
of less than six days from an infected port or from a port in close 
relation with an endemic centre of yellow fever, or if it arrives after a 
voyage of more than six days and there iR reason to believe that it may 
carry from the said port adult stegomyia (aedes egypti) or other mos¬ 
quitoes which are considered capable of transmitting the disease. 
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Healthy vessel. — A vessel shall ho regarded as healthy notwithstand¬ 
ing its having come from an infected port, if on arriving after a voyage 
of more than six days it has had no case of yellow fever on board and 
either there is no reason to believe that it transports mosquitoes believed 
to be capable of transmittting yellow fever, or it is proved to the satis¬ 
faction of the Health Officer: — 

(a) that the vessel, during its stay in the port of departure, was 
moored at a distance of at least 200 metres from the inhabited 
shore and at such a distance from harbour vessels (pontoons, 
etc.), as to make the access of mosquitoes improbable. 

(h) or that the vessel, at the time of departure, was effectively fumi¬ 
gated in order to destroy mosquitoes. 

28. The only port of entry in India open to vesseds infected with 
yellow fever is the port of Bombay. 

29. In the case of vessels infected with yellow fever, the following 
measures shall be taken before pratique is given: — 

(1) The vessel shall be inspected and all persons on board shall be 

medically examined. 

(2) All persons suffering from yellow fever, or suspected to be suffer¬ 

ing from yellow fever, shall be disembarked and those of 
them who are in the first five days of the disease shall be 
isolated in such a manner as to prevent the access of any 
mosquitoes to them. 

(3) All other persons who disembark shall be kept tinder observation 

during a period which shall not exceed six days reckoned 
from the date of their disembarkation. 

(4) Tim vessel shall be moored al such distance, not being less than 

200 metres, from the inhabited shore and from all other 
vessels, as will render the access of mosquitoes from shore 
to vessel or from vessel to shore improbable. 

(o) The destruction of mosquitoes in all phases of growth shall he 
carried out on hoard, as far as possible before discharge of 
cargo; if discharge is carried out before the destruction of 
mosquitoes, the personnel employed shall be subjected to 
observation or to surveillance for a period not exceeding six 
days from the time when they ceased unloading. 

30. Yellow fever suspected vessel. —V esse Is suspected of yellow 
fever may be subjected to the measures specified in (1), (3), (4) and (;>) 
of ltule 29 before pratique is granted. 

Nevertheless, if the voyage has lasted less than six days and if the 
vessel complies with the conditions specified under paragraphs (a) and 
(h) of Rule 27 relating to healthy vessels, the vessel shall be subjected to 
the measures prescribed by Rule 29 (1) and (3) only and to fumigation. 

When 30 days have been completed after the departure of the vessel 
from the infected port, and no case lias occurred during the voyage, the 
vessel may be granted free pratique subject to preliminary fumigation 
should the Health Officer consider this to be necessary. 

31. Healthy vessels. —Healthy vessels shall be granted free pratique 
after medical inspection. 
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Special Rules on account of Typhus. 

32. Infected vessel .—A vessel ahull be regarded as infected if during 
the voyage or at the time of arrival it has had or has one or more cases 
of typhus on board. 

Suspected vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as suspected if there 
has been no ease of typhus on board but it carries any person or persons 
who, within the twelve days prior to arrival, left an area where typhus 
was epidemic at the time of their departure. 

33. In the case of infected vessels, the following measures shall be 
taken : — 

(1) The vessel shall be inspected and all persons on board shall be 

medically examined. 

(2) All persons suffering from typhus, or suspected to be suffering 

from typhus, shall be disembarked, isolated and deloused. 

(3) Other persons reasonably suspected to harbour lice, or to have 

been exposed to infection, shall also be deloused and may 
be subjected to surveillance during a period which shall be 
specified, but which in any event shall not exceed 12 days, 
reckoned from the date of delousing. 

(4) Bedding which lias been used, linen, wearing apparel, and other 

articles which the Health Officer considers to be infected, shall 
be disinsected. 

(5) The parts of the vessel which have been occupied by persons 

infected with typhus and which the Health Officer regards 
as infected shall be disinsected. 

33. (a) typhus-suspected vessels .—Vessels suspected of typhus may 

be subjected to the measures specified in (1), (3) and (4) of Rule 33 before 
pratique is given. 

( h ) Healthy vessels .—Vessels not infected or suspected according to 
the definitions given in Rule 32 shall be treated as healthy and given 
free pratique. 


Special Rules on account of Smallpox. 

34. Infected vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as infected if, dur¬ 
ing the voyage or at the time of arrival, it bus had or has one or more 
cases of small-pox on board. 

Suspected vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as suspected if there 
has been no case of small-pox on board during the voyage but it has on 
board any person, unprotected by vaccination, from an area where small¬ 
pox was epidemic, within 14 days prior to arrival. 

35. In the case of infected vessels the following measures shall be 
taken before pratique is given : — 

(1) The vessel shall be inspected and all persons on board shall be 

medically examined. 

(2) All persons suffering from small-pox, or suspected to be suffer¬ 

ing from small-pox, shall be disembarked and isolated. 
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(3) Other persons reasonably suspected to have been exposed to 

infection on board, and who, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer are not sufficiently protected by recent vaccination, 
or by a previous attack of small-pox, may be subjected to 
vaccination, if willing, and in the case of minors if their 
guardians or those in charge of them consent, to surveillance; 
or, if they are unwilling to be vaccinated, may be subjected 
to observation, the period of surveillance or observation be¬ 
ing specified according to circumstances, but, in any event, 
not exceeding 14 days reckoned from the date of arrival of 
the vessel. 

(4) Bedding which has been used, soiled linen, wearing apparel, 

and other articles which the Health Officer considers to have 
been recently infected, shall be disinfected. 

(ft) Only the parts of the vessel which have been occupied by persons 
ill with small-pox and which the Health Officer regards as 
infected, shall he disinfected. 

3(>. Small-pox suspected vessels .—Vessels suspected of small-pox 
may he subjected to the measures specified in (1), (3) and (4) of Rule 35 
before pratique is given. 

37. Healthy vessels .—Vessels not infected or suspected according 
to the definitions given in Rule 34 shall be treated as healthy and given 
free pratique. 


SPECIAL RlTLKS ON ACCOUNT OF CHICKEN-POX, CKRFJMtO-gPINAT. MENINGITIS, 
DU’HTHEHIA ANJ) HELAPSING FF.VEIi. 

38. Infected vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as infected if there 
is a case of one of these diseases on board, or if there have been one 
or more cases within fourteen days prior to arrival. 

Suspected vessel .—A vessel shall be regarded as suspected if there 
has been a case of one of these diseases on board, but no fresh case 
within 14 days prior to arrival. 

Provided that a vessel shall no longer he regarded as suspected if 
a period of at least 14 days has elapsed since the occurrence of any case 
before her arrival at a previous port of call and the Health Officer is 
satisfied that she has been subjected to proper medical examination and 
that ull necessary precautions have been taken. 

39. In the event of a vessel being classed as infected or suspected 
on account of any of the above-mentioned diseases, the Health Officer, 
before pratique is given,— 

(1) shall arrange for the conveyance of any person Buffering or sus¬ 
pected to be suffering from such disease to a sanatorium or 
hospital, unless the sick person or his friends can make ade¬ 
quate provision elsewhere to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer; but he shall not enforce the removal from the vessel 
of any passenger or passengers bound for an onward port 
except as provided for in Rule 13. 
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(2) may detain under observation or keep under surveillance per¬ 

sons whom he suspects of having been exposed on hoard to 
infection with relapsing fever, during a period which, 
reckoned from the date of arrival of the vessel must not 
exceed 14 days and may cause any such persons to be de- 
loused; 

(3) may direct such bedding, soiled linen, wearing apparel, and 

articles belonging to the crew and passengers as lie considers 
to be infected, to be disinfected or disinsected; 

(4) may order that any portion of the vessel that has actually been 

exposed to contamination or is in a filthy or insanitary condi¬ 
tion, or which he considers likely to be infected, shall be 
disinfected and cleansed as he may direct. 

Special Rules on account of Jigger. 

40. / nfacted vessel. —A vessel shall be regarded as infected if it 
lias on board or lias had on board during the voyage any person suffer¬ 
ing from Jigger. 

41. In the case of infected vessel before pratique is given— 

(1) the Health Officer shall examine every person on hoard whom 

he has reason to consider as having been exposed to infection 
with Jigger and any person or persons found to be suffering 
therefrom shall be removed to hospital for treatment; 

(2) the clothes, bedding and personal effects of infected persons 

shall be disinfected and the Health Officer may, in his dis¬ 
cretion, order the disinfection of the clothes, bedding, etc., 
of all persons on board; 

(3) any part of the vessel which in the opinion of the Health Officer 

is infected shall be disinfected; 

(4) the ballast of such vessel, if of earth or sand, shall not he landed 

without the permission, in writing, of the Health Officer, 
who, if he considers necessary, may order that it shall he 
discharged into the sea/river at such places as shall be 
appointed for the purpose by Government. 

42. Vessels not infected according to the definition given in Rule 
40 shall be treated as healthy and given free pratique. 

Special Rules on account of Influenzal Pneumonia. 

43. Infected vessel. —A vessel shall be regarded as infected if there 
is a case of influenzal pneumonia on board at the time of arrival or 
if there was a case on hoard within five days previous to arrival. 

44. (a) In the case of an infected vessel— 

(1) The Health Officer shall examine every person on board whom 
lie has reason to consider has been exposed to infection with 
influenzal pneumonia, and, subject to the conditions pre¬ 
scribed in Rule 13, any person or persons found to be suffer¬ 
ing from influenzal pneumonia shall be disembarked and 
isolated. 
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(2) Bedding which has been used, soiled linen, wearing apparel 
and oilier articles which the Health Officer considers to have 
been recently infected or exposed to infection, shall he dis¬ 
infected. 

(/>) Vessels not infected, according to the definition given in Kule 
43, shall be treated as “healthy” and given five pratique. 

limns AI'PI.H'A BJ.E TO AJ,I. DISK ASKS MENTIONED IN lllJJ.E 1. 

45. (]) The master of any vessel coining under these rules shall 

comply with all directions which the Health Officer may consider neces¬ 
sary under them. 

(2) In exercise of the functions imposed upon him by the foregoing 
rules, the Health Officer shall attach due importance to the presence on 
board the vessel of a medical officer and to the provision on board the 
vessel of suitable apparatus for disinfection, disinsectisation and des¬ 
truction of rats, and shall, in general, apply the principles kid down 
in the foregoing rules with due regard to their necessity and practi¬ 
cability in the particular circumstances of each case. 

40. Vessels arriving from an infected area which have been sub¬ 
jected to sufficient sanitary measures to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer, shall not be subjected to these measures a second time on their 
arrival in another port whether belonging to the same country or not, 
unless, since their departure, some incident, has occurred which, in the 
opinion of the Health Officer, justifies the application of the said 
sanitary measure and unless they have subsequently called at an infected 
port. 

47. The foregoing rules shall not prevent the transhipment, under 
restrictions to be imposed by the Health Officer in conformity therewith, 
of passengers, mails, c.r goods between vessels which have not been 
granted pratique. 

48. Vessels refusing to submit to measures prescribed in these rules 
shall be at liberty to put out to sea : Provided that such refusal has 
been made before there lias been any communication, except by signal 
or through the port authorities, between such vessel ami the shore or 
with any other vessel in port. Such vessel may, however, he permitted 
to land goods, it the ship is isolated, subject to such restrictions oi 
conditions us the Health Officer may lay down in this behalf. Such 
vessels may also he permitted to disembark passengers at their request., 
on the condition that such passengers submit to the measures prescribed 
by these rules; such vessels if isolated, may ulso take on fuel, foodstuffs 
and water. 

49. In the event of any vessel putting back to sea, the Health Officer 
shall intimate the fact., if possible by telegraph, to the next port of 
call. 

HlII.ES ArPI.lCAllLE TO 1 'ERSONS. 

50. If any case of infectious disease occurs among any group of 
persons who are being kept under observation, the patient shall be 
isolated or sent to hospital und the other persons may continue to be 
detained and segregated for a period reckoned from the date of occur¬ 
rence of the case, not exceeding that prescribed elsewhere in these rules 
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in respect of the disense in question. The clothes and effects of the 
patients and of such person ft as have been in contact with the patient 
may be disinfected at the discretion of the medical officer in charge. 

51. The medical officer in charge of any place appointed for the 
isolation of any persons under these rules may, in his discretion, by 
written order, direct that any person who is kept there under observation 
shall lie allowed to depart and shall be subjected to surveillance. 

52. If the system of surveillance to which any persons is subjected 
on shore requires his daily attendance Indore a medical officer, the 
Health Officer may, by written order, exempt such person from such 
attendance on being satisfied that he may he relied upon to send in a 
report if he should fall sick. 

53. Persons subjected to surveillance shall submit to, and comply 
with, all directions as to medical supervision or otherwise, which may 
be given by written order of a medical officer appointed by Government 
in th is behalf. 

54. When a suspected ease of any infectious disease is removed from 
a vessel at any port the Health Officer shall report the confirmation, 
or otherwise, of the diagnosis by telegram to the Health Officer of the 
next port of call if that port is in India, Ceylon or the St rails Settle¬ 
ments. In all cases, a nob* shall 1 m* made on the bill of health, stating 
the nature of the infectious disease and whether diagnosed definitely or 
suspected, and the precautions taken in connection therewith. 


Paht II. 

Rules to he observed in the case of vessels leaving ports in India for 
* ports he//and India . 

55. (1) In the case of vessels leaving any Indian j»ort for any port 

beyond India, the Health Officer shall take effectual measures by medical 
examination to prevent the embarkation of persons showing symptoms 
of plague, cholera, yellow fever, typhus, small-pox or any of the diseases 
specified in rule 1 and of persons in such relation with the sick as to 
render them liable to transmit the infection of these diseases. 

(2) Such medical examination shall ordinarily take place by day on 
shore* as shortly as possible before embarkation, the time and place being 
fixed by the Health Officer. The Health Officer may, however, at his 
discretion, arrange to examine on board such passengers or members 
of the crew as have not remained one night on shore. 

(3) Any person wilfully neglecting or refusing to attend at the time 

and place appointed for such medical examination shall be liable to 
the penally prescribed in Section 54 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (XV 
of 1908). ‘ ‘ 

(4) In case the disease ox diseases with which the port has been 
declared to be infected, be plague, cholera or small-pox, it shall be 
competent for Government by general or special orders to direct that 
all persons sailing on the vessel shall submit to inoculation or vacci¬ 
nation or both or satisfy the Health Officer by the production of valid 
certificates or otherwise that they are adequately immunised against 
the disease or diseases in question. 
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(6) In any case where he considers such action necessary, the Health 
Officer may cause to be disinfected or disinfested on shore previous to 
embarkation any clothing 1 , bedding or other articles belonging to any 
person and in the absence of such disinfection or disinfestation any 
such clothing, bedding or other articles shall not be allowed on board 
any vessel or, if already placed on board, shall be removed as quickly 
as possible. 

(6) The master of a vessel shall not allow the embarkation of any 
clothing, bedding or other articles belonging to new members of the 
crew unless the embarkation of such baggage lias been authorised by 
the Health Officer of tin* port. 

56. It, shall be open to the Consular representative interested in any 
vessel to be present, if lie so desires, at the medical examination con¬ 
ducted by tlie Health Officer under Rule 55 and at the disinfection, if 
any, ordered by him under clause (5) of that rule. 

57. At all ports declared to be infected, the Health Officer shall 
take effectual measures - 

(1) in the case of plague, to prevent rats gaining access to vessels; 

(2) in the case of cholera, to ensure that drinking water and food¬ 

stuffs taken on board are wholesome, and that water taken 
in as ballast is disinfected if necessary; 

(3) in the ease of yellow fever, to prevent mosquitoes gaining access 

to vessels; 

(4) in the ease of typhus, to secure the delousing of all suspects 

before their embarkation; and 

(5) in the case of small-pox, to ensure that old clothes and rags, 

whether baled or otherwise, have been thoroughly disinfected 
before loading. 

58. On the completion of the medical examination, the Health 
Officer shall give to the master of the vessel a bill of health to that 
effect stating that all the measures, which, in his opinion, an* neces¬ 
sary, under Rules 55 and 57, have been carried out: 

Provided that, if the vessel has not been in communication with tin* 
shore, the measures prescribed in Rule 55 shall be taken only in respect 
of persons joining the vessel at that port. In such a case the bill oi 
health need only take the form of an endorsement on tin* last bill of 
health held by the vessel and need only refer to tin* passengers and 
crew embarking at the port in question : 

Provided also that once the bill of health has been granted, no per¬ 
son, baggage or merchandise shall be taken on board except with the 
permission of the Health Officer to whom, in such event, the bill of 
health shall be returned by the master for necessary amendment, if the 
Health Officer considers such amendment necessary. 

59. If any vessel does not leave port within 24 hours after tin* 
medical examination made under Rule 55 she shall not leave until— 

(a) a fresh medical examination of the passengers and crew has 
been made under that rule, and 

(6) a fresh bill of health has been given to the master under Rule 

58: 
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Provided that such fresh examination may be conducted on board 
the vessel, whether or not there has been communication with the shore 
since the previous examination was made, and provided that if the time 
of departure be after sunrise on the day after that of inspection, the 
master of the vessel shall send the bill of health to the Health Officer 
to have the date of departure amended. 

GO. Previous to the departure of a vessel, the Health Officer shall 
direct it to be cleared for medical inspection and this shall be signified 
by the hoisting of Q flag. After this has been done, no person except 
the pilot or any person specially authorised by the Healtli Officer shall 
be permit led to embark or go on board the vessel even as a visitor, 
unless be has been medically examined by the Health Officer as pre¬ 
scribed in Rule 55. 

61. Port-clearance shall not be granted for any vessel, unless and 
until the master produces the bill of healtli prescribed in the foregoing 
rules: 

Provided that, at any port where, in the opinion of Government, 
local conditions render this relaxation advisable, the authority respons¬ 
ible for granting port-clearance may grant it for any vessel on receiving 
from the agents of the vessel a written guarantee that a duplicate of 
such bill of health, signed by the Health Officer, will be furnished by 
them to him within forty-eight hours. 

02. (1) If the Health Officer considers that any member of ihe 

crew of the vessel is suffering from, or is in the incubation stage of any 
infectious or contagious disease or likely to convey such disease— 

(«) he shall prevent such member from re-embarking on, or if 
already embarked, shall cause him to be removed from such 
vessel ami may, at his discretion, refuse to give a bill of 
health juntil the* baggage and personal effects of such mem¬ 
bers have been removed from the vessel and such parts of 
the vessel as have been occupied or frequented by such mem¬ 
bers have been disinfected; and 

(M tin baggage and personal effects of such persons as were in 
immediate contact, with Hindi member of the crew ma\ also 
be disinfected, and the names of such persons given lo the 
medical officer or master of the vessel for supervision on lla* 
voyage. 

(2) If tin* Health Officer of the port considers that the rats on board 
are infected with plague, he shall destroy the rats in the manner pro¬ 
vided for in Pules 18 (G) and (7). 

(3) All action taken under clauses (1) and (2) of this rule shall be 
noted in the bill of health. 

G3. Any person who is prevented by the Health Officer under the 
foregoing rules from embarking or sailing, may lie removed to and kept 
at a hospital or kept under observation, or subjected to surveillance 
under the conditions prescribed by Rules 50 to 53. 

G4. Whether the port of embarkation has been declared infected 
or not, Rules 55 to G3 shall apply to all pilgrim and emigrant vessels 
and the Health Officer may, at his discretion, apply them to any vessel 
leaving for any port beyond India. By the special orders of the 
Governor-General in Council, they may also be applied to vessels leaving 
any port in India or Burma for any other port in India or Burma. 
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05. Til accordance with the provisions of Article 28 of the Inter¬ 
national Sanitary Convention, 1920, all ships, except those employed 
in national coastwise service, shall he periodically deratised, or be 
permanently so maintained that any rat population is kept down to (be 
minimum. In tin 1 first case, they shall receive Deratisation Certificates, 
and in the second Deratisation Exemption Certificates. 

Noiv .~The only ships which can he considered as employed “in 
national coastwise service" are those trading between ports in India and 
Burma only. Ships trading to Singapore, Penang, Ceylon, Aden and 
the Persian Gulf as well as to ports in the foreign settlements in India 
cannot he exempted from the necessity of providing themselves with 
the certificates. The fees payable for the certificate as well as for the 
process in connection therewith will be fixed by orders issued by Govern¬ 
ment from time to time. 

GO. A Deratisation Certificate or a Deratisation Exemption Certi¬ 
ficate shall be issued only by the Health Officers of the Ports of Bombay, 
Calcutta and Rangoon. Every such certificate shall be valid for six 
months but this period may Ik* extended by one month in the ease of 
a ship proceeding to its luma* port. 

07. If no valid certificate is produced, the Health Officer of any 
of the ports mentioned in Rule GO may after enquiry and inspection-- 

(r/) himself carry out deratisation of the vessel, or cause such opera¬ 
tions to be carried out under his direction and control. On 
the completion of these operations to his satisfaction, he shall 
issue a dated Deratisation Certificate. He shall decide in 
each case* the technique which should be employed to secure 
the practical cxterininution of rats on board, but. 
details of the deratisiug process applied and of the number 
of rats destroyed shall he entered on the certificate. Destruc¬ 
tion of rats shall be carried out so as to avoid as far as 
possible damage to the vessel and cargo (it any). The npcia- 
tion must not last longer than 24 hours. In the case of 
vessels in ballast the process shall be carried out before taking 
cargo. Any charges made in respect of these operations of 
deratisation and any question of compensation for damage 
shall be governed by the terms of Article 18 of the Inter¬ 
national Sanitary Convention, 1920; 

(b) issue a dated Deratisation Exemption Certificate if he is satis¬ 
fied that the vessel is maintained in such a condition that 
the rat population is reduced to a minimum. The reasons 
justifying the issue of such a certificate shall be set out in the 
certificate. 


All requisite and practicable measures shall he taken by the com¬ 
petent authorities to secure the destruction of rats in ports and their 
surroundings as well as on lighters and coastwise vessels. 
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08. The Health Officer may at any time inspect any vessel within 
tlie precincts of the port with regurd to the prevalence and breeding of 
rats, mosquitoes or other vermin or insects thereon, and make recom¬ 
mendations to the master, owner or agent for the destruction of Hindi 
rats, mosquitoes, vermin or insects and the elimination of their breed¬ 
ing places on board, and, subject to Hindi general or special orders an 
may be issued by Government in this behalf, may require Hindi measures 
to be adopted and, in default, carry them out himself or cause them 
to be curried out at the expense of the master, owner or agent. 

(19. Whenever a person suffering or suspected to be suffering from 
an infectious disease or anyone who has been in contact with such a 
person and is considered liable to develop such infectious disease is dis¬ 
embarked from a vessel, the Health Officer shall notify the Corporation 
or Municipal Health Officer and supply him with the necessary parti¬ 
culars. 

70. The Health Officer may direct the disinfection or in special 
cases the destruction of foodstuffs which have been exposed to conta¬ 
mination and are considered likely to he infected with any disease or 
to he dangerous to public heulth. 

71.. (i) The Health Officer sliall, on request, furnish the master 

or any representative of the owner or agent, free of charge, with a 
certificate specifying the nature of the sanitary measures undergone, 
and the methods applied, the parts of the vessel treated, and the reasons 
for employing such measures. 

(~) He shall, on request, furnish any passenger who lias arrived by 
an infected vessel, free of charge, with a certificate setting out the date 
of arrival and the measures to which the passenger or his baggage has 
bee.n subjected. 


Disposal of dead bodies. 


72. Disposal shall he as follows: - 

(1) If death occurs on hoard a vessel before entering port limits, the 

body shall, unless there are special reasons to the contrary, 
he buried at sea in not less than nine fathoms of water, in 
such manner as shall secure its immediate sinking and 
remaining below* the surface. 

(2) If death occurs during the day on hoard a vessel within the port 

limits the ensign and house flag, if any, should immediately 
be lowered to half-mast and kept in that position from sun¬ 
rise till sunset us long as body remains on hoard. Jf death 
occurs between sunset and sunrise, one red light shall be 
hoisted at the peak, half-mast high. 

(3) If death occurs on hoard a vessel within the port limits, or if a 

vessel arrives having on hoard a dead body, the master of 
such vessel shall at once inform the Health Officer of the 
fact and shall carry out such instructions for the disposal 
of the body and for the cleansing and disinfection of the 
vessel as may he given by the Health Officer.

No. 239T.Mis.—7th May 1936.—Jn exercise of the power conferred 
by cluuse (b) of sub-section (2) of section *S4 of the Bengal Wakf Act, 
1934 (Bengal Act XIII of 1934), the Government of Bengal (Ministry 
of Education) arc* pleased to make* the following rules regarding the 
manner in which the net available income* of a wakf, as defined in 
sub-section (7) of section 6 of the said Act, shall be determined: — 

Rules under section $4('J)(h) oj the llengal II ///*/ Art, 7//JV, regarding 
the manner in which the net a callable income of o wakf shall he 
determined . 

1. In determining 1 the net available income of a wakf as defined 
in sub-section (7) of section 6 of the* Bengal Wakf Act, 1934, for any 
year it shall be* necessary to ascertain the gross annual (estimated) 
income of the wakf for that year. 

2. The gross annual (estimated) income for that year shall be 
ascertained by adding together the following items, namely:*-- 

(a) Estimated annual income derivable from tenants, lessees, and 

licensees of the wakf in cash iu that year. 

(b) The value in cash of all of such income as is realisable in kind 

in that year. 

(c) All income for that year on account- of properties held iu kltas 

and yielding any income in cash or in kind. 

(d) Estimated collections for that year based on an average of the 

collections of the three* previous years made on account of 
miscellaneous receipts such as salami , ialkar, phaikar , 
bonkar , hat/car. Mule-proceeds of timber, fuel, shrubs, grass, 
sand, earth, stone and similar other items, and also of 
naztirs or presents in cash or kind made to a mosque or a 
shrine belonging to and maintained by the wakf properties. 

(<?) Estimated annual income of all properties of the wakf appro- 
priated for the use and occupation of the mutwalli and his 
subordinates and menials, though such appropriation has not 
boon authorised by the wakif. 

(/) Annual proceeds from investment of money belonging to the 
wakf or derived from the wakf properties. 

(<j) Similar incomes of all properties acquired from the savings of 
the proceeds of the wakf. 

(/#) Any other item of income known to the mutwalli as belonging 
to the wakf. 
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3. (/) All payments liable to be made on account of tbe following 

items shall be deducted from the gross annual (estimated) income ascer¬ 
tained under rule 2, namely: — 

(a) ( 1 ) Government revenue of lands. 

(2) Kent payable to a superior landlord.

Rules for the guidance of students seeking admission into the Medical 

College, Calcutta. 

1. Two classes of students are admitted to the college: - 

(/) Civil pupils y class .—Admission to this class is restricted to 
students, male or female, who were born within or whose parents are 
domiciled within the territorial jurisdiction of the Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from the Dacca University 
area and three from the Dacca Intermediate Board. Students from 
other provinces and from Indian States for whom places have been 
reserved are also eligible for admission to the college. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examination of the 
Calcutta University are admitted to this class. 

(2) Military pupils' class .—Only European or Anglo-Indian students 
are admitted to this class (see separate prospectus for military pupils 
whose admission is regulated by the Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service). 

Note. —Casual students are net. admitted. No students are admitted other than 
those in one or other of the above classes. 

2. The minimum preliminary qualification for admission is the 
First Class Pass certificate of the I. Sc. examination of the Calcutta 
University with Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics or an examina¬ 
tion recognised as equivalent to it. This rule may be relaxed in favour 
of Muhammadan students and such candidates having passed the said 
examination in the second division may he admitted, provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable, to make up the number allotted for the 
Muhammadan students. In assessing the claims of those eligible for 
admission special weight will be attached to proficiency in English. 

3. (a) Female students qualified under rules 1 and 2 will be 
admitted to the college, provided there is a vacancy in the Swarnamoyee 
Hostel in which all female students must reside. For special reasons 
to be recorded in writing, the Principal may allow any female student 
to reside outside this Hostel. 

( b ) Female students studying in the college but belonging to pro¬ 
vinces other than Bengal and not domiciled in Bengal will pay rents 
for accommodation in the Swarnamoyee Hostel. 

4. The session commences with the summer term which begins on 
the 15th June and ends on the day before the commencement of the 
Durga Puja holidays. The winter term commences on the day after 
close of the Durga Puja holidays and ends on the 31st March. 

5. All applications direct from new students in Bengal for admis¬ 
sion to the college should be accompanied by a tee of Its. 4 which will 
not be refunded. 

All new students must apply for admission to the Principal, Medical 
College, Calcutta, in the prescribed form, available in his office before 
the 25th May except in the following cases: — 

(a) Students from other provinces for which places are reserved 
should apply to the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, of those pro¬ 
vinces for admission within such dates as that officer may prescribe. 

( b ) The candidates from Indian States will be nominated by the 
States themselves. 

(c) Students from the Dacca University area will be selected as 
follows: — 

( i) Three students will be selected by the Dacca University, and 

(it) Three students by the Chairman of the Dacca Intermediate 
and Secondary Education Board.

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Preference for admission will usually be given to candidates wbo 
have superior qualifications, but the final selection lies entirely with 
the Selection Committee appointed by Government. 

(a) Besides the students nominated by the Indian States under rule 
6 (6), one student will be nominated by the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals, Central Provinces, six students (including one female 
student) by the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six by 
the authorities mentioned in rule 5 (c). 

These students must possess the cjualifications mentioned in rule 2 
and the nomination must reach the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, 
before the 10th June each year, failing which the vacancies will be 
filled with local candidates. Vacancies arising (by resignation or other¬ 
wise in places filled by reservation for the authorities in paragraph (a) 
cannot be filled again by those authorities during the year. 

(b) Five seats shall be reserved annually for nomination by the 
Surgeon-General provided the candidates possess the necessary physical 
qualifications and at least & 2nd class pass certificate of the I.Sc. 
examination of the Calcutta University with the subjects mentioned in 
rule 2 or of an examination recognised as equivalent to it. These nomi¬ 
nations shall ordinarily be made after the Selection Committee have 

• made their choice under clause (c). 

( c ) The remaining vacancies shall be filled up by the Selection Com¬ 
mittee specially appointed by Government from year to year. This 
Selection Committee will be the authority to select candidates belonging 
to Bengal. 

(d) Every student selected by the Selection Committee for admission 
shall be examined medically in the Medical College, have his health 
card filled up and be passed fit before his fees are accepted, provided 
that if it is proposed to reject any student on the ground of his being 
medically unfit as a result of such examination, such decision shall not 
take effect unless it is sanctioned by the majority of votes of the mem¬ 
bers of the medical profession on the Selection Committee. 

(e) Any candidate who has— 

(i) endeavoured to enlist for his candidature the support of persons 
of influence or of Government officials, 

(//) personally canvassed any member of the Selection Committee 
or on whose behalf anyone else has canvassed any such 
member, 

( Hi ) produced any letter of recommendation other than certificates 
from teachers or testimonials from persons under whom he 
has actually been employed, 

shall be held to be disqualified for admission into the Medical College. 

7. Of the total number of candidates nominated by the Selection 
Committee at least one-fourth should be Muhammadans, if a suitable 
number of qualified candidates belonging to that community can be 
obtained.

(a) A student who without leave absents himself from the College 
or his hostel for more than one month, shall be removed from the rolls 
of the College, if the College Council so recommend. No refund of fees 
paid can be claimed in such cases. 

Fees other than caution money once paid cannot be refunded except 
to those whose claim for refund is tenable under rule 17. The levy, 
accounting and disposal of caution money will be governed by the 
rules prescribed under Government order No. 1689Medl., dated the 24th 
May 1932. 

9. Forms of application for admission will be issued from the 15th 
April and received up to the 25th May every year. 

10. Failed students must apply for admission and pay the fees 
within the date prescribed by the Principal, otherwise their claim will 
lapse. 
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11. All civil students admitted after 1925-26 will pay Rs. 200 in 
two instalments, viz., Rs. 100 for the summer term and Rs. 100 for the 
winter term. They must also pay the annual Athletic Club fee of 
Rs. 4 (with the exception of female students) and any caution money 
due for attendance at practical classes along with the fees for their 
summer term. Fees once paid cannot be refunded except those whose 
claim for the refund is tenable under rule 17. 

12. The fees for each term are to be paid in one instalment. The 
fees for the summer term are due (except from new students) on the* 
15th June and those for the winter term on the 1st November and must 
be paid together with athletic club fees, on those dates or on such later 
dates as the Principal may direct, after which a daily fine of annas 
four will be levied along with the fees on each defaulter. The names 
of students whose fees are more than 30 days overdue will be removed 
from the rolls of the college. 

(a) A student detailed to hospital duty wlm overstays the authorised 
vacation leave without the permission of the Principal will be liable 
to pay a fine of Rs. 2 only for each day of overstay. 

13. A student kept back in, or referred back to the class in which 
he was previously studying on account of his failure to appear at or pass 
any examination prescribed for promotion to the next higher class, will 
pay Rs. 60 each term until he passes the examination in question, after 
which he will pay fees on the full scale laid down in rule 11. 

14. The fee for certificates issued to civil students leaving the 
college before completing their study shall be 11s. 40 for each course of 
lectures and practical classes and Rs. 30 for every three months of 
hospital practice. 

[In calculating the sum to be paid under this rule the amount of 
college fees paid by the student (or in the case of a student enjoying a 
stipendiary scholarship and free tuition the amount of which would 
have been paid by him had he been a paying student) shall be 
deducted. ] 

15. Students who fail to appear at or to pass the Final M. II. 
Examination shall immediately on readmission after failure, pay fees 
each term at the rate of Rs. 25 for each of the subjects in which they 
are to appear at the subsequent examination. 

16. The fee for post-graduate studenls undergoing a course of 
training in the Pathological, Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical 
Laboratory is Rs. 90 for a period not exceeding six months. 

17. Students who hold scholarships awarded by the Government 
of Bengal or Government scholarships awarded by the Board of Inter¬ 
mediate and Secondary Education, Dacca, and all holders of Mohsin 
Stipend irrespective of the authority granting such stipend are not 
required to pay the annual fee of Rs. 200 for the year in which they 
hold such scholarships if they are natives of Bengal or if their parents 
are domiciled in Bengal. All holders of other scholarships, whether 
granted by other Local Governments, Local Bodies or the Duft’erin 
Fund, shall pay the same fees as Civil Students.

[Lectures on Pharmacology and Materia Mediea, Elementary 
Bacteriology and General Pathology, Medicine, Surgery and Clinical 
Medicine and Practical Classes in Elementary Bacteriology and Patho¬ 
logy. Test Examinations in Elementary Bacteriology and General 
Pathology, Pharmacology and Materia Mediea will be held during the 
course. Students who tail in these Test Examinations will not be sent 
up for tbe Second M. B. Examination. This year’s curriculum also 
includes Hospital Practice for 12 months and 20 practical classes in 
Clinical Methods and 80 Demonstrations in Practical Surgery and 
Bandaging.] 


Fifth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on Forensic Medicine and attendance at twelve Medico¬ 
legal Post-mortem Examinations and Lectures on Hygiene and Public 
Health with Practical Demonstrations. Test Examinations in these 
subjects will be held during the course. Students who fail in these Test 
Examinations will not be sent up for the Third M. B. Examination. 
This year's curriculum also includes lectures on Medicine, Clinical 
Medicine, Surgery, Dental Surgery (notional). Midwifery, 20 Demon¬ 
strations in Practical Midwifery and Hospital Practice for 12 months.] 

Sixth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

[Lectures on advanced Midwifery, Ophthalmic Surgery, Clinical and 
Operative Surgery, Mental Diseases, Hospital Practice for 12 months, 
including attendance in the special departments for diseases of the eye, 
ear, nose and throat and venereal diseases, elementary instruction in 
radiology and classes in special Pathology and in Surgical Anatomy.] 

19. In order to qualify for signature for lectures and Practical 
Classes and attendance at Hospital 75 per cent, of possible attendance 
at lectures, demonstrations, Practical Classes and working days in the 
wards of the Hospital is compulsory. Absence with or without leave 
is calculated as non-attendance. 

20. The following are the scholarships and rewards obtained by 
students: — 

(a) Ten college scholarships of Bs. 12 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test 
Examination of the first year class, provided suck students also pass the 
Preliminary Scientific M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University 
at the first attempt. 

(b) Ten college scholarships of Its. 12 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of tbe 
second year’s Test Examinations, provided they have not attended more 
than one course in the second year. 

( c ) Ten scholarships of Us. 12 each with free tuition awarded to 
the first ten students on the results of the Test Examinations of the 
third year class, provided such students also pass the First M. B. 
Examination of the Calcutta University at the first attempt. 

(d) Ten scholarships of Its. 12 each with free tuition tenable for one 
year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test Exami¬ 
nation of the fourth year class, provided such students also pass the 
Second Me B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

(e) Ten scholarships of Bs. 12 each with free tuition tenable for 
one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of tbe Test 
Examination of the fifth year class, provided such students also pass 
the Third M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

Note. —Only students of Bengal are allowed to compete for these scholarships. 
40 per cent, is the pass mark for Text Examinations, 60 per cent, in the aggregate 
must be obtained by a candidate to be eligible for a scholarship. All scholarships 
are granted subject to good conduct and satisfactory progress. 
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(/) Six Government scholarships (one for each year) of the value 
of Us. 25 will be awarded to the female students of the regular classes 
who do not hold Dufferin or other scholarships except Mrs. Mary 
Chandra’s Scholarship. 

(a) Mohsin scholarships .—Six stipends of the value of Its. 15 each 
tenable in the Medical College, Calcutta, arc annually awarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction from the Mohsin Endowment Eund to 
deserving poor Bengali Muhammadan students in the following 
manner: — 

Two scholarshps on admission tenable for one year only on the 
result of the I. Sc. Examination. 

Two scholarships tenable for two years on the result of the Preli¬ 
minary Scientific M. B. Examination. 

Two scholarships on admission tenable for three years on the result 
of the First M. B. Examination subject to their passing the Second 
and Third M. B. Examinations in regular course. 

( h ) A limited number of stipends will he granted to Muhammadan 
students in straitened circumstances who must prove to the satisfaction 
of the Principal that they are poor and deserving Bengali Muhammadan 
students. 

21. If on account of the death, resignation or dismissal of any 
college scholar a scholarship falls vacant, such a scholarship for the 
remainder of its tenure will be awarded to the next best student in 
the list of the first scholarship examination or to such other students 
as the Principal may consider fit. 

22. Holders of college scholarships, any other Government scholar¬ 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government, are not 
eligible for the Durga Cliaran Ealia Scholarship. Similarly a student 
already holding a scholarship, cither on the results of the University 
Examination or granted by Government, is not eligible to compete? for 
the college scholarships. 

23. Civil students who at any time are kept hack for a second year 
of study, in all the subjects of one curriculum, arc thereby rendered 
ineligible for any of the stipendiary scholarships awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Hengnl. They are, however, eligible for the special scholar¬ 
ships and class prizes and medals ami certificates of honour oi tiio 
college except the Sir Frank Connor Memorial Prize tor which only 
the regular students are eligible. 

24. Certificates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be awarded by the Professor, subject to the sanction of tin* 
Principal, to students who have not obtained tin* medal blit are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result, of the test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Examination held for the purpose).

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Council to which the Bengal Patni Taluks Regulation (Amendment! Bill, 
1936, by Raja Bahadur Bhupendra Narayan Sinha of Nashipur, M.L.C., was 
referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 27th 
February, 1936, have the honour to submit this our report with the Bill 
embodying an amendment recommended by us, annexed. The matter 
omitted by the Select Committee has been printed in italics and enclosed in 
square brackets and new matter recommended to be inserted has been 
underlined. 

2. The Bill was published in English in the Calcutta Gazette of the 
19th March, 1936. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered by our 
recommendation as to require republication. 

4. The Committee met on the 23rd March, 1936, and concluded its 
sitting on the same day. 

Clause 2. —We consider that the proposed amendment can be made more 
appropriately in section 17. 

Any party to a suit relating to the sale or to the disposal of the purchase 
money should, in our opinion, be entitled to make an application for 
investment of the sum in deposit. 

It is desirable to make it clear that the sum to be invested is the residue 
which remains after deducting the amount due to Government under the 
second clause of section 17 and after satisfying the demand of the zemindar 
under the third clause of that section. 

The clause in its original form referred only to a suit for the reversal 
of the sale, but it should apply also to the suits contemplated by tKe fifth 
clause of section 17. 

We have modified clause 2 accordingly. 

We recommend that the Bill, as reported on by us, be passed.

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, includ¬ 
ing British Baluchistan and the Sontlial Parganas. 

(J) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Governor General in Council may, by notification in the 
Gazette of India, appoint. 

( 4) It applies in the first instance to the payment of 
wages to persons employed in any factory and to persons 
employed (otherwise than in a factory) upon any 
railway by a railway administration or, either directly 
or through a sub-contractor, by a person fulfilling a 
contract with a railway administration.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under section 6(i) (p) of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (XV of 1908), Local Govern¬ 
ments are empowered to make rules for the prevention of danger arising to public 
health by the introduction and the spread of any infectious or contagious disease 
from vessels arriving at, or being in, any sea port, and for the prevention of the 
conveyance of infection or contagion by means of any vessel sailing from any such 
port. The development of air traffic has made it necessary to establish similar control 
over incoming and outgoing aircraft and as a first step in this direction a whole-time 
Health Officer has recently been appointed at the Karachi Air Port. There is, 
however, no provision of present law under which rules laying down and authorising 
the action to be taken by such an officer can be madq. The absence of any such 
provision is a serious drawback and may, any moment, prove a source of great 
embarrassment especially as conditions in India are favourble to the spread of yellow 
fever and there is a risk, as a result of the rapid development of air traffic, of this 
disease being introduced into India from Africa by the entry of an infected person 
or infected insect, if adequate measures are nof taken to prevent it. The Government 
of India have, therefore, come to the conclusion that it is desirable to amend the 
Indian Aircraft Act, 1934 (XXII of 1934), so as to enable the Governor General in 
Council to make the necessary rules. The Bill is designed to provide for the carrying 
out of the requisite amendments.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Indian Tea Cess Act was amended last year in order to raise the 
maximum rate of cess leviable from 8 annas to 12 annus per 100 lbs. of tea exported. 
That amendment was admittedly an emergency measure dictated by the necessity of 
providing additional funds for propaganda purposes and it was recognised that the 
Act required amendment in other respects. In the course of the debate on the 
amending Bill an undertaking was given that a more comprehensive measure would 
be brought iorwurd. The present Bill seeks to give effect to that undertaking. 

2. The more important amendments which are now' proposed are as follow’s: — 

{a) that the designation of the Committee administering the (less funds bo 
changed to “The Indian Tea Market Expansion Board’’—a description 
which sets out more specifically the nature of the activities of the 
Committee; 

(h) that the strength of the Committee be increased from 20 to 25 in order to 
permit of greater representation of Indian tea interests; 

(r) that, in order to provide finance for continuous propaganda in the non- 
exporting season, the* Committee be given power to borrow, subject to 
the limitations set out in the Bill; 

(fl) that the objects for which the cess may he expended he so defined as to 
permit of the participation of the Indian Committee in joint propaganda 
together with the two other important tea producing countries of the 
world; 

■ (r) that, in order to provide adequate funds for propaganda purposes, the 
maximum rate of cess leviable be raised from annas 12 to Rs. 1-8 per 
100 lbs. 

3. These projvosals have been accepted by all Local (iovernmonts and Indian 
States concerned in the production of tea and carry with them the overwhelming 
supjiort of the tea growing industry in India. A very large majority of the commer¬ 
cial bodies which have been consulted have also expressed themselves in favour of 
the proposed amendments.

(1) Capitol and Income .— The capita] 
of the Institution consists of a permanent

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(6) From the above summary it will be seen 
that the financial posititon of the fund is 
steadily improving*. Further investments 
have not been possible during the year owing 
to banks not accepting fixed deposit for short 
periods, and if the policy is pursued of 
striking off the names of wards whose work is 
unsatisfactory there will be during the next- 
few years, aii annual surplus of income over 
expenditure for investment. This may ulti¬ 
mately enable the Governors to consider the 
possibility of raising the present age limit of 
17, and assisting more girls to take University 
Examinations or some special training. 

(7) The number of wards on the 31st Decem¬ 
ber, for each of the last five years, will be

(8) Four wards were withdrawn during the 
year. Up to the date of writing of this report 
(23th March 1936) 9 of the total of 99 wards 
on 31st December left. At the time of 
writing there are therefore 90 old wards phis 
16 newly elected wards or 106 wards in all, 
as compared with 103 on the same date in 
1933. 

III. (1) A 'lection to vacancies , etc .—The 
annual election of wards was held on Monday, 
the 2nd December 1933. On that date 10 
vacancies were anticipated before 1st January 
1936, but it had previously been decided to 
advertise 13 vacancies, and 102 applications 
were received. These were considered by a 
sub-committee consisting of (1) tlu* ltevd. 
Father F. Keyeux, s. j., (2> the Ven’ble 

Archdeacon E. J. Young, (3) the ltevd. C. H. 
Archibald, (\) Mrs. W. A. Hums and (3) 
Mr. It. IVolfenden, Inspector of European 
Schools, Bengal (Convenor), and on their 
recommendation 13 girls were elected. Of the 
13 girls elected (against Hi in the previous 
year) four were placed in the Pratt Memorial 
School, three ill the Hereto Convent, Kntally, 
one in the Convent of St. Joseph's, Tvalim- 
pong, three in St. Thomas' School, Kidder- 
pore, two in the Calcutta Uiris' High School, 
one in the Loreto Convent, Asatisol, and one 
in St. Michael’s Diocesan Girls’ School, 
Darjeeling. Out of the three girls placed on 
the reserve list one was given a vacancy which 
was reported later and placed in the Calcutta 
Girls’ High School, thus bringing the number 
of new wards in 1936 to 16. 

(2) As favourable medical and school 
reports were received regarding the 8 girls 
elected in 1934, their election was confirmed 
by the Governors. 

(3) Of the 13 girls who left during the 
year under report: — 

one was withdrawn on the expiration of 
the extension granted to her, 

two were withdrawn by their parents. 

two on expiration of the extension granted 
to them tor completing the Commer¬ 
cial Course at the Y. W. C. A., and 

eight on completing 17 years. 


(4) Of the 6 girls who left during the year 
1934, three took up shorthand-typing with a 
view to employment. One joined the Civil 
Hospital, Amritsar, as a probationary nurse. 
One was withdrawn by her parents who left 
Calcutta on the retirement oi the father from 
the Railway, and another was reported to be 
employed as a child’s nurse.

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IV. (1) Education and maintenance .— 
The nature of the education imparted to the 
wards continued to be that prescribed for a 
higher grade school under the Code of Regu¬ 
lations for European Schools in Bengal, but 
about more than half the total number of 
wards read in secondary schools. 


(2) The Governors are anxious that Bruce 
warns should become useful citizens when 
they leave school and have accordingly asked 
the Visiting Governors to make, in consulta¬ 
tion with the school authorities, definite pro¬ 
posals where this seems desirable for train¬ 
ing wards who have attained or about to attain 
the age of 14, so that the last three years of 
their school life may be spent to the best 
advantage and be a preparation for earning a 
living. 


(3) The following are the only successes of 
Bruce wards at Public Examination that have 
been reported up to the date of issue of this 
report:— 

One passed the Senior Cambridge Exami¬ 
nation and two the Junior Cambridge 
Examination. One passed the Higher 
Local Practical and Theoretical Exami¬ 
nations of the Trinity College of Music, 
one the Junior and obtained Honours 
in the Theoretical Examination, 
another the Practical Senior (Trinity 
College)—Piano, and one the* St. 
John's Ambulance First Aid. 


(4) Under the rules a ward is not ordinarily 
allowed to remain on the Foundation after 
the age of 17, when an outfit grant of Rs. 100 
is given to enable her to make a start in life. 
In eases where wards wish to be trained as 
teachers, and have the support of the school 
authorities, or when some special training is 
recommended, or when a ward is preparing 
for a higher examination, such as the Inter¬ 
mediate Arts of Commercial Course Examina¬ 
tions, and in the event of a ward being well- 
reported on, some extension of the period of 
benefit is generally allowed. Nine wards 
were granted extensions during the year under 
report, one up to the 31st March 1937, another 
up to the 30tli November 1937 for training 
as a teacher, one up to the 30th June 1937, 
one up to the 30th September 1930, two up 
to the 31st December 1930, to appear in the 
Senior Cambridge, another up to the 30th 
September 1930 to take a commercial course 
and two others up to the end of the school 
term in 1930. 


(5) The average monthly cost for the actual 
odueation and maintenance of each ward 
amounted to Rs. 2-V2-9 against Rs. 20-2-0 in 
the preceding year. If all expenditure in 
connexion with the Trust be included the 
figures are Its. 28-4-5 and Rs. 29-8-0 respec¬ 
tively.

All the Bruce girls are in good 
health and happy, and in most cases cluing

Yl. Meetings .—Four meetings were held 
during the year, and among the resolutions 
passed the following muy be noted : — 

That the following rule be substituted for 
the existing rule 41 of the rules of the Bruce 
i list it ution : — 

44. The Governors may, however, at their 
discretion permit a ward to be so 
educated or maintained after her 
seventeenth birthday either—

Khan Bahadur A.M. Arshadali was 
in charge of the Department throughout 
the yepr. There was no change in the 
supervising staff of the Department 
during the period under review. 

2. Unfavourable climatic conditions 
and the continued economic depression 
resulted in another year of anxiety and 
strain. The frozen* condition of the 
agricultural credit movement continued, 
and collections of both principal and in¬ 
terest in the central banks and primary 
societies showed a decline on the per¬ 
centages of the previous year. Loans 
and deposits from central banks and 
individuals decreased, and there was a 
decline in the amount of cash loans 
issued. There was no scope for the 
organisation of fresh societies although 
the embargo on their* formation was 
raised in January 1935, when sanction 
was given to a cautious advance under 
safeguards intended to prevent over¬ 
financing and the use of short-term loans 
for long-term purposes and to ensure in¬ 
creased supervision and a sound invest¬ 
ment of reserve funds. Central banks, 
however, took no advantage of this sanc¬ 
tion and generally preferred to aim at 
the reduction of their commitments. 
This has been attempted both by the re¬ 
payment of some part of the loans and 
deposits falling due and by a reduction 
of interest charges. Depositors in the 


m 


central banks have in many cases agreed 
to a reduction of the rates payable on 
their deposits, and it is calculated that 
these reductions have enabled the central 
banks to pass on a reduction of interest 
charges to societies amounting to about 
Rs. 2 87 lakhs. Societies in turn have 
in many cases been able to offer still fur¬ 
ther concessions to members on full pay¬ 
ment of their annual demand and some 
part of the arrear interests, the total 
effect of which is estimated to be about 
Rs. 12-5 lakhs. Government notice with 
satisfaction the attempt made by the 
Registrar to improve the efficiency of the 
Departmental activities by the organi¬ 
sation of audit circles and the increased 
control which he is prepared to exercise 
over the supervisors of such banks as 
are willing to place them under his 
direction. 

3. During the year two land mort¬ 
gage banks were established (at Jessore 
and Birbhum), bringing up the total to 
the live mentioned in the last year’s reso¬ 
lution. Disappointment has been ex¬ 
pressed at the slowness of the progress 
made by these banks, and the cultiva¬ 
tors’ response to the facilities offered by 
them has been surprisingly hesitant. 
Up to the end of June 1935, applications 
received averaged for each bank only 
about two for every three days of the 
bank’s working. There had been 1,599 
applications for loans aggregating 
Its. 3 -99 lakhs, of which 962 had not been 
examined. Of the remainder 266 or 42 
)cr cent, had been accepted for Rs. 1 04 
akhs; and 65 applicants had actually re¬ 
ceived Rs. 23,435, more than two-thirds 
of which was for the redemption of 
prior debt. Delay is at first inevitable 
and it is very desirable that progress 
should lie slow and should be consoli¬ 
dated at every step. In Bengal the 
problems created by the slump in land 
values and the reduction of the debtor’s 
capacity to repay are enhanced by pro¬ 
blems peculiar to the province arising 
from tne existence of co-sharers amongst 
both the tenants and the landlords and 
from the provisions of the tenancy law. 
A very detailed and often laborious en¬ 
quiry is necessary into title and encum¬ 
brances, and it is very desirable to effect 
such scaling down of debts as can be 
amicably arranged with the existing 
creditors. Government note with satis¬ 
faction the measure of success achieved 
in scaling down the debts of applicants 
to whom loans have been issued in 
Mymensingh and Pabna. The issue of 
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debentures to finance the advances made 
by the banks has not yet been possible 
pending investigation by the law officers 
of Government of certain connected legal 
problems; but there has hitherto been 
no difficulty in obtaining from the Pro¬ 
vincial Cooperative Bank the finance 
neoessary for the loans advanced up to 
the present. The banks already estab¬ 
lished are experimental and if, as Govern¬ 
ment hope, they prove to be sound 
financially and an effective means of 
freeing the agricultural population 
from its burden of debt, further land 
mortgage banks will be gradually opened 
throughout the province. 

4. Government note with pleasure 
the report that the non-agricultural cre¬ 
dit organisations have maintained a 
satisfactory position in spite of decrea¬ 
ses in loans issued and repayments made 
and an increase of overdues. Govern¬ 
ment also notice with satisfaction the 
report of good work done by relief, rural 
reconstruction and house-building socie¬ 
ties, the satisfactory start made by the 
Malda Cooperative Sugar Mill, the 
prospects of success in the later develop¬ 
ments of the Badarkhali colonisation 
scheme and the partial success of artisan 
and fishermen’s societies. They are con¬ 
vinced of the utility of these and other 
forms of non-credit organisations for 
which there is considerable scope. 

5. During the year Government re¬ 
ceived a report by Mr. M. L. Darling, 
c.i.e., i.c.s., an officer of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, deputed to enquire into

the condition of the oo-opsrafcrv* Move¬ 
ment in Bengal . As a result of his 
recommendations Government decided to 
strengthen the movement by the appoint¬ 
ment of an I.C.S. officer as Joiht Secre¬ 
tary to Government in this department 
whose duties are to concentrate on the 
work of the co-operative department and 
to advise on questions of policy and by 
the appointment of a more junior I.C.S. 
offioer as Deputy Registrar. Effect has 
been given to this decision since the 
dose of the co-operative year 1934-35, 
and further action has also been taken 
upon recommendations in Mr, Darling’s 
report which will fall to be commented 
upon next year. 

6.. The thanks of Government 
(Ministry of Agriculture! are due to 
Khan Bahadur A. M. Arsnadali for his 
administration of the department during 
yet another year of stress. The Minis¬ 
ter in charge also acknowledges with 
pleasure the assistance rendered to the 
movement by the various district, sub- 
divisional and other officers named by 
the Registrar and by the non-official 
workers connected with it and places on 
record his satisfaction with tne good 
work done by departmental officers men¬ 
tioned by the Registrar.

Revision and Publication of Electoral Rolls) Rules.

Preliminary. 

1. These rules may be called the Bengal Legislative short tills 
Assembly Electoral (Preparation, Revision and Publication ol 
Electoral Rolls) Rules, 1936. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the Definition*, 
subject or context,— 

(a) “Gazette” means the “Calcutta Gazette ;” 

(b) “Revising Authority’’ means such person as the Return¬ 

ing Officer may appoint in writing to perform all 
or any of the duties of the Revising Authority under 
these rules in respect of a constituency or part of a 
constituency; 

(c) “the Act” means the Government of India Act, 1935; 

(d) the expressions “recognised trade union” and “consti¬ 

tuent trade union 7 ’ have the same meanings as the 
meanings assigned to the said ^expressions in Part IV 
of the Order; 

(e) “registered trade union” means a trade union registered 

under the Indian Trade Unions Act, 1926, or WMBer any 
other law for the registration of trade unions far the 
time being in force; 

(/) “commeroe” and “mining” have the same meanings as 
in paragraph 2 of Part I of the Order; and 

(g) “the Order” means the Government of India (Provincial 
< ^ Legislative Assemblies) Order, 1936. 
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Part I—Appointment of Returning Officers.

3. The Returning Officers for the constituencies mentioned in 
the first column of Schedule I hereto annexed shall be the persons 
respectively specified in the corresponding entry in the second 
column thereof: 

Provided that in any constituency in which a Subdivisional 
Magistrate is specified to be the Returning Officer, an additional 
Subdivisional Magistrate in that subdivision shall, when specially 
authorised in this behalf by the Governor, perform all or any of the 
functions of the Returning Officer in the said constituency and 
shall, so far as the said functions are concerned, be deemed to be 
the Returning Officer for the purpose of these rules. 

4. (1) The persons specified in the third column of the said 
schedule may, subject to the control of the Returning Officer, 
perform all or any of the functions of the Returning Officer in 
the constituencies respectively specified in the corresponding 
entry in the first column thereof: 

Provided that no such person shall perform any of the func¬ 
tions of the Returning Officer, which relate to the acceptance of 
a nomination paper or to the scrutiny of nominations or to tho 
counting of votes, unless the Returning Officer is unavoidably 
prevented from performing the same, in which case the said func¬ 
tions may be performed in any constituency by a person specified 
in the corresponding entry in the third column of that schedule. 

(2) Reference to the Returning Officer in these rules shall, 
unless a contrary intention appears, be deemed to include any 
person when performing any duty or function, which he is 
authorised to perform under sub-rule (1). 


Part II—Preparation, Revision and Publication of Eleotoral Rolls. 


Electoral roll. 


General 
conditions for 
inclusion in the 
electoral roll. 


5. An electoral roll shall be prepared for every constituency 
in which shall he included the names of all persons appearing 
to he entitled to be included in the electoral roll for that consti¬ 
tuency. It shall be published in the constituency together with 
a notice specifying the mode in which and the time within which 
claims for inclusion in the roll or objections to any names or 
particulars entered in the roll are to be preferred. 

6 . Every person shall be entitled to have his name included 
in the electoral roll for a constituency, if he is qualified to be 
included in such roll under these rules or by virtue of the provi¬ 
sions of the Act or any Order or other rule made thereunder or 
of any Act of the Provincial Legislature: 

Provided that subject to the proviso to paragraph 7 of Part I 
of the Sixth Schedule to the Act no person shall be entitled to 
have his name included in the electoral roll for more than one 
territorial constituency: 

Provided also that no person shall be entitled to have his name 
included in the electoral roll for more than one commerce and 
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industry or landholders’ constituency, or for more than one of the 
trade union, factory and colliery labour constituencies. 

7. At the first elections held for the purpose of constituting 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province or at any bye-election 
held for the purpose of filling any seat in the Assembly so consti¬ 
tuted, a Ruler of an Indian State and a subject thereof, shall be 
deemed to be qualified to be included in the electoral roll for a 
constituency for the purposes of clause (e) of paragraph 3 of Part 
I of the Sixth Schedule to the Act and clause ( c) of paragraph 5 
of Part I of the Order. 

8. A person shall be qualified to be included in the electoral 
roil for any territorial constituency by virtue of his educational 
qualifications under paragraph 4 of Part IV of the Sixth 
Schedule to the Act if he is proved to have passed the Matricula¬ 
tion Examination of the University of Calcutta or any other 
Indian University or of a University in the United Kingdom, the 
Dominions or the Colonies, or any one of the following examina¬ 
tions to be considered equivalent to such Matriculation Examina¬ 
tion, namely: — 

(a) the Entrance Examination of the University of Calcutta, 

or 

(b) an Entrance Examination other than the Matriculation 

Examination of a University in the United Kingdom, 
the Dominions or the Colonies, or 

(r) the High School Examination or High Madrassah Exami¬ 
nation of the Board of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education, Dacca, or 

(d) the School Final Examination, Science Side, conducted 

by the School Final Examination Board, Science Side, 
or 

( e) the Cambridge Junior Local Examination, or 

(/) the Oxford Junior Local Examination, or

(i) the Title Examination conducted by the Bengal Sanskrit 

Association (or Calcutta Sanskrit Board as it was

9. For the purpose of determining under clause ( b) of para¬ 
graph 10 of Part I of the Sixth Schedule to the Act, which of

The wife whose name is forwarded to the Registering 
Authority or his agent employed under rule l(i for this purpose by 
the husband shall be included in the electoral roll.

Registering Officer in the notice. Such time shall not !be less than 
fourteen days from the publication of the notice. 

(2) Notice under sub-rule (1) shall be published in such manner 
and in such places within the constituency as the Governor may 
direct. 

15. The electoral roll for every constituency specified below 
shall be prepared by the authority (referred to in these rules as the 
“Registering Authority”! noted against each—

17. The electoral roll of each constituency shall be prepared 
in such form and in such language as Ihe Governor may direct. 

18. The Registering Authority may divide a constituency 
into electoral areas for the purpose of facilitating the preparation 
of the electoral roll and so much of the roll as relates to an 
electoral area may be separately prepared. 

19. Before the preparation erf an electoral roll for a commerce 
and industry constituency is taken in hand, the Registering 
Authority shall call upon each of the constituent bodies referred 
to in sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 8 of Part IV of the Order, 
to prepare and to submit to him within such time and in such form 
as may be specified by him in this behalf a list of the qualified 
members of (lie body within the meaning of sub-paragraph (2) of 
paragraph 9 of Part IV of the Order together with in the case 
where such member is a firm, corporation or Hindu joint family, 
the names of the nominees of such firm, corporation or Hindu joint

family nominated by it under paragraph 1ft of Part IV of the 
Order. 

20 . When the nominees of a firm, corporation or Hindu 
joint family are entitled to be included in the electoral roll of a 
commerce and industry constituency under rule (i, the names of 
such nominees not exceeding three in number shall bo entered at 
one and the same place bearing consecutive serial numbers in the 
column showing the names of the electors in such electoral roll and 
they shall be described in the roll as nominees of such firm, corpo¬ 
ration or Hindu joint family, as the case may be, and the address 
of the office within the constituency of such firm, corporation or 
Hindu joint family shall also (be given in the roll. 

21 * When any question arises whether an individual, firm, 
corporation or Hindu joint family concern was assessed to income-

grant new certificates in form XIV or form XV us the circumstances 
may appear to the Tribunal to require. The Tribunal in such case 
shall, within such time us may he fixed in this behalf by the 
Governor, prepare and issue two revised lists containing the names 
of trade unions eertified respectively under the said sub-para¬ 
graphs (1) and (2) in the manner referred to in rule 47 in super¬ 
session of the lists issued under that rule.

51. The electoral rolls for the Railway and the Water Trans¬ 
port Trade Union constituencies shall be prepared by the Registrar 
of Trade Unions (referred to in these rules as the Registering 
Authority). 


52. For the purpose of preparing the electoral roll the Regis¬ 
tering Authority may employ such agency as he thinks fit. 


53. The electoral roll of the Railway and the Water Transport 
Trade Union constituencies shall be prepared in such form and in 
such language as the Governor may direct. 


54. Before the preparation of the electoral roll for the Railway 
Trade Union constituency is taken in hand, the Registering 
Authority fchall call upon each constituent trade union to prepare 
and submit to him within such time and in such form, as may be 
specified by him in this behalf, a list of members, honorary members 
and officials of such union who are qualified to be included in the 
electoral roll for the constituency under paragraph 1J) of Part IV 
of the Order. 

55 . Before the preparation of an electoral roll for the Water 
Transport Trade Union constituency is taken in hand, the Regis¬ 
tering Authority shall call upon the executive of each constituent 
trade union to nominate in accordance with the* provisions of sub¬ 
paragraph (5) of paragraph 1M of Part TV of the Order a person or 
persons qualified to he included in the electoral roll for the consti¬ 
tuency under the said paragraph and to submit to him wdthin such 
time and in such form as may he specified by him in this behalf a 
list of persons so nominated together with a list of ordinary 
members of such union who are not in arrear with their subscrip¬ 
tions to the union and have been members of such union for not 
less than six months. 

56. For the purpose of satisfying himself as to the correctness

progress in the College. The scholarships may 
at the discretion of the aforesaid Governing 
Body be awarded for any period not exceed¬ 
ing three years and the aforesaid Governing 
Body may discontinue any scholarship wholly 
or partly at their discretion for misconduct or 
unsatisfactory work or for tiny cause which 
they may deem sufficient.

(a) For establishing an institution for 
agricultural instruction—including dairy- 
farming and cattle-breeding.

35 per month continuing for each holder 
of tho scholarship for a period not exceeding 
three years, and such scholarship shall be 
awarded once every year, or at such intervals 
as the Governing Body of the Rajshahi Col¬ 
lege may from time to time and with the 
approval of tho Local Government determine 
having regard to the income of the Endow¬ 
ment.

Object .—The object of the Institute shall 
be to impart a thorough and practical train¬ 
ing in Agriculture and other allied subjects 
ineluding dairy-farming and cattle-breeding 
and to provide modern scientific training in 
agriculture as far as possible with a view to 
to turning out trained practical agriculturists 
capable of taking up farming and applying 
improved methods. 

The course, therefore, will be more practi¬ 
cal in nature than theoretical and the students 
will be expected to do all the operations of the 
farm themselves under the directions of I lie 
Superintendent of the Institute. 

Admission .—There will be two classes of 
students— 

(i) casual students, and 
(it) regular students. 

( i ) The casual students shall generally be 
students, who, along with their studies in the 
College classes at Rajshahi or elsewhere, join 
the Institute for such vocational training as 
may be available—practical and theoretical— 
as casual students. 

(it) Regular students will be those who are 
solely and whole-time students of the Agri¬ 
cultural Institute. 

In the case of regular students admissions 
shall ordinarily be open to (?) Matriculates, 
and to (u) those who have read up to the end 
of the second year's course of the I.Sc. 
standard, or equivalent or higher standard 
with Science subjects. The Matriculates will 
have to follow a four years' course unless the 
Superintendent of the Institute is of opinion 
that it is possible for such students to com¬ 
plete the course earlier. 

Those who have read up to the second year’s 
course of the I.Sc. standard or equivalent or 
higher standard with Science subjects will 
'have only a two years* course of training. 

Applications for admission will he received 
by the Superintendent of the Institute up to 
the 16th of July or such other date as the 
Superintendent may fix for this purpose.

Students 
completing the T.Sc. course up to the end of 
tho second year or higher course in Science 
shall he able to begin from the third year's 
course. Classes shall begin in the first week 
of August every year. 

i 1 certificate. —At the completion of the course 
an examination test, both theoretical and 
practical, shall he held by a Board consist¬ 
ing of the Director yf Public Instruction and 
the Director of Agriculture, Bengal, with such 
other persons as they nominate on this behalf, 
and students coming out successful shall he 
given certificates. 

Discipline .—On admission, the students 
shall be required to give an undertaking to 
the effect that they will obey the rules of tho 
Institute, observe discipline and respect the 
instruction of the authorities of the Institute. 
Any student not satisfying as to progress made 
at the end of the first year shall he liable to 
stay in the first year course of study again. 
Any student is liable to expulsion for mis¬ 
behaviour and the power to so expel a student 
will lie with the Board of Management of 
the Institute hereinafter mentioned. 

Control and staff. —The Institute shall be 
under the control and administrative 
authority of the Principal of the Kajshnhi 
College subject to such directions, instructions 
and rules as may be framed by the Board of 
Management subject to the approval of Gov¬ 
ernment or the Director of Public Instruction. 


The staff of the Institute will consist of u 
Superintendent assisted by lecturers. 

The first staff of the Institute shall be 
appointed by Government on the recommenda¬ 
tion of an expert Board, which shall be 
appointed for this purpose, provided that at 
any later stage such appointments shall be 
made by Government on the recommendation 
of tlie Board of Management. 

Charges .—A regular student will have to 
pay a fee of Its.

These rates may be varied by the Board of 
Management with the approval of Govern¬ 
ment. There will he no admission fee, hut 
the Board of Management reserve the right 
to levy admission fee which shall not exceed 
the rule of monthly tuition fee for regular 
students with effect from any session they deem 
fit. 

Raeh student will he required to deposit a 
sum of Its. 5 as caution money tit the time of 
admission which will be refunded on his leav¬ 
ing the Institute, less the cost of breakages. 
The rules governing the realisation and re¬ 
fund of, and deduction from, the caution 
money deposits from the pupils of the Gov¬ 
ernment colleges shall ipso facto apply to the 
pupils of the Basanta Kumar Agricultural 
Institute.

All regular students shall ordinarily reside 
in the hostel provided, for which a special seat- 
rent. shall he charged. The students will 
manage their own mess under the guidance 
and general control of the Superintendent of 
the hostel. 

Vacation .—There will he only one vacation 
in tho year beginning from the 15th Decem¬ 
ber to tho 15th January or such other dales 
as the Board of Management shall consider 
suitable. The laboratory work and lecture 
classes will not. he held on Sundays and other 
gazetted holidays, hut the actual field train¬ 
ing will go on throughout the year, except in 
tho vacation noted above, and at such times 
and days as the Superintendent shall from time 
to time determine in this behalf. 

Syllabus .—The courses of study will in¬ 
clude theoretical and practical training in 
dairy-farming, including preparation of 
dairy products, horticulture, poultry, cigar- 
making and agricultural farming, as outlined 
below— 

(a) The syllabus for the course of traiuing 
in horticulture shall include practical farm 
work for the production of vegetable and fruit 
crops, instruction in canning and bottling 
of fruits and vegetables, specialised instruction 
in the chemistry and bacteriology of fruit 
and fruit products, standardisation of veneers 
suitable for the various types of fruit and 
vegetables, horticulture chemistry, horticul¬ 
ture botany, and horticulture pathology. 

(/>) The syllabus in dairying shall include 
dairying, cattle management, preparation of 
dairy products, such as butter, ghee, cheese, 
case-in, with a specialised course in dairy 
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chemistry and dairy bacteriology and shall in¬ 
clude milk-pasteurization, milk and butter- 
testing, foods and feeding, management of 
dairy live-stock, economies of dairy farming 
with practical farm work. 

(c) Poultry, including management of 
poultry, poultry food, feeding of the 
chickens and adults, rearing and production, 
management and marketing with practical 
farm work. 

{d) Cigar-inaking. 

(e) Training in agriculture with agricul¬ 
tural biology, agricultural botany and farm 
management with practical field work. 

5. The Administrators of this Endowment 
shall bo the Board of Management hereinafter 
mentioned. 

0. The income of the Eund shall be pay- 
aJble by the said Treasurer to the President of 
the Board of Management when and as such 
income is received and shall he distributed Iby 
the Administrators as hereinafter set out.

The two nominated members will hold office 
for three years and Government will have 
power at any time to reconstitute the Board 
of Management in such manner as they may 
consider necessary, after informing the 
Trustees. 


In the event of the President of the said 
Board of Management not being present at a 
meeting of the Board of Management, the 
members present shall elect a Chairman of 
the meeting. The Board of Management shall 
hold meetings from tirno to time as may be 
considered advisable. Eight members of the

9. The scale of expenditure at the Insti¬ 
tute shall be kept within the limits of the 
resources for the lime being available, and 
such resources shall be utilised and expended 
by the Board as it shall think fit or as it 
shall direct, the Board being empowered in 
this behalf to delegate the whole or any part 
of the utilisation and expenditure of such 
resources to the Superintendent of the 
Institute. 

10. The Board shall have power in their 
absolute discretion to retain and accumulate 
such portion of the income of the Eund as they 
shall from time to time think fit for the pur¬ 
pose of forming a reserve fund for the main¬ 
tenance, development and expansion of the 
Institute; such reserve fund shall when of a 
sufficiently large amount be remilted to the 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments to be 
invested by him. 

11. The Treasurer of Charitable Endow¬ 
ments shall sell and convert into money such 
mrt of the reserved fund which may have 
>een invested under clause 10 as the Adminis¬ 
trators may in their absolute discretion direct 
and such money shall bo paid by the Treasurer 
of Charitable Endowments to tne Administra¬ 
tors who shall apply the same for the purposes 
of such maintenance or as aforesaid. 

12. The Board may make from time to time 
such rules as they may consider advisable for 
the selection of the holders of the scholarships 
and for the management and maintenance of 
the Institute and all other matters in connec¬ 
tion therewith.

No. 2147M.—Utli May 1936.—In o.xoreise 
of the power conferred hy section 32 of the 
Bengal Local Self-Government Act, 188o 
(Bengal Act ITT of 1885) as modified up to 1st 
September 1933, J sanction the following rules 
of business framed by flu* Malda local board 
in the district of Malda: — 


Rules under section 32 of the Act framed by 
the Malda Local Board. 

Clause (A). 

The time and place of its meetings , the busi¬ 
ness is to be transacted at meetings , and 
the manner in which notices of meetings 
shall be given. 

Rule 1. Tf the Chairman is temporarily 
absent from his duties, or if the office of the 
Chairman is temporarily vacant the duties 
of the Chairman under these rules shall be 
performed by the Vice-Chairman. 

Rule 2. Meetings shall be either ordinary 
or special. 

Rule 3. An ordinary meeting of the local 
board shall be held on such day of every month 
as may be fixed from time to time by the board 
at a meeting, provided there is business to be 
transacted. Provided also that if in any 
month there is not enough business to make a 
meeting necessary no meeting shall bo held in 
that month. 

Rule 4. A special meeting of the local 
board may be called at any time by the Chair¬ 
man. The Vicc-Ohairman shall be bound to 
call a special meeting on a requisition signed 
by not less than one-fourth of the total number 
of the members. 

Rule f>. All subjects which come within the 
province of the local board may be dealt with 
at either ordinary or special meetings, provid¬ 
ed there be necessary quorum. 

Rule 6. Meetings shall lie held at the meet¬ 
ing room of the district board or at such place 
as the Chairman may from time to time neter- 
mine. 

Rule 7. The notice under rule fi7 of the 
General Rules shall be sent by post or bv such 
other method as may he convenient, provided 
that if a local newspaper he published at the 
headquarters of the local hoard, the board by 


a resolution duly passed, may decide that the 
publication of such notice in the newspaper in 
question shall be sufficient. 

Rule 8. Notice of motions and amendments 
accompanied by verbatim drafts signed by the 
proposer shall be sent to the Chairman or in the 
case of there being a Secretary, to the Secre¬ 
tary, so as to reach him in case of motions at 
least fifteen days uud in ease of amendments 
at least two days before the date of tlu; next 
meeting. Notice received too late shall be 
inserted in the list of business of the next suc¬ 
ceeding meeting, provided that the Chairman 
may, in his discretion, admit any motion or 
amendment at a shorter notice. 

Rule 9. A member who wishes to ask a 
question at a meeting for the purpose of ob¬ 
taining information relating to the affairs of 
the board shall give notice of bis intention to 
the Chairman at least fifteen days before the 
day of a meeting and shall together with the 
notice submit a copy of the verbatim draft of 
the question he wishes to ask, provided that no 
single member shall be allowed to ask more 
than three questions in any one meeting. 

On the day of the meeting and before other 
business commences the Chairman may at his 
discretion read out his answer, if any, or lay 
a written copy of his answer on the table. No 
debate shall be* allowed on any question. 

Rule 10. A notice book shall be kept by the 
Chairman of the local hoard, in which all 
notices of motions shall be entered. All such 
notices shall In* dated and numbered as re¬ 
ceived . 

A djournal meetings. 

Rule 11. An adjourned meeting is not com¬ 
petent to transact any business save that which 
the original meeting left unfinished. 

Rule 12. An adjourned meeting being 
merely a continuation of the original meeting 
does not require any fresh notice. 

Clause (B). 

Conduct of proceedings at meetings , etc . 

Order of business . 

Rule .13. At ordinary meeting the business 
shall be conducted in the following order : — 

(?/) The first hulf an hour of every meeting 
shall be available for the asking and answer¬ 
ing of questions. 

(h) The minutes of the last ordinary meeting 
and of any special meeting held since, shall he 
read and if approved as correctly entered, shall 
be signed by the Chairman of such meeting. 

(c) Business postponed from the last ordi¬ 
nary meeting shall be considered. 

(d) A progress report of works shall be laid 
before the board. 

(c) Letters and reports of committee shall be 
read, and accounts and statements shall be 
considered and passed. 

(/) Motions and amendments of which due 
notice has been given shall be discussed. 

Rule 14. At a special meeting only the 
business for which the meeting was called shall 
be considered, provided that with the consent 
of the majority of the members present any 
other business may be considered. 
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Rule 15. Tn the event of any objection being 
raised to the manner in which any resolution 
lias been recorded the Chairman shall decide 
the question after reference to the original 
draft of the resolution and if he finds the 
minute to be inaccurate, shall make the neces¬ 
sary correction in the minute book. * 

Rule 16. Unless with the consent of the 
majority of the members present at the meet¬ 
ing all subjects shall he discussed in the order 
in which they appear in the notice paper, pro¬ 
vided that the Chairman may give precedence 
to the discussion of any subject appearing in 
the notice paper by reason of its importance 
and urgency. 

Rule 17. Every motion and amendment, 
duly moved shall he seconded and until se¬ 
conded no debate thereon shall take place. 

Rule 18. When any motion involving 
several points has been discussed it shall he in 
the discretion of the Chuirinan to split up the 
motion and put each or any point separately 
to the vote. 

Rule 19. Every amendment shall be rele¬ 
vant to and within the seope of the proposal 
to which it relates and shall he so worded as 
to be capable of making an intelligible 
sentence either alone or in its proper place in 
an original motion as the ease may he, pro¬ 
vided that no amendment shall he moved which 
merely negatives the original motion, provid¬ 
ed also that an amendment on a question shall 
not be inconsistent with a previous decision on 
the same question given at the same stage of 
any motion. 

Rule 20. The President of the meeting 
may, for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
entered in the minutes of the proceedings— 

(//) rule that a motion or amendment or 
question is illegal or out of order, and 

(h) make such alterations in a motion or 
amendment or question as shall, in his opinion, 
render it legal, or in order; and may in east 1 
(a) refuse to put amendment to the meeting or 
to answer the question and in ease (b) refuse 
to put the amendment to the meeting unless 
and until the proposer and seconder ueccpt and 
sign the alteration so made. 

And the decision of the President shall he 
final. 

Rule 21. On the discussion being concluded 
in the event of several amendments having 
been proposed, the President shall put the last 
amendment to the vote first; if it is negatived, 
he shall put the last preceding amendment; 
and lastly, the first amendment ; and if all the 
amendments are lost, the original proposition 
shall be put to the vote. 

Of the rif/ht to speak. 

Rule 22. A member desiring to make any 
observation on any mater before the meeting 
shall speak from his place, shall rise when he 
speaks and shall address the President. If the 
President rises at any time any member speak¬ 
ing shall immediately resume his seat. 

Rule 2d. The member who first addresses 
the meeting shall he entitled to he heard first ; 
and should more than one member rise to ad¬ 
dress the meeting at the same time, the order 
of precedence shall he determined by the Pre¬ 
sident. 

Rule 24. Any member shall be at liberty to 
call the attention of the President to a point 


of' order, even when a member is speaking. 
Gn a point of order being raised, the 
member addressing the meeting shall resume 
his seat until the question has been decided by 
the President. After the decision of the Presi¬ 
dent the same point of order cannot he raised 
again. Except as provided by this rule no 
member shall interrupt a speaker in possession 
of the meeting. 

Rule 25. Except, as provided in the last 
preceding rule no member shall speak except to 
move or second a motion or amendment or to 
support or oppose a motion or amendment 
which has been duly moved and seconded. 

Rule 26. A speaker who has exhausted bis 
right to speak on an original motion, may 
speak on any amendment being moved, as that 
raises a now question. 

Rule 27. Th e mover of a motion or amend¬ 
ment shall in all cases have a right of reply, 
but otherwise no member shall speak more than 
onre on the* same motion or amendment, un¬ 
less in explanation of some part of his original 
speech. 

M iseel lav eons. 

Rule 28. Unless not less than two-thirds of 
the members of the board consent by signing 
a requisition, no subject once finally disposed 
of can be reconsidered within six months. 

Rule 29. When any business, of which 
notice has not been given, is considered at a 
meeting, the decision recorded or resolution 
adopted at such meeting shall be of no effect 
unless and until it is confirmed at the next 
succeeding ordinary meeting, or at. a special 
meeting called expressly for tlie purpose. 

Rule 30. For the purpose of taking into 
consideration business involving many details 
the meeting may resolve itself into a committee 
of the whole body. When this has been deter¬ 
mined on the rule prohibiting any person from 
speaking more than once shall he deemed sus¬ 
pended until the meeting resumes. 

Rule 31. Vi lien a motion or amendment is 
put to the vote the President or the Secretary 
shall record against it, first, the names of the 
members voting for it, and then the names of 
those voting against, it. 

Rule 32. Vote may he taken by voice or by 
show of hands, provided that if a poll be de¬ 
manded by at least five members the votes of 
all members present who desire to vote sluill 
J'<‘ taken under the direel ion of the President. 

I be result of the voting in either ease shall be 
announced hy the President and shall not he 
challenged. Voting In prow shall be prohi¬ 
bited. 

Pule The minutes shall contain a brief 
abstract of the discussion preceding each re¬ 
solution. 

Clause (C).

Rule 34. The common seal shall he affixed 
to the following documents: — 

(<0 All deeds of suit* or purchase executed by 
or on behalf of the local board, and whether 
relating to movable or immovable property. 

(b) All written contracts entered into by the 
local board. 
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(c) The minutes of the proceedings of the 
board. 

(d) Notices of the meetings of the board. 

(e) All receipts for money granted under the 
authority of the board. 

(/) All notices to the public issued under the 
Act or the General RuIoh. 


Rule 44. If the Chairman or Vice-Chair¬ 
man of the board be not a member of the com¬ 
mittee or if no Chairman is elected, or if the 
Chairman elected is not present at the time of 
holding the meeting, the members present 
shall choose one of their number to be ('hair- 
man for -that meeting.

Rule 35. The local board from time to time 
appoint out of its members such and so many 
committee's either of a general or a special 
nature and consisting of such number of per¬ 
sons as they think fit, for any purposes which 
in thy opinion of the board ('an be conveniently 
regulated and managed by means of such com¬ 
mittee, but the acts of such committee shall be 
submitted to the board for their approval.

At least five days’ notice shall be 
given of every meeting of the committee, pro¬ 
vided that the Chairman may, for special 
reasons to be subsequently explained in the 
meeting oi tin* committee, call a meeting at 
a shorter notice than five days. 

41. The notice shall set forth clearly 
and fully the business to be transacted at the 
meeting and no business other than that so 
at a ted shall he transacted except with tin* con¬ 
sent of all the members present. 

Rule 42. The quorum of a eouimillcc wliall 
oe three members. 

Rule 43 A committee shall elect one of its 
members to be_Cliairman of its meeting, pro- 
vide.] that it the Chairman or Vice-Chairman 
of the board he a member of the. committee such 
Chairman or Vice-Chairman, as the ease may 
1)0 or . both of them be members, the Chair¬ 
man or in his absence the Vice-Chairman shall 
be the e^r-ojfino Chairman of the committee's 
meetings. 


Powers of Chairman . 

Rule 45. Subject to the limitation imposed 
by the district board in regard to matters 
transferred to the control and administration 
of the local board the Chairman of the local 
board is empowered to enter into contracts re¬ 
lating to works and expenditure sanctioned by 
the local board in respect of sums or involving 
value not exceeding Its. 250. 

Rule 4(i. The general superintendence and 
control of the establishment maintained by the 
local board shall vest in and be exercised by 
the Chairman. 

A oh . —“Establishment” includes the over¬ 
seers and sub-overseers employed by the local 
hoard as well as all other staff employed. 

Rule 47. Subject to any resolution which 
the local board may from time to time pass, the 
general powers of control and administration 
with regard to such matters that an* or may be 
transferred to the local board under section 101 
of the Act, shall be exercised by the Chairman. 

Rule 48. Subject to any resolution which 
the board may pass from time to time, the 
general powers of control over the proceedings 
of inferior local authorities, conferred on the 
local board by the Act, may be exercised by 
the Chairman. 

Rule 49. The powers of the Vice-Chairman 
shall be such as the Chairman may by an order 
in writing delegate to him from time to time. 
Such powers may at any time be withdrawn or 
modified by an order similarly made, provided 
that nothing done by the Vice-Chairman with 
the express or implied consent of the Chairman 
shall be invalid for want of such written order.

Except as otherwise provided in 
the Act or the General Rules, the appointment 
and dismissal of officers and servants of the 
hoard employed on a salary of Its. 50 or up¬ 
wards shall rest with the local board. 

Rule 53. The Chairman may suspend any 
officer or servant of the board for neglect, of 
duty or misconduct or incompetence, provided 
that the matter shall he laid before the board 
for final orders at their next ordinary meeting. 

Rule 54. Casual leave for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding seven days at a time, or fifteen days 
in twelve months, and leave on medical certi¬ 
ficate for any period not exceeding a month, 
may he grunted by the Chairman with or with¬ 
out pay, and with or without the appointment 
of a substitute, to any officer or servant of the 
hoard. 

All other leave must, he granted by the hoard 
at a meeting, provided that the leave and leave 
allowances grunted to any employee shall in 
no case exceed that or those to which he would 
he entitled if he were a Government servant. 

Rule 55. Except as otherwise provided by 
the Act and General Rules, all persons em¬ 
ployed by the Board whose services may be 
no longer required, shall 1 m? liable to discharge 
after the receipt of one month's notice or of one 
month's pay in lieu of notice, and no such 
person shall withdraw from the duties of his 
office without having given previous notice for 
the period of one month on pain of forfeiture of 
one month's salary. 

Rule 56. The Board shall have power to in¬ 
flict. for misconduct or neglect of duty a fine 
not exceeding one month's pay upon any offi¬ 
cer or servant employed by them. This power 
shall he exercised by the Chairman, provided 
that the orders of the Chairman inflicting a 
fine on an officer drawing Bs. 50 pev month or 
upwards shall he submit ted for the confirma¬ 
tion of the Board at its next, ordinary meeting. 

Rule 57. All employees of tin* local hoard 
who are entrusted with a permanent advance, 
or through whose hands money or valuable be¬ 
longing to the local hoard pass, shall be re¬ 
quired to furnish such security as may be fixed 
by tlie board with reference! to the value of 
money or properly which may ordinarily be in 
their custody.

Krishnagar College—Session 1936-37. 

The 9th May 1936. 

The College re-opens on the 2nd July 1936 
after the long vacation. Admission will com¬ 
mence immediately after the publication of 
the results in the Calcutta Gazette. The 
College teaches up to the B.A. and 13.Sc. 
standard of the Calcutta University. It has 
got affiliation in the usual Arts and Science 
subjects in Honours in English, Sanskrit 
and Mathematics. The College is likely to 
be affiliated in Civics from 1936-37. The 
monthly tuition fee amounts to Its. 6 lor 
the I.A., Its. 7 for the I.Sc. and B.A. and 
Its. 8 for the B.Sc. classes. 

The College is situated in the midst of an 
extensive compound of over 100 bighas con¬ 
taining a large number of playgrounds. 
There is provision for all outdoor games. 
The College provides well-equipped gymna¬ 
sium, common room and reading rooms for 
the use of the students, who receive indi¬ 
vidual attention both in their studies and 
their games. Arrangements have been made 
to divide the boys into groups and place them 
under the effective and intimate guardianship 
of their teachers. There is a fine two- 
storyed Hindu hostel in the College com¬ 
pound and hostel charges (including rent, 
furniture, light and medical attendance) do 
not exceed Its. 13 a month. The boarders 
keep excellent health, and the general health 
in the town is also quite good. A new 
Muhammadan hostel has been constructed 
this year.

Prizes in Comparative Indian Law for the 
years 1936 and 1937 will he awarded on the 
essays on the following subjects selected for 
the prizes:— 

Subject for 1936- -Comparative Study of 
the Hindu Law ol* Prescription or the 
effect of long possession without 
opposition from the True Owner accord¬ 
ing to the Smritis as compared with 
British Indian Law on the subject. 

Subject for 1937—The Hindu Law ol 
Suretyship. 

The attention of the intending candidates 
is expressly called to the following condi¬ 
tions laid down tor the prize:— 

(/) By Comparative Indian Law shall be 
meant the Hindu Smriti Sastra called 
“Byabaharkhanda" and a comparison of the 
standard Sanskrit authorities on the subject 
with British Indian Law as contained in 
Parliamentary Statutes, Regulations and Acts 
of the Indian Legislative Council, and the 
law as laid down in leading cases. The study, 
which it shall be the object of tbe prize to 
encourage, is the history of the Hindu Smriti 
Sastra as it existed at and from the.time when 
India came under British rule and how and 
to what extent it has been altered under 
British influence, regard being had not only 
to the existing Statutes, Regulations and 
Acts, but also to those which, having been 
in operation for a time, have now been re¬ 
pealed or become obsolete and regard being 
also had not only to the existing leading 
cases but to cases which were considered 
leading at one time, but have not been over¬ 
ruled, and how and to what extent such 
alteration has affected Hindu society. 

(//) The essay may deal with the whole of 
the Indian Comparative Law as before defined 
or with part or parts thereof, but in no case 
shall an essay be entitled to competition 
which in any way attacks the religious belief, 
usages or institution of His Majesty’s sub¬ 
ject. 

(Hi) By Adhyapak shall be meant scholars 
of the Smriti Sastra, students of the Smriti 
in the Government Sanskrit College in Cal¬ 
cutta, and the tols of indigenous Brahmanical 
schools which send in candidates for the title 
examinations held in that college, and students 
in other similar institutions in India. 

(iv) Every candidates for the prize shall 
be required to indicate generally in a preface 
to his thesis, and specially in notes, the 
sources from which his information is taken, 
the extent to which he has availed himself 
of the work of others, and the portion of the 
thesis which he claims as original. He shall 
further be required to state whether his 
research has been conducted independently, 
under advice or in co-operation with others, 
and in what respects his investigations 
appear to him to tend to the advancement of 
knowledge.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Ever since the Indian Medical Council Act of 1933 came into force, the discontent 
among that large and important class of Medical Men known as L. M. Ps. had become 
deeper and deeper. This state of affairs cannot be allowed to continue long. 

(2) It is but right that the All India Medical Council should be seized with the 
problem of setting right the medical standards in this country and unless this Medical 
Council for India exercises its central control and authority over Medical Education 
in Medical Schools, as it does at present with that of the University Medical Colleges, 
the Provincial Governments who are in sole charge of Medical school education are not 
likely in near future to bestow’ the desired and much needed attention. 

(3) It is unimaginable that a vast body of Medical Men who are entitled to prac¬ 
tise by law r and statute of the Provincial Governments and who are recognised by the 
Provincial Medical Council as legally qualified Medical Practitioners should be denied 
their ligitimate right of being included in the All India Medical Council. 

(4) It is patent that if the Medical Council for India has to justify its title it must 
include within its scope the Medical Licentiates who form a preponderating majority 
of Medical Men with responsible official and public situations. 

(5) It may be mentioned, the original intention as was proposed in the draft Bills 
previous to the passing of the Act in its final form, was to constitute a Medical Council 
in India in order to establish a uniform standard of qualifications in Medicine for all 
provinces, but that this laudable proposal was gSven up at the selfish behest of the 
General Medical Council. 

It is therefore now proposed by the above amending Bill to make the Indian Medi¬ 
cal Council Act No. XXV11 of 1933 more comprehensive and equitable and make it 
acceptable to the Indian Medical profession. J strongly commend it for the favourable 
consideration of this Assembly.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal 
for April 1936. 

I. Character of the season. —During the 
month under review, the rainfall was slightly 
in excess of the nonmil in three districts, 
while in the rest of the Presidency it was 
much below the average. The usual rainfall 
statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operation .— 
Cultivation of jute and paddy continued lull 
more rain was needed for the operations. 
Harvesting of spring crops was completed. 

III. State of standing crops. —The condi¬ 
tion of standing crops is generally fair in 
East Bengal; elsewhere not satisfactory. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. — The 
prospects of standing crops were affected in 
places by continued drought during the 
month. The outturns of wheat and different 
spring oilseed crops w r ere estimated at 70 and 
76 per cent, respectively of the normal for 
the 'province. 


V. Damage to standing crops .—Some 
damage to crops by hailstorms was reported 
from places in Bangpur and Jalpaiguri. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock .—The 
condition of live-stock was on the whole, fair. 
Sporadic cases of cattle disease were, however, 
reported from 19 districts of the province and 
from Gooch Behar and Tripura States. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder .— 
Insufficiency of fodder was reported from 
parts of 24-Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, 
Burdwan, Bankura, Houghl.v and Chittagong 
districts. 

VTU. Prices of food-grains . —During the 
second fortnight of the month the retail prices 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in 
12 districts and fell in 2 and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. The 
price ranged from 10 seers per rupee in 
Darjeeling to 13A seers per rupee in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

TX. Condition of agricultural population. 
—The condition of agricultural population is, 
on the whole, fair, except in parts of 24- 
Parganas, Nadia, Murshidabad, Khulna, 
Burdwan, Birbhum, Bankura and Ilooghly, 
where distress continues.

For the week ending on the 13th May 1936. 

Summary._Tho rainfall during the week was generally moderate to heavy. It lias facilitated the cultivation of 

autumn crops and benefited the growth of standing crops generally. During the week ending Saturday, the 9th May 
41 986 persons attended the tost relief works and 942 persons received gratuitous relief in the distressed areas of 
Murshidabad. In Nadia, Burdwan and Birbhum, 50, 9,460 and 11,829 persons, respectively, were employed on test relief 
works on Saturday, the 9th May. In Burdwan 464 persons also received gratuitous relief. In Khulna and Hooghly 
20 816 and 17,678 labourers were engaged on test relief works during the week ending Saturday, the 9th idem. In 
24-Parganos, 48.244 persons also were employed on test relief works. The average price of common rieo for the province 
has risen by about 0-70 per cent, as compared with that of the previous week.

Third and Final Forecast of the Spring Oilseed 
Crops of Bengal, 1935-36. 

(Note. —On an average of the five yearn end¬ 
ing 1933-34, the area under linseed in 
Bengal has represented some 3 -5 per cent, 
and that under rape and mustard 11 ;3 
per cent, of the total area under these 
crops in British India.) 

Character of the season .—After the issue of 
the second forecast, continued drought caused 
damage to the crops in parts of West and 
North Bengal, but conditions were favourable 
elsewhere notably in the districts of Mymen- 
singh and Faridpur resulting in a slight in¬ 
crease in outturn. On the whole a fair crop 
was reaped for the province. 


Area sown. —Oilseeds are chiefly grown in 
the Itajsliahi, Dacca and Presidency Divi¬ 
sions. In the other two divisions the culti¬ 
vation is not extensive. The total area under 
these crops (excepting sesamum for which 
separate forecasts are issued) is returned at 
850,400 as against 892,100 acres last year. 

Outturn. —From the District Officers* esti¬ 
mates the provincial outturn of the different 
oilseed crops works out at 76 per cent, as 
against 87 per cent, last year. 

Taking 7 3/8ths maunds as the normal 
yield per acre for linseed, 7 3/5ths maunds for 
rape and mustard and 4^ maunds for other oil¬ 
seeds, the total yield of the crops for the pro¬ 
vince is estimated at 176,700 tons this year as 
against 212,200 tons last year.

(Note -—On an average of Hie five yearn ending 
1933-514, the area under wheat in Bengal 
has represented some 0 *4 per cent, of the 
total area under wheat in India. The 
ratio of the irrigated wheat acreage total 
wheat aereage in (a) British India and 
(b) in tlie territory now reported on lias, 
in the five years ending 1933-514, averaged 
(a) 41*1 and (b) 10*4 per cent., respec¬ 
tively.) 

Character of the season .— At the outset the 
weather was generally unfavourable owing to 
drought. Since the issue of the third forecast 
in April last the conditions have practically 
remained unchanged. A satisfactory outturn 


is expected in the districts of Dinajpur, Dar¬ 
jeeling, Rangpur and Farid pur. 

Acreaf/c .—According to District Officers’ 
estimates, the total area sown is 127,100 acres 
this year as ugainst 154,700 acres last year. 

Outturn.— -The provincial outturn as worked 
out from the district estimate is 70 per cent, of 
the normal as against 90 per cent, last year. 
Taking the normal yield to be 10 inaunds per 
acre, the gross yield of the crop for the pro¬ 
vince is estimated at 32,700 tons this year as 
against 51,100 tons last year. 

At the end of April the wholesale price of 
wheat in the Calcutta mart was Rs. 51-7-0 annas 
per maund or about 0 per cent, higher than 
the price ruling at the* corresponding period 
of last year. The price of common rice at 
Calcutta was Rs. 4-8-0 per maund against, the 
same rate last. year.

No. 2042A.R.I).—20tli May 1936.—In exorcise of the 
powers conferred by paragraph 20 of the Fifth Schedule to the

1936, and of all other powers enabling him in that behalf, the 
Governor of Bengal in Council is hereby pleased to make the 
following rules for the preparation, revision and publication of the 
electoral rolls for the Bengal Legislative Council:— 

The Bengal Legislative Council Electoral (Preparation, 

Revision and Publication of Electoral Rolls) Rules. 

Preliminary. 

1. These rules may be called the Bengal Legislative Council Short title. 
Electoral (Preparation, Revision and Publication of Electoral 

Rolls) Rules, 1936. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the definitions 
subject or context,— 

(a) 4 ‘Gazette’* means the Calcutta Gazette; 

(h) “Revising Authority" means such person as the Re¬ 
turning Otiicer may appoint in writing to perform all 
or any of the duties of the Revising Authority under 
these rules in respect of a constituency or part of a 
constituency: 

(c) “the Act” means the Government of India Act, 1935; 25 and 2(5 

(a) “the Order” means the Government of India (Provincial G ©o. V, 
Legislative Councils) Order, 1936. C. 42. 

-Part I—Appointment of Returning Officers. 

3* * The Returning Officers for the constituencies mentioned in Returning 
the first column of Schedule 1 hereto annexed shall be the persons Officers, 
respectively specified in the corresponding entry in the second 
column thereof. 

4. (1) The persons specified in the third column of Subetituteu for 

the said schedule may, subject to the control of the Returning Returning 
Officer, perform all or any of the functions of the Returning Officer 0flicers * 
in the constituencies respectively specified in the corresponding 
entry in the first column thereof: 

Provided* that no such person shall perform any of the func¬ 
tions of the Returning Officer, which relate to the acceptance of

a nomination paper or to the scrutiny of nominations or to the 
counting of votes, unless the Returning Officer is unavoidably 
prevented from performing the same, in which case the said func¬ 
tions may be performed in any constituency by a person specified 
in the corresponding entry in the third column of that schedule. 

(2) Reference to the Returning Officer in these rules shall, 
unless a contrary intention appears, be deemed to include any 
person when performing any duty or function, which he is autho¬ 
rised to perform under sub-rule (1).

Part II—Preparation, revision and publication of electoral rolls. 

5. An electoral roll shall he prepared for every territorial 
constituency in which shall be included the names of all persons 
appearing to be entitled to be included in the electoral roll for that 
constituency. It shall be published in the constituency together 
with a notice specifying the mode in which and the time within 
which claims for being included in the roll or objections to any 
names or particulars entered in the* roll are to be preferred. 

6 . Every person shall be entitled to have his name included 
in the electoral roll for a territorial constituency, if lie is qualified 
to he included in such roll under these rules or by virtue of the 
provisions of the Act or any Order or other rule made thereunder 
or of any Act of the Provincial Legislature: 

Provided that no person shall be entitled to have his name 
included in the electoral roll for more than one territorial consti¬ 
tuency. 


7. At the first elections held for tlu* purpose of constituting 
the Legislative Council of I he Province or at any bye-election 
belli, before the elections held in the third year thereafter to till 
the seats of members retiring on the expiration of their terms of 
office, for the purpose of filling any casual vacancy in the Council 
so constituted, a Ruler of an Indian State and a subject thereof, 
shall be deemed to be qualified to be included in the electoral roll 
for a territorial constituency for the purpose of clause (c) of 
paragraph (5 of Part 1 of the Order. 

8 . For the purpose of determining under clause (b) of para¬ 
graph 14 of Part T of the Order, -which of several women shall he 
included in the electoral roll for any territorial constituency in 
respect of the qualifications ‘of the husband the following proce¬ 
dure shall be adopted: — 

The wife whose name is forwarded to the Registering Authority, 
or his agent employed under rule 10, for this purpose by the 
husband shall he included in the electoral roll. In every other 
case the Registering Authority, or his agent employed under rule 
JO, shall include the senior wife or widow in the electoral roll 
after determining the seniority according to the priority of the date 
of marriage. 
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9« The electoral roll for every territorial constituency specified 
below shall be prepared by the authority (referred to in these rules 
as the “Registering Authority”) noted against each— 

(1) the Calcutta General (urban) constituency, by the Chief 

Executive Officer of the Corporation of Calcutta; 

(2) the Calcutta Suburbs General (urban) and the Calcutta 

and Suburbs Muhammadan (urban) constituencies, by 

the Member, Board of Revenue, Bengal; 

(3) a territorial constituency other than the constituencies 

referred to in clauses (1) and (2) above,— 

(a) when it comprises a single district, or part of a district, 
by the Magistrate of that district; 

(/>) when it comprises a single division, or part of a divi¬ 
sion extending over more than one district, by the 
Commissioner of that division; 

(r) when it comprises the whole or part of more than one 
division, by such officer as the Governor may, by 
notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

10 . For the purpose of preparing the electoral roll the Regis¬ 
tering Authority may employ such agency as he thinks fit. 


11« The electoral roll of each constituency shall be prepared 
in such form and in such language as the Governor may direct. 


12. The Registering Authority may divide a constituency 
into elect oral areas for the purpose of facilitating the preparation 
of the electoral roll, and so much of the roll as relates to an 
electoral area may be separately prepared. 

13. It shall be the duty of every person in charge of any 
municipal or cantonment record or the record of any other local 
body, to give to every Registering Authority or his agent employed 
under rule 10 or to every Revising Authority such information and 
such extracts from the said records and such access to such records 
as may be necessary for the purpose of preparation of the electoral 
rolls or determination of any claim or objection to any such rolls. 


14. The electoral roll of every territorial constituency shall 
be published by the Registering Authority in the following 
manner— 

(//) so much of the roll as relates to each district and sub¬ 
division, at the district and subdivisional offices, 
respectively : 

Provided that so much of the roll as relates to the Sadar 
subdivision of a district, shall be published at the 
District, Office of such district; 

(b) so much of the roll as relates to Calcutta, at the office of 

the Chief Executive Officer, Calcutta Corporation, and 
the portion of the roll relating to each ward at a con¬ 
venient place within the ward; 

(c) a complete copy of the roll, at the offices of the— 

(i) Registering Authority, 

(it) Returning Officer.

15. A notice in form I annexed to these rules shall be pub¬ 
lished together with the electoral roll, when published under rule 
14, specifying for each electoral area the Revising Authority to 
whom, the place at which, and the period referred to in sub-rule 
(1 ) of rule 10 within which claims for being included in the 
electoral roll, or objections to any names or particulars entered 
in the roll, are to be preferred. 

All such claims and objections shall be addressed to the 
Revising Authority and shall either be presented to the Revis¬ 
ing Authority or to the Registering Authority or to the District 
or Ktibdivisional Magistrate of the district or subdivision to which 
the claimant or objector belongs or be sent by post to the 
Revising Authority. 

16. (1) All such claims and objections to the roll shall be 
made in forms II and III annexed hereto, within thirty days 
from the date of the publication of the roll under rule 14: 

Provided that the Governor may, by notification in the 
Gazette, specify a shorter period within which claims and objec¬ 
tions shall be preferred in respect of the electoral roll of any 
constituency. 

(2) The Revising Authority shall not entertain any claim or 
objection received after the time referred to in sub-rule (1). 

17. (J) A claim shall be signed either by the person desir¬ 
ing his name to be included in an electoral roll or by an agent 
authorised in writing by such person and, unless it is sent by post, 
shall be presented either by such person personally or by such 
agent. 

(2) Where objection is made to the inclusion in the roll of 
any person whose name appears therein, such objection shall 
contain in respect of such person all the particulars entered in 
the roll. No person shall prefer an objection to the inclusion of 
any name in the electoral roll of a constituency unless his name 
is aheady included in the electoral roll of that constituency. 
Applications for the transfer of a name from the electoral roll of 
one constituency to that of another constituency are inadmissible. 
If any person desires such a transfer he shall prefer an objection 
io the inclusion of his name in the one roll and a second and 
separate claim for the inclusion of his name in the other roll. 

18. (1) T he Registering Authority, or in any case where the 
Registering Authority is a Commissioner of a division or the 
Member, Hoard of Revenue, Bengal, his. agent employed under rule 
JO shall, within the period specified in sub-rule (1) of rule 16, 
make an application to the Revising Authority for the making of 
any corrections in the roll—such as the removal of duplicate 
entries, or the expunging of the names of persons who are dead 
or subject to any legal incapacity -which he considers necessary 
to the preparation of a complete and accurate roll. 

(2) The Revising Authority shall serve, on each of the persons 
affected by the application, a notice specifying the correction which 
it is proposed to make in the roll and the place where and the 
time when objections to the proposed correction will be heard: 
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Provided that no Bueh notice shall be served when* the Revis¬ 
ing Authority is primd facie satisfied that the application for 
correction should be granted or where the application is one for 
the correction of a clerical or printing error. 

19. A register of all claims and objections shall be main¬ 
tained by the Revising Authorities, the Registering Authorities, 
the District Magistrates and the Kubdivisional Magistrates. 

Except in the case where the Revising Authority is primd 
facie satisfied as to the validity of a claim, every person whose 
claim or objection is received in time shall be served with a 
notice in form IV by the Revising Authority specifying tin* place 
where and the time when his claim or objection will he heard, 
and directing him or his agent to be present with such evidence 
as he may wish to adduce. 

20. When objection is made by any person to the inclusion 
of the name of any other person recorded therein, the Revising 
Authority shall, except in the case where such authority is 
primd facie satisfied as to the validity of the objection, serve on 
such other person a notice in form V annexed to these rules, 
giving the grounds on which the inclusion of his name has been 
objected to, and requiring such person or the agent of such person 
to attend at the place and time fixed for the hearing of the 
objection. 

21. Every notice issued by the Revising Authority shall, if 
possible, be served personally, and in default of personal service, 
shall be served by registered post or by affixing a copy thereof at 
the residence within the constituency of the person concerned. 
A certificate of service, either personal or otherwise, shall be 
deemed to be conclusive proof of the fact of such service. 

22. At the time fixed for the hearing, the Revising Authority 
shall hold a summary inquiry into the claim or objection preferred, 
and shall record his decision. He shall also, after considering any 
verbal or written objections that may be preferred, decide on any 
application made by the Registering Authority for corrections to 
the roll. For the purpose of the inquiry the roll as published 
under rule 14 shall be presumed to be correct and complete until 
the contrary has been proved. No party shall be represented by 
any legal practitioner at any proceeding under ibis rule. 

23. The orders made by the Revising Authority shall be final 
and he shall communicate liis decision to the Registering Authority 
and to the agent, if any, employed under rule 10, and such Regis¬ 
tering Authority or agent shall cause the roll to he altered in 
accordance therewith. The Revising Authority shall also direct 
the Registering Authority, and such agent, if any, to correct any 
clerical or printing errors which he mav himself discover in the 
roll. 

24. (1) The electoral roll so altered shall be republished in 
the manner specified in rule 14 and shall come into force from the 
date of such republication and shall remain in force for a period 
of three years after which a fresh roll shall be prepared :

Provided that the Governor may, by notification in the Gazette, 
direct the preparation in accordance with these rules of a fresh roll 
at any time before the expiration of the said period. 

(2) If a constituency is called upon to elect a member or 
members after an electoral roll lias ceased to have force and 
before the completion of the new electoral roll, the old electoral 
roll shall for the purposes of that election continue to operate as 
tlie electoral roll for the constituency. 

(3) Provision may be made for the sale of copies of the roll to 
the public. 

25. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in those rules 

any person may apply to the Registering Authority for the con¬ 
stituency concerned for the amendment of any electoral roll for the 
time being in force, and the Registering Authority on receipt of 
such application shall forward it to the Governor. The Governor 
may, at any time after any such application has been received in 
respect of an electoral roll, by notification in the Gazette, direct 
the preparation of a list of amendments thereto, and all the pro¬ 
visions of these rules shall apply in the case of every such list in 
like manner as they apply in the case of electoral rolls: 

Provided that where any such application is made for the cor¬ 
rection of an existing entry in the electoral roll and the Register¬ 
ing Authority is satisfied after personally hearing the applicant 
that the entry relates to the applicant and is erroneous or defective 
in any particular, he may amend the roll or cause it to be amended 
accordingly: 

Provided further that where any such application is made for 
amendment of the electoral roll bv the inclusion of the name of 
the applicant, the Registering Authority shall, on payment by 
the applicant of a fee of Rs. 10 make, subject to the general or 
special order of the Governor, such inquiry as he thinks fit and 
shall, if satisfied as to the validity of the applicant’s claim, amend 
the roll or cause it to be amended accordingly. 

(2) When any list of amendments lias been republished under 
sub-rule (1), the electoral roll to which it relates shall be deemed 
to have been amended accordingly. 


Part III—Custody and preservation of electoral rolls and other 
election papers connected therewith. 

26. (1) The papers mentioned in column 1 of Schedule II here¬ 

to annexed shall be kept in the custody mentioned in the second 
column thereof for the period specified in the third column thereof, 
unless their retention is otherwise ordered by competent authority. 

(2) One complete copy of the final electoral roll of each consti¬ 
tuency shall be forwarded by the Regis ering Authority of each 
constituency, to the Keeper of Records, Bengal, through the 
Reforms Office, for permanent deposit in the Secretariat Record 
Room. 
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(3) Copies of final electoral toIIb referred to in entry 3 of 
Schedule Jl deposited under sub-rule (1) and copies of such rolls 
deposited under sub-rule (2) shall, before deposit, be duly authen¬ 
ticated by the Registering Authority. 

(4) Printed copies of final electoral rolls in excess of the 
number required for permanent record shall be also deposited in 
the case of a constituency other than the Calcutta General (Urban) 
constituency in the office of the Registering Authority of the 
constituency and in (he case of the Calcutta General (Urban) 
constituency in the office of the Commissioner, Presidency Division. 
Spare copies of electoral rolls so deposited shall be available for 
sale to the public for a period of three years from the date of 
publication after which they will be sold as waste paper under the 
orders of the authority with whom they are deposited. 

(5) The public shall have a right to inspect the election papers 
nentioned in Schedule IT and to get attested copies thereof on 
»ayinent of the fees laid down in the Bengal Records Manual, 1917, 
md in the rules for the management of the Secretariat Record 
loom.

The Governor in Council lms liml under 
consideration the extension of the syMein 
of the premature release of prisoners on the 
recommendation of the Advisory Boards up¬ 
turn ted in Governmenl (Revenue Depart¬ 
ment) resolution No. 2221, dated the 8th 
March 1924. In accordance with the 

terms of that resolution, the Boards 
consider the cases of non-habituul prison¬ 
ers who have served a period of 2A 

years including- remissions and have 
completed .two-thirds or more of their 
sentences. The Fourth All-India Conference 
of Inspectors-General of Prisons, held in 
1929, recommended that the cases of all 
rusual convicts undergoing substantive sen- 
tenees of It years and over should he con¬ 
sidered by the Advisory Boards when the 
prisoners have completed 2 years’ imprison¬ 
ment, or half their sentences, whichever is 
greater, excluding the period of remission. 
The Governor in Council lias decided to accept 
this recommendation, with the modification 
that the period of remission will be taken into 
account in fixing the ]>oint at which the re¬ 
view of sentences should he considered. In 
the ease of old and infirm prisoners, the limit 
of 2 years’ imprisonment, or half the sen¬ 
tence/may be reduced at the discretion of the 
Boards. 

2. In resolution No. 28G8P.J., dated the 
7th August 19,‘Id, reference was made to 
cases in which a prisoner might not have 
served the prescribed jsirtion of his sentence 
at the time of the meeting of the Board, hut 
might l>e due for release before the next 
meeting. The Governor in Council has de¬ 
cided that cases of this nature should be 
considered, so that if a prisoner is found 
otherwise suitable for premature release, the 
Board may recommend his release on com¬ 
pletion of 2 years* imprisonment, or half the 
sentence, as the case may he. 

8. For the purpose of calculating the 
period of 2 years’ imprisonment, or half the 
sentence, the Superintendent of the Jail will, 
when examining cases for .submission to the 
Advisory Board, take into account the re¬ 
mission actually earned and ordinary remis¬ 
sion likely to he earned before the meeting 
of the Board and for a period of G months 
thereafter. In fixing the date of release, the 
Superintendent will take into account the 
total remission earm^l including all special 
remission, but the remission must not exceed 
one-third of the j>eriod actually spent in jail.

1. If so required by the Commissioners 
for the prevention of anthrax, every case of 
sudden death of an animal shall be reported 
to them for proper investigation as to the 
existence of anthrax within the municipal 
limits. 


2. The carcass of an animal known or sus¬ 
pected to have died of anthrax shall not be 
skinned, but the whole carcass shall be dis- 

>osed of either by burning completely or by 
mrial in lime. In the latter case the carcass 
shall be buried in quicklime at a depth of at 
least six feet below the ground level. 

3. Whenever the removal of the carcass 
of an animal suspected to have died of 
anthrax to a place of disposal is decided upon, 
the removal shall be conducted under the 
strict supervision of the Health Officer or 
other competent officer appointed by the 
Commissioners in this behalf with duo regard 
to measures necessary to prevent the spread 
of infection therefrom. 

4. Every stable in which an animal lias 
died of anthrax shall be thoroughly disinfect¬ 
ed with suitable material. For lime-wash the 
Commissioners may require that four ounces 
of chloride of lime containing 33 per cent, 
of available chlorine should be mixed with 
every gallon of water. 

5. The wool, fur or hair of animals 
known or suspected to have contracted 
anthrax, if already collected, shall be des¬ 
troyed at once and the place or places where 
such materials were kept shall be thoroughly 
disinfected in the manner laid down in by¬ 
law 4. 

6. When required by the Commissioners 
to do so for the prevention of the spread of 
anthrax, the owners or managers of tanneries 
or woollen mills shall not dispose of any 
trade waste or refuse from such tanneries or 
mills which has been exposed to infection or 
contagion except by burning or after proper 
disinfection in the manner specified by the 
Commissioners. 

For the above purpose a mixture ol‘ half 
a pint of commercial carbolic acid per gal¬ 
lon of waste water from tanneries may Is* 
used. 

7. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
tlie preceding by-laws 1 to ti shall be liable 
to a fine which may extend to Rs. 50.

1. Key ist rat ion of dairymen and dairies .— 
The Municipal Commissioners may require by 
public notice the registration of all dairymen 
or persons selling milk aud of all dairies 
within the municipality, within such period 
ns may be fixed by them; whereupon no person 
shall keep any dairy within the ami adminis¬ 
tered by the Commissioners, unless it has been 
registered, or carry on the business or trade 
of cow-keeper, dairyman or purveyor of milk, 
unless he is registered as such therein : 

Provided that a person who sells milk of 
his own cows or buffaloes in small quantities 
to his workmen or to his neighbours for their 
convenience need not be so registered. 

Note. —In these by-laws the* term cow-keeper 
includes a keeper of buffaloes.

Temporary regulations for the prevention and control of small-pox.

section 9] of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885 
(Bengal Act 111 of 1885); 

(b) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed by 

the District Board under sub-section (3) of section 91 of the 
Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885; 

(c) “Board” means a District Board constituted under the Bengal 

Local Self-Government Act of 1885; 

( d ) “Union Board” means a Union Board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919; 

(c) “small-pox” means any disease accompanied by an eruption of 
vesicles or pustules; 

(/) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to he 
suffering from small-pox; 

((/) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the 
medical profession. 

Notices. 

2. If in any case the District Health Officer considers that the issue 
of a notice under regulation 20 is likely to lead to such an amount of 
delay as might facilitate the spread of small-pox, he may forthwith 
take*such steps as he may think fit for carrying out the work, and shall 
thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the person concerned 
stating the reason why such work has been carried out. 

3. If any measure which the District Health Officer has. by a notice 
issued under regulation 20, required to be carried out., be not carried out 
to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notice the District Health 
Officer shall be entitled to carry out the measure. 
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Costs and compensation. 

4. (J) All expenses incurred in carrying out any work in pursuance 
of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the Board 
except in any case where the order directs a person to carry out any 
work in relation to property in his possession, in which case the expenses 
shall be paid by such person : 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the District Health 
Officer to pass such an order, arc not attributable to any act or default 
of the person in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such 
person the whole or a part of the expenses incurred by him in carrying 
out the order. 

(2) The Board may recover all expenses incurred by the District 
Health Officer in carrying out the measure under regulation 3 from the 
person or persons to whom the notice was originally issued. 

5. The Board shall pay adequate compensation to any person who 
has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done 
under those regulations: 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for anything 
done or suft'ered under these regulations, if he has failed to carry out 
an order issued under these regulations within the time specified in the 
order and to the satisfaction of the District Health Officer. 

Location of disease. 

6. When a case of small-pox occurs in a house, the nearest male 
relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the absence of any such 
relative tlie occupier of the house, or if the occupier be the patient, 
the senior male inmate of the house other than the patient of the house 
shall within twenty-four hours of the onset of the disease, give informa¬ 
tion regarding the occurrence of such case either personally or in writing 
or by means of the chaukidur or other village watchmen to the nearest 
Sanitary Inspector. 

7. (J) Every medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case 
of small-pox shall forthwith give notice of the case by a special messen¬ 
ger to the nearest member of the outdoor staff of the Board and to the 
District Health Officer by post and tlie cost of such messenger in each 
case shall be defrayed by the Board. 

(^) The doctor-in-eharge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
district shall forthwith give notice of any case of small-pox brought 
to such hospital or dispensary for treatment to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector by a special messenger ami to the District Health Officer by 
post, and tlie cost in each case shall be defrayed by the Board. 

8. Presidents of Union Boards in union hoard areas and thana 
officers in non-union board areas shall supply to the District Health 
Officer such periodical returns of cases of small-pox as he may from time 
to time <^all upon them to furnish. 

9. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine 
any person who is, or suspected to be, suffering from small-pox or who, 
in liis opinion, may be infected with or likely to spread small-pox. 


Isolation of patients. 

10. When the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for 
the protection of the neighhouring population, he shall order the 
patient to observe isolation and may order the nearest relative in 
attendance on the patient, or the occupier of the house in which the 
patient is staying to arrange for the isolation of the patient in such a 
maimer and for such a time as may bo approved by the District Health 
Officer. 

lie shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless it 
is, in his opinion, impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

11. The District Health Officer or a Sanitavv Inspector may order 
that any person, who has been in contact with a person found to be 
suffering from small-pox, shall be segregated for a period not exceed¬ 
ing a fortnight in a manner and in a place to be approved by the District 
Health Officer. 

12. The District Health Officer or u Sanitary Inspector may order 
that any person who has been in contact with a person found to be 
Buffering from small-pox shall be vaccinated or revaccinated within a 
time to be specified in the order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 10 without the permission of the District Health Officer 

or a Sanitary Inspector. 
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14. When a patient has been removed from a house for isolation 
under regulation 10, the Board shall provide for him free of charge a 
suitable place, with necessary attendants, diet, etc. 

15. No person, who is or has beeji suffering from small-pox, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission to 
do so. 


Miscellaneous. 

16. The District Health Officer ora Sanitary Inspector may require 
any person to allow to be carried out by such agency and witniu such 
time as may be specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection 
of any premises in the occupation of such person or for the disinfection 
or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the said officer or 
inspector may consider necessary. 

17. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may direct 
the owner or occupier of any premises to take steps to have vaccinated 
or revaccimited within a time to be specified in the order any person 
residing on such premises and under the control of such owner or occupier 
if the District Health Officer is of opinion that such person has been in 
contact with anyone suffering from srunll-pox. 

18. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may forbid 
any person who has been a patient or who lias to his knowledge been 
in contact with a patient to act as vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 

19. No person shall sell any article which has been in contact with 
a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the District 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

20. The District Health Officer or u Sanitary Inspector may issue 
general orders that by a specified date certain sanitary precautions of a 
simple nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines or 
the removal of filth or rubbish shall be carried out to his satisfaction. 

21. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
prohibit persons from retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies 
of persons who have died of small-pox and limy cause any such clothes 
to be destroyed. 

22. No person shall, without the written permission of the District 
Health Officer, dispose of any corpse except by burning or burial. 

2d. The District Health Officer may approve burning or burial 
grounds and may by order direct either generally or specially in respect 
to any specified area, that corpses shall not be burned or buried at 
places other than those so approved by him. 

24. Any person burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cause the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to Ik* 
reduced to ashes. 

25. The District Health Officer may direct that no person shall 
bury or cause to be buried any corpse, which in the opinion of the 
District Health Officer, is likely to spread small-pox, in a grave, not 
constructed of masonry and less than 6 feet deep. 

26. The District Health Officer may order that no dome or other 
servant of the Board employed for the disposal of corpses shall with¬ 
draw from his duties without the permission of the District Health 
Officer unless such dome or other servant of the Board has given notice 
in writing not less than one month previously of his intention so to 
withdraw. 

27. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 

through any person authorised by such officer or inspector in that be¬ 
half seize and dispose of any corpse which in the opinion of the said 
officer or inspector is infected with or is likely to spread small-pox, 
unless the relatives or friends of the deceased person satisfy him that 
they are prepared and able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which 
will prevent the spread of small-pox.

suffering from small-pox; 

(r) “medical practi tinier* 5 means any person practising the medi¬ 
cal profession. 


Notices. 

2. If in any case the Health Officer considers that the issue of a 
notice under regulation 20 is likely to lead to such an amount of delay 
as might facilitate the spread of small-pox, he may forthwith take 
such steps as he may think fit for carrying out the work, and shall 
thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the person concerned 
stating the reason why such work has been carried out. 
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3. If any measure which the Health Officer lms, h.v a notice issued 
under regulation 20, required to he earned out, he not , ' 1,rn ‘‘ < .' 
liis satisfaction within the time stated m the notices the Health Uthcer 
shall bfo entitled to carry nut the measure. 


Costs and compensation. 

4. (7) All expenses incurred in carrying out any work in pursuance 
of an order issued under these regulations shall he paid by the munici¬ 
pality except in any case where the order directs n person to carry out 
any work in relation to property in his possession, in which case the 
expenses shall he paid by such person : 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the Health Officer to 
pass such an order, are not attributable to any act or default of the per¬ 
son in possession of the property, the municipality may pay 1° such 
person the whole or a part of tlie expenses incurred by him in carrying; 
out the order. 

(2) The municipality may recover all expenses incurerd by the 
Health Officer in carrying out the measure under regulation <‘J from the 
person or persons to whom the notice was originally issued. 

5. The municipality shall pay adequate compensation to any per¬ 
son who lias sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything 
done under these regulations; 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation for anything 
done or suffered under these regulations, if lie has failed to carry out 
uii order issued under these regulations within the time specified in the 
order and to the satisfaction of the Health Officer, 


Location of disease. 

h. When a case of small-pox occurs in a house, the nearest male 
relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the absence of any such 
relative the occupier of the house, or if the occupier be the patient, 
the senior male inmate of the house other than the patient of the house 
shull within twenty-four hours of the onset of the disease, give informa¬ 
tion regarding the occurrence of such case either personally or in writing 
to the nearest Sanitary Inspector. 

7. (7) "Kverv medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case 
of small-pox shall forthwith give notice of the case by a special messen¬ 
ger to the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector and the cost of such 
messenger in each case shall 1m* defrayed by the municipality. 

(2) The doctor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
municipality shall forthwith give notice of any case of small-pox brought 
to such hospital or dispensary for treatment to a Sanitary Inspect or or to 
the Health Officer by a special messenger, and the cost ot such messen¬ 
ger ill each case shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

8. Registrars of births and deaths shall supply to the 
Health Officer such periodical returns of cases of small-pox as he may 
from time to time call upon them to furnish. 

9. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspectoi may examine any 
person who is, or suspected to be, suffering from small-pox or who, in 
liis opinion, may be infected with or likely to spread small-pox. 


Isolation of patients. 

10. When the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector considers that 
the isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for the protection 
of the neighbouring population, lie shall order the patient to ribserve 
isolation and may order the nearest relative in attendance on the patient, 
or the occupier ot the house in which the patient is staying to arrange 
for the isolation of the patient in such a maimer and for such a time as 
may be approved by the Health Officer. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless it 
is, in his opinion, impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 
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11. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that any 
person, who has been in contact with a person found to he suffering from 
small-pox, shall he segregated for a period not exceeding a fortnight in 
a manner and in a place to be approved by the Health Officer. 

12. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order that any 
person who has (been in contact with a person found to be suffering from 
small-pox shall he vaccinated or revaccinated within a time to be speci¬ 
fied in the order. 

13. No person shall enter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 10 without the permission of the Health Officer or a 
Sanitary Inspector. 

14. When a patient has been removed from a house for isolation 
under regulation 10, the municipality shall provide for him free of 
charge a suitable place, with necessary attendants, diet, etc. 

15. No person, who is or lias been suffering from small-pox, shall 
leave 1 lie place where he has been staying until he lias received from 
the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission to do so. 


Miscellaneous. 

16. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require any 
person to allow to he carried out hv such agency and within such time 
as may he specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection of 
any premises in the occupation of such person or for the disinfection 
or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the said officer or inspec¬ 
tor may consider necessary. 

17. The Health Officer nr a Sanitary Inspector may direct the 
owner or occupier of any premises to take steps to have vaccinated or 
revaccinated within a time to 1 m* specified in the order any person resid¬ 
ing on such premises and under the control of such owner or occupier 
if the Health Officer is of opinion that such person has been in contact 
with anyone suffering from small-pox. 

18. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may forbid any 
person who has been a patient or who lias to his knowledge been in eon- 
tact with a patient to act as vendor of any article for such period as may 
he specified in the order. 

19. No person shall sell any article which lias been in contact with 
a patient until it lias been disinfected to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

20. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may issue general 
orders that by a specified date* certain sanitary precautions of a simple 
nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines or the re¬ 
moval of filth or rubbish shall he carried out to his satisfaction. 

21. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may prohibit per¬ 
sons from retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of persons 
who have died of small-pox and may cause any such clothes to !hc des¬ 
troyed. 

22. No person shall, without the written permission of the Health 
Officer, dispose of any corpse except by burning or burial. 

23. The Health Officer may approve burning or burial grounds and 
may by order direct either generally or specially in respect to any 
specified area, that corpses shall not be burned or buried at places other 
than those so approved by him. 

24. Any person 'burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
cause tlie clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to Ibe re¬ 
duced to ashes. 

25. The Health Officer may direct that no person shall bury or 
cause to be buried any corpse, which in the opinion of the Health Officer, 
is likely to spread small-pox, in a grave, not constructed of masonry 
and less than 6 feet deep. 
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26. The Health Officer may order that no dome or other servant 
of the municipality employed for the disposal of corpses shall withdraw 
from his duties without the permission of the Health Officer unless such 
dome or other servant of the municipality has given notice in writing 
not less than one month previously of his intention so to withdraw. 

27. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may through any 
person authorised by such officer or inspector in that behalf seize ana 
dispose of any corpse which in the opinion of the said officer or inspec¬ 
tor is infected with or is likely to spread small-pox, unless the relatives 
or friends of the deceased person satisfy him that they are prepared and 
able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which will prevent the spread 
of small-pox. 

28. (/) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require any 
person who appears to he acquainted with facts in connection with any 
case or suspected case of small-pox to attend before him at a time to be 
stated in the order and at any place not more Ilian one mile from the 
place where such person resides or is staying when the order is issued, 
and such person shall appear as so required. 

. (2) When the person summoned to appear under paragraph (1) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, 
suitable precaution shall be taken to respect the said custom. 

29. (/) The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may examine 
orally any person who appears to be acquainted with the facts and eircu in¬ 
stances of a case or suspected case of small-pox. 

(2) When the person to he examined under paragraph (7) is a 
female who, !by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, 
the officer shall take her statement under such conditions as shall admit 
of due respect to the said custom. 

(3) Such person shall be bound to answer all questions relating to 
such case put to him or her by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 

30. The Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, with such 
assistants (if any) as he thinks fit, enior upon any land, or after two 
hours’ notice in writing, into any premises or building used for human 
habitation at any time between sunrise and sunset for the purpose of 
carrying out any measure or making any enquiries authorised by these 
regulations. 

31. The crew of any inland steam-vessel or boat which plies in 
any canal or river and other persons residing on such vessel or boat 
shall be subject to these regulations. 

32. (1) All vaccinations under these regulations shall be performed 
gratuitously provided they be done (//) at such public vaccination sta¬ 
tions as in ay be opened by the municipality or (b) by bouse to bouse 
visits in the case of such females as are by the custom of the country 
unable to attend at public vaccination stations and are too poor to pay 
fees. 

(2) Persons desirous of being vaccinated in their own houses other 
than those specialty exempted under sub-regulation (7) shall pay a fee 
of two annas for each vaccination for which they shall get a printed 
receipt: provided that the total amount of fees payable for any number 
of operations performed in one family at the same house end at the same 
time shall not exceed annas eight. 

33. (i) Orders issued by the Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
under these regulations shall Ibe in writing. 

(ii) The officer issuing such orders shall cause copies of them to be 
served upon any persons named in them. 

(Hi) The nearest relative of a patient or the occupier of the house 
in which the patient is staying shall, if a copy of the order under regu¬ 
lation 10 has been served upon him, give to a Sanitary Inspector or to 
the Health Officer immediate notioe of any disobedience of the order by 
the patient.

Rules for the examination of candidates for 
admission to the Indian Audit and 
Accounts Service , the Imperial Customs 
Service , the Military Accounts Depart¬ 
ment and the Indian Railway Accounts 
Service . 

No. F. 13 (3)-Rof./36.—In supersession (if 
this dejKutment resolution No. F. 15 (6)- 
Ex. 1/35, dated the 13th of April 1935, the 
following revised rules, which are liable to 
alteration from year to year arc prescribed 
for the examination to be held in November 
1936, for admission to the Indian Audit and 
Accounts Service, the Imperial Customs 
Service, the Military Accounts Department 
and the Indian Railway Accounts Service. 

1. A competitive examination for admis¬ 
sion to the Indian Audit and Accounts Ser¬ 
vice, the Imperial (Aistoms Service, the 
Military Accounts Department and the 
Indian Railway Accounts Service, shall he 
held in India at such time as the Governor- 
General in Council may direct. 

2. The maximum number of candidates to 
be admitted to the examination may, at the 
discretion of the Governor-General in Council, 
be limited to such number, not Inung less 
than 200, as the Governor-General in Council 
may decide. If the number of candidates 
exceeds that limit, the Public Service Com¬ 
mission shall select from among the appli¬ 
cants thc«e who shall he admitted to the* 
examination and in doing so shall have 
regard to the suitability of the applicants 
and to the adequate representation of the 
\arious provinces and communities of India. 

3. (/) A candidate who is in the perma¬ 
nent service of the Government shall apply 
to the Public Service Commission for admis¬ 
sion to the examination through the head ot 
his office, who shall forward his application 
to the commission through the Government 
concerned unless he refuses his consent to 
the application. 

(n) A candidate who is not in Government 
service or is employed in Government service 
only in a temporary capacity at the time that 
lie submits his application, shall apply to the 
Public Service Commission through the pro¬ 
per authority of the area in which his parents 
reside at the time of submitting bis applica¬ 
tion, or have resided for a period of not less 
than three years, or in which the candidate 
has himself resided, otherwise than as a 
student, for a like period. A Government 
servant who is employed in a temporary 
capacity should, however, before submitting 
his application, obtain in writing the permis¬ 
sion of the Head of the Office or Department 
in which he is employed and attuch it to the 
application. 
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(in) The proper authority for a Governor’s 
Province shall be the Local Government of 
that Province; for Cborg, Delhi, Ajmer- 
Merwara, or British Baluchistan, the Chief 
Commissioner: and for a State in India the 
Political Officer or Agent who must be 
addressed through the Government of the 
State. 

(iv) No candidate may make more than 
one application in respect of any one occasion 
on which an examination is held. 

4. A candidate must l>e a male and 
either:— 

(a) a British subject of Indian domicile 

whose father (if alive) is a British 
subject or a subject of a State in 
India, or (if dead) was at the time 
of his death either a British subject 
or a subject of a State in India or 
a person in the permanent service 
of the Crown or a person who had 
retired from that Service; or 

(b) a ruler or a subject of a State in 

India: 

Provided that in the ease of a male British 
subject the requirements of this rule may he 
waived by Government if satisfied that their 
observance would occasion exceptional hard¬ 
ship, and that the candidate is so closely 
connected by ancestry or upbringing with 
His Majesty’s Dominions as to just if \ special 
treatment. 

Provided also that a ruler or a subject of a 
State in India cannot he apf>ninted unless he 
has obtained the declaration minimi under 
Section 96A of the Government of India Act 

5. (Candidates must have attained the age 
of 22, and must not have attained the age of 
25, on the first day of August 15>36. 

Provided that a candidate who is over the 
age of 25 and under the age of 28 on that 
date mav l>e admitted to the examination if 
be¬ 
ta) holds substantively a |K*rmanent nj>- 
pointment iu a Department or Office 
administratively connected with the 
Service which he seeks to enter or 
in an Office or Department subordi¬ 
nate thereto, and 

( b) is recommended by the Head of his 
Department. 

6. A candidate must satisfy the Public 
Service Commission that his character and 
antecedents are such as to make him suitable 
for appointment to the public service. No 
candidate who is in the employment of the 
Central or of a Local Government will ho 
admitted to the examination, unless the Head 
of his Department reports that his character 
and attainments are satisfactory.

The 
artisan course is intended primarily for the silk 
reelers and weavers of Bengal. 

Ten scholarships of Us. 10 each a month 
will he awarded to students of the first year 
advanced course on the results of a test exa¬ 
mination which will he held shortly after the 
commencement of the session. Eour scholar¬ 
ships will he reserved tor Muslim students. 

Fifteen scholarships of Ks. G each and fif¬ 
teen scholarships of Us. 4 each a month for 
one year will he awarded to the artisan 
students. 

The application form must he filled up com¬ 
pletely and he supported by the necessary cer¬ 
tificates without which no application will he 
considered. Candidates for the artisan course 
should submit their applications through the 
District Magistrate or Subdivisional Officers, 
or Sericulture Department or the Peripatetic 
Weaving Instructors as the case may be. 

Permanent hostels for Hindu and Muslim 
students have been started in spacious and 
well-ventilated buildings attached to the 
Institute. A student can comfortably live at 
Berhampore at a cost of Its. Id to Rs. 14 per 
month.

THE BENGAL WATER HVACINTH ACT, 193 s. 

[ Published in the Calcutta Gazette of the 28th Muy, 1930. J 

An Act. to provide for the destruction of water hyacinth in 
Bengal. 

Where a .8 it is expedient to make better pro vision 
for preventing the spread of water hyacinth in Bengal and 
for its destruction ; 

And where a .8 the previous sanction of the Governor 
General has been obtained under sub-section (3) of section 80A 
of the Government of India Act to the passing of this Act; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1- (I) This Act may he called the Bengal Water 

Hyacinth Act, 11)36. 

(2) Tt extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Local 
Government may, by notification, appoint. 


2 . In this AH, unless then* is anything repugnant in

(/) “Authorised Officer” includes the Collector and 
iiuy person authorised by the Collector to exercise 
the functions of an Authorised Officer under sec¬ 
tions 7, 8 and 9 ;

The Annual Report of tlie Department of Agriculture, Bengal, for 
the year 1934-35. 

A dm ini at ration. —Mr. £. Mr! jean was in charge of the department 
during the year. 

Mr. M. Carbery, Agricultural Chemist, Bengal, went on leave in 
October 1934 and was succeeded by Babu (losta Behari Pal, Assistant 
Agricultural Chemist. In April 1934, Mr. F. Smith, Deputy Director 
of Agriculture, Eastern Circle, went on leave preparatory to retirement 
and Rai Sahib J. K. Biswas took over charge of his office. 

Messrs. J. N. Sarkar, Deputy Director of Agriculture, Western 
Circle, A. It. Mal^k, Deputy Director of Agriculture, Northern Circle, 
and D. Dutt, Second Economic Botanist, were confirmed in the Bengal 
Higher Agricultural Service during the year. 

In the latter part of the year Mr. A. R. Malik, Deputy Director of 
Agriculture, Northern Circle, was appointed to be the Senior Marketing 
Officer in connection with the scheme for the marketing of agricultural 
prod uce. 

General. —Although the season was on the whole satisfactory for the 
winter and rabi crops and fair for the autumn crops in North and East 
Bengal, the conditions in parts of West Bengal where the rainfall was 
insufficient were far from satisfactory. The districts of Burdwan, 
Birbhum, Bankura, Hooghly and Murshidabad as well as Rnjshahi 
suffered most from drought. Parts of Rajshahi and Murshidabad 
districts were qlso affected by floods, while heavy rainfall in the hills 
of Assam was responsible for the overflooding of the Meghna river 
system, which caused loss to the standing crops in Eastern Mymensingh 
and in the Brahmanbaria subdivision of the Tippera distiict. 

During the year a great impetus was given to the propaganda for the 
restriction of the area under cultivation* of jute—the methods employed 
in the preceding years were considerably improved and intensified and 
a special officer was appointed for the organisation of propaganda with 
the assistance of local officials and non-officials. The services of the 
officers of the department were largely utilised for encouraging the 
cultivators to grow alternative crops in place of jute and for distributing 
seed: and a fair measure of success was achieved. The East India Jute 
Association, Limited, and the Calcutta Hessian Exchange, Limited, 
contributed Rs. 2,500 and Rs. 2,000, respectively, for the purchase and 
distribution of seed of alternative crops. District boards also provided 
funds in this direction, i he Rangpur district board in particular con¬ 
tributing Rs. 10,000. The department was responsible for the supply 
and distribution of the seed in all these cases in addition to the free 
distribution of a large quantity of sugarcane cuttings sanctioned by 
Government. 

Research and experiment .—In recent years there has been a remark¬ 
able expansion in the activities of the research section with funds 
provided by the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research. Note¬ 
worthy among the schemes is that for the improvement of marketing of 
agricultural produce, the importance of which cannot be over-estimated. 
Nine other schemes of research were financed by the Council during the 
year of which three were undertaken at the Universities of Calcutta 
and Dacca. 
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With grants from the Indian Central Cotton Committee, two schemes 
of research on cotton—one for investigation of the possibilities of 
improving Comilla cotton and the other for investigation into the village 
consumption of cotton in Bengal—were worked during the year. 

The value of sugarcane as a substitute crop for jute is recognised by 
the cultivators and there is a growing demand for cane by the sugar 
factories. To secure the cultivation of the departmental types of canes 
over oue crore cuttings were distributed. The demand for departmental 
types of tobacco increased while the cultivation of Bidi types is extending. 
fiidi tobaccos which are now imported from other provinces fetch a good 
price ranging between Rs. 30 and Its. 50 per maund. The types grown 
and cured in this province are approved by manufacturers and there are 
prospects of extension of the crop. Interesting experiments on flax were 
conducted with a view to arriving at a process of extraction suitable for 
local conditions. The Imperial Council of Agricultural Research has 
been approached for a small grant to enable the work to be carried on 
a more extensive scale. There has been a heavy demand for groundnut 
seed, the crop being taken up as an alternative to jute. Some heavy 
crops have been obtained, 30 maun els and over per acre being a common 
return. Akola No. 10 lias proved a very popular type and a heavy 
yielder. 

Animal husbandry. —Considerable progress was made during the 
year in the improvement of live-stock in the districts of Malda, Rajshahi, 
Nadia and Hooghly where live-stock officers were posted—one officer for 
two districts. The appointment of three extra live-stock officers has 
been sanctioned by Government. 

Fourteen bulls were maintained at the district farms against 15 of 
the previous year. These bulls covered 1,088 cows against 1,229 for th Q 
preceding year. Twenty young bulls were distributed free from the 
surplus stock of the Dacca Farm. The premium scheme still continues. 
It has, however, been decided to reduce the amount of premium for each 
individual premium holder from Rs. 10 to Its. 5, thus allowing an 
increased number of owners of bulls to receive the premium and their 
hulls to come under departmental supervision. The bulls under the 
premium system covered 2,733 cows against 2,333 cows last year. 

In the An imal Nutrition Section results of economic importance have 
been obtained. It has been found that paddy straw alone is not a main¬ 
tenance ration and that cattle fed continuously oil this alone must 
eventually die. The addit ion to the diet of even a small quantity of 
protein in the shape of linseed cake balances the ration and life is 
maintained. Another point of interest is that a us paddy straw has been 
found to be of a much higher value than a man paddy straw as cattle 
fodder. Experiments at Dacca have shown that aus paddy straw makes 
excellent, silage. 

Satisfactory results have been obtained in the Poultry Section at the 
Dacca Farm towards the improvement of stock both by selection of the 
pure-bred races of imported Rhode Island Red and the local Chittagong, 
and by crossing the two breeds. The average number of eggs laid by 
the Rhode Island Reds has been increased from 50 to 132 per annum, 
the Chittagongs from 60 to 95, whilst the average of the 5th cross 
between the two breeds is 12*> eggs per annum. The cross bred is a good 
table bird and an active forager and tlie average weight of eggs is 2 ozs. 

Demonstration and propaganda. —In spite of the limitations imposed 
by the lack of funds useful work continued to be done on the demonstra¬ 
tion and propaganda side* by means of numerous lantern lectures in 
hats, exhibitions and fairs and through the medium of wireless talks on 
agriculture given by departmental officers in Calcutta. The departmental 
officers also participated in and delivered lectures ou agriculture at 
many of the cinema shows organised by the Government Publicity 
Department. Besides, a large number of leaflets containing depart¬ 
mental recommendations were issued to the public. 

Both the Government and private farms have functioned successfully 
in their respective spheres as centres of experiment, demonstration aud 
seed multiplication and as centres for the multiplication of depart¬ 
mental seeds and for the demonstration of departmental types and 
improved methods. Noteworthy progress was made during the year in 
the introduction of departmental varieties of paddy, jute, tobacco and 
sugarcane which it is estimated were grown on 598,050, 1,090.257, 7,384 
and 130,838 acres, respectively. The quantities of improved varieties 
of seeds and cuttings distributed during the year were paddy 5,699 mds.; 
jute 132 mds., sugarcane cuttings 11,878,3*81 and tooacco seeds 3,754 
tolas. 
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Agricultural Education .—During the year under report fifty-four 
schools participated in the scheme for instruction in agriculture in High 
English and Middle English Schools. Government aid had to be with¬ 
drawn from three schools, leaving fifty-one schools in number of which 
twenty-five were High English and twenty-six Middle English Schools. 
Three thousand and eighty-four students received instruction both in 
theory and practice, the area under cultivation being 216 acres. The train¬ 
ing of Bhadraloh youths in practical agriculture and in the principles 
of co-operation at the Faridpur Farm with the object of settlement 
with them of char land in the district was continued. 

Agricultural Engineering .—The Agricultural Engineer continued 
his work on designing and production of improved machinery. The 
demonstration sugar factory at Rajshahi worked for the second year and 
had to be closed down early owing to shortage of supply of sugarcane. 
A number of Bhadraloh youths who received instruction in sugar manu¬ 
facture in the factory have obtained employment in small factories. 

Sericulture .—During the year under report the strength of the Seri- 
cultural Section was further reduced by 12 posts as a measure of 
retrenchment. 

Owing to general trade depression there lias been a further fall in 
the price of silk. The slump is likely to continue until the economic 
condition of the people improves. 

The work of rearing the indigenous breeds by careful selection in 
successive generations was continued, special attention being paid to 
the adaptability of the different stock strains to local conditions. The 
experiments with foreign univoltines were also continued at Kurseong. 

Successful results have generally been obtained by replacing bush 
mulberry by tree mulberry excepting at Vishnupur, where the dwarf 
tree and bush plantations have been found to be more satisfactory. 
Considerable damage was done to the plantations at Malda and Murshi- 
dabad by floods, which also prevented the further extension of tree 
mulberry cultivation. 

As a result of propaganda Eri rearing is being extended in the Bogra 
district. The total number of improved rearing houses in Malda was 
2,443 of which 60 were improved by the demonstration staff during the 
year under report. A large number of cases of outbreak of epidemic 
diseases were checked by preventive measures. 

Acknowledgment .—Government in the Ministry of Agriculture are 
pleased to acknowledge the work done by Mr. McLean; the names of 
the departmental officers mentioned in the report have also been noted. 
The thanks of Government are due to Professor P. C. Mahalanobis of 
the Indian Educational Service for the valuable assistance rendered by 
him in regard to the statistical examination of experimental data; to 
the numerous officials and non-officials who helped the department in 
various ways; and to the members of the Provincial Agricultural 
Itescarch Committee and other Committees and Boards attached to the 
Department for the services rendered by them.

Nadia and Burdwan 07 and 003 persons also received giatuitous relief. In 24-Pargenss, Khulna and Hooghly, 52 388. 
25 813 and 22,248 labourers, ropoctivoly, were engaged on test relief works during the week ending Saturday, the 
10th idem. The average price of common rice for the province has risen by about 1*14 per cent, as compared with that 
of the previous week.
